"Mr. Chairman, 

« 

It is only through the Press that I learned that the Jar 
Crimes Commission in London has placed my name on the list of war 
criminals, on the request of the Greek Goverrment. It is also through 
this indirect source that 1 got acquainted with the charges brought 
against me, whioh (are) formulated in vague terms. 

I cannot but reject with indignation these charges whioh are 
inaccurate and false. I dare say that the good faith of the members 
of the Commission has been taken by surprise. Not having any knowledge 
of the documents whioh undoubtedly have been submetted to them for examination 
by the Greek Government, I believe I do not trespass my rights by solliciting 
that they be ccmmunioated to me. 

I insist however in order to reply to the charges of the 
Greek Goverrment, such as brought to my knowledge and that of my 
Goverrment, to submit^ even new, to your Commission a series of documents, 
the study of which will allow an appreciation at its real value, of the 
aocusations of the Greek Government. The sole aim of these charges is 
to support the political action of the Greek Goverrment against the 
Bulgarian Government, all strictly juridical considerations being 
excluded. The publication in the press of a confidential document and 
the propaganda carried out in connection with the deoision of your 
Commission reveal the real intention of that Government. Let me add 
that the documents whioh I have the honour to submit in support of my 
request have been handed over by the Bulgarian Government to the 
representatives of the Inter Allied Control Commission in Sofia for 
transmission to their respective Government* and to your Commission, 

I point out, however, even n<w, a series of faots which ellcw me to state 
that the charges brought by the Greek Government are inaccurate and JQ.se 
and solely tend to serve strlotly political ends. 

In March 194& I was appointed Minister Plenipotentiary and 
Envoy Extraordinary of Bulgaria in PariB. 

In an interview given to the Agence Prance Presse in Paris 
on the 21st of March of the same year, I raised for the first time 
the question of a Bulgarian outlet to the Aegean Sea. On the 24th 
of March I made a speeoh over the Paris radio on the occasion of the 
anniversary of the victories of the Bulgarian Army in its struggle 
against the Wehrmacht in Hungary. In none of these two statements 
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did I allow myself to injure in any way Greeoe or her people, aa it 
arpeara from the very text of the article published by "MessAger d f Ath&nes" 
on the 28th of March (doounent annexed)* 

* * 

Following these two statements, the Greek Press and the 
Athena radio started a slanderous campaign against me* This 
campaign was particularly intensified in the course of the last 
months, during the Paris Conference; its climax was the publication 
in the British and French Press of the confidential letter of 
the United Nations War Grimes Conmission to the Greek Sabassy in Paris 
informing it that my name has been placed on the list of war 
oriminals* 


The "Continental Daily Sail* of the first of September, 
1946, published a letter of the Press Councillor of the Greek 
Babassy in Paris, Ur. Gosmetatos, in which he quotes the above 
mentioned letter stating that it has been sent by the Commission* 

1 am accused by the Greek Government of having "directed 
during the war the Bulgarian propaganda with the object of 
exterminating or denationalising the Greek population" in Western 
Maoedonia; "of having ordered massacres of Greeks in these regions, 
of having supplied money and arms to the Bulgarian ocmitadjis, who 
have oonmitted atrocities there; of having attended meetings 
of ocmitadjis", etc. 

Moreover, I am represented by the Greeks as being "the 
denationaliser of Greece", "head of the Bulgarian ocmitadjis", 
"despot and hangnan of Hellenism in Maoedonia", "a human monster", 
"author and instigator of the crimes against the GrWfcks"* eto* 

In the above mentioned letter of the Councillor of the 
Greek Sabsssy in Paris, mention is made of the following charges; 
"murders, massacres, systematic terrorism and plunder"* 

I reject all these charges and make the following 

statement: 



l) I have never been in command of Bulgarian troops 
on Greek territory and have neither had nor exercised, directly o± 
indirectly, any authority bn Greek territory during the war. 

I was in coaroand of the 15th Bulgarian Infantry Division 
garnisoned in Monastir (Bitolia) fran the month of July 1942 to 
the month of September 1944* My authority did extend only over 
a part of the former Yugoslav territory, but in no way over Greek 
territories. All along the former and the then Greco*Yugo8lav 
frontier, the Bulgarian authorities had established, as customary, 
military, customs and police posts* 


At repeated occasions the Greek Government has 
deliberately made uee of the terms "Western Macedonia* or 
"Central Maoedonia* not specifying whether they applied to Greek 
or Yugoslavia Western Macedonia, with the obvious a^m of 
inducing into error uninformed people. 

* I 

Greek Macedonia has never been occupied by Bulgarian 
troops but solely by German and Italian foroes. On - the otlier 

hand it is true that during the war, and in order to facilitate the 
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relation* of the Macedonian population with the Occupying Authorities, 
the Bulgarian Government obtained the permission to attach Bulgarian 
interpreters to same German Kcmmandanturas, more particularly in the 
districts of Greek Macedonia. A Bulgarian General Staff in Salonioa 
secured the liaison with the German Conmand in Greece and the Aegean 
Region* 

Moreover it la evident frem the Greek accuation* themselves that 
I have neve*' been in oonnand of Bulgarian troops on Greek territory, 
since the Greeks accuse me of having tried in vain to secure the 
permission of the Italian General Vanierl for sending Bulgarian troops 
to Greek Western Macedonia* I deny in the most categorical way to 
have presented such a request, which, moreover, I was not competent 
to make. 

2) The Greek charges mention my presence in Kastorla 
(Kostour) in a way to make believe that I have been there more than 
once* -jfcl went to that town only once during the whole period of my 
command in Yugoslav Macedonia, in order to pay a ocurteey visit which 
lasted only a few hours. It is during that brief visit that I m 
supposed to have attended a ooumltadjis meeting and to have promised 
help and support, inciting them to the mass sore and plunder of the 
Hellenic population. 

The odious character of this charge is the more obvious since 
during the few hours which I spent in Kastorla I continually attended 
ceremonies organised by the military and civil authorities* 

t 

It is highly improbable that I oould have spoken words of 
such a nature in the presenoe of these authorities* Addressing the 
Macedonian elements of the population which Had gathered spontaneously, 

I said a few words of sympathy and of encouragement in accordance with 
circumstances; but I categorically deny that these words had the 
character which the Greek Govemnent ascribes to them* 

I also deny most oategorloally to have participated in the 
discussions which are supposed to have taken place at Monastlr with the 
ohiefa of the Kastorla ocranltadjis, as well as to have supplied them with 
arms and money* I must add that the man named Kaltchev recognised 
himself that no oomndtadjis existed in Kastorla* 

3) The Greek Government also charges me of having sent to 
the district of Kastorla a detachment of my division, the soldiers of 
which became guilty of exactions, acts of terrorism and ill-treatings* 

• 

It appears from this, charge-that I had, on ray own authority 
and on ray own initiative, sent this detaotaaent on foreign soil* VTom 
the documents submitted by the Bulgarian Government, as well as from all that 
1 have stated above, it beoomea very clear that the despatch of this 
detachment of ray Division on Greek territory took plaoe under orders 
from the War Ministry in Sofia. These troops were placed under the 
orders of the German Command in order to participate in operating 
carried out against partisan groups in Greek Macedonia. During this 
time I had not contact with this detachment which was taken off ray 
authority and over which I did not have ary oonnand.

1+) It is altogether inaccurate to state that I had 
•attempted to denationalise a group of 2.000 Greek youths supposedly 
sent to me by a oertain Kaltchev, from Greek Macedonia. Such a group 
did never came to Yugoslav Macedonia. It is on the other hand true 

However, I declare that, and this fact oould not be 
questioned that 











that a oertain number of Macedonian children, residing in Hellenic territory, 
came to make their studies in Bulgarian schools in Monastir. They have 
done so, however, by their own free will, being of Macedonian nationality* 
Moreover these Macedonian children were under the civil authorities and not 
under the military authorities of the region of Bitolia (Monastir). 

5) The Greek charges are largely based upon the depositions of 
the named Kaltohev who was charged by the Greeks and tried recently by a 
Tribunal in AUtyiea. Kaltohev is supposed to have served as an interpreter 
at the German Kmaandantur of Fiorina (Lerina) • 

a 

, The Greeks represent Kaltohev as one of the most important agents 
of the Bulgarian propaganda in Greek Macedonia. To my knowledge he was 
nothing more than a simple interpreter* In his statements which have 
been published by the Greek newspapers, Kaltohev stated that he was under 
the orders of Hie offioiers MitLov and Ivanov of the Salonika General Staff, 
that he was never under my orders, and that he never received any instruct Iona 
from me* 

On my side I state that I have never been in contaot with any 
resident of Greek Macedonia during the whole period of ay Ocsnand in Monastir. 

I have no relation whatsoever with the events that took place in 
Greece and in Greek Macedonia during the war; even less oould I have committed 
the aota ascribed tome* 

m 

In lay quality of Commander of the 15th Bulgarian Infantry Division 
in Yugoslav Macedonia, I have never allowed the population of this region 
to suffer from the actions of n\y subordinates* No persecutions were carried 
out over the Greek minotily in Monastir, while the whole region was under my 
full military authority. Had it been true that I Was entrusted with the 
task of denationalisation of the Greek population, the Greek minoMty of 
Yugoslav Macedonia would have been the first to suffer* The Greek Government 
however did not dare, and for good reasons, to formulate such a charge against 
me. They merely aoouse me of acts of terrorism oemmitted on Greek 
Macedonian territory over which my authority did not extend* 

After J1 years of service in the Bulgarian Amy, after having 
participated in the wars of 1913* 1915-1 , aftor having been Commander in 
Chief of the Bulgarian Armies in the war against Hitlerite Germany from 
September 1944 on, I left thh active service, in order to accept the post of 
Minister Plenipotentiary in Paris and continue to serve my country as I have 
done all my life with honor said discipline. 

It should be notioed that the Greek Government have waited for more 
than a year after the end of hostilities to formulate unjust and indignified 
accnations against me, trying to compromise iny oountry through one of its 
representatives at the Paris Peace Conference* 

. I dare to believe ti at the mere study of the present request 
and oi’ the annexed documents will enable the Commission to decide the 
radiation of ny name fron the War Criminals List*

Since ilaroh 1946 the Greek press and Radio hare started a 
▼iolent oampaign against the Minister Plenipotentiary of Bulgaria 
in Paris, General Ivan Marinov. This campaign began after the 
statement made by General Marinov, in which he raised for the first 
tjiae tlie question of returning Western Thrace to Bulgarin. 

The Greek circles intensified this campaign at the 
opening of the Peace Conference in Paris, and a few English, French 
and American newspapers echoed these attaches. 

A few days ago an English newspaper reported that 
General Marino*/'s name has been placed on the list of war-criminals. 

The Bulgarian Government has no information whatsoever regarding the 
voracity of that report on on the foundation and conditions in 
which that inscription has been made. 

General Marinov is being accused of having directed during 
the war the "campaign of denationalisation" in Greeoe and in 
Western Macedonia, of having decreed the massacres of Greeks in 
these regions, of having supplied money and arms to the "Bulgarian 
cammitadjis" - who have ccmmitted atrocities in the same regions etc. 
These attacks present General Marinov as "the denationaliser of Greece", 
"head of the Bulgarian comaitadjis", "despot and hangnan" of Hellenism 
in Macedonia, "human-monster", etc.

In a letter by M. Cosmetatos, Press Councillor of the Greek 
Snbassy in Paris, addressed to the Editor of the "Continental Daily 
Mail" and published by that newspaper on 3epteraber 1, 1946, it is 
said among other things: 

"Verdict No. 307 (1946) of the War Criminals Court (the 
letter does not state what tribunal) states that General Marinov 
directed from Monastir the extermination and denationalisation of 
the Greek population in Western Macedonia. The United Nations War 
Crimea Commission has examined on the 31st of July the evidence 
brought by the Greek Government against General Marinov and found them 
to be a "prima facie" case against him in respeot of murder, massacres, 
systematic terrorism and pillage and has, therefore, placed him upon 
its lists of war criminals to be tried". 

However, it is notoriously known that: 

1) In 1941, after the end of hostilities between the 
Germans and the Greeks, the Bulgarian troops occupied the territories 
East of the river Strouma only, in 1943 the occupation - of a purely 
military character that time — was extended more to the West, 
including the territories to the river Vardar; 
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• 

2) Western Macedonia, south of the Creek-Yugoalav frontier, has not 
been occupied during the war by Bulgarian troops; this territory waa 
occupied and administered by the Germans and Italians* There were 
Bulgarian interpreters at sane German Kawnandantures, and a Bulgarian 
General Staff at the town of Salonioa, in charge of the liaison with 
the German Ccranand in Greece and in the islands; 

3) General Uarinov ooraaanded the 15th Infantry Division on 

Yugoslav territory (Northern Macedonia) from July 1942 to September 1944, 
his general Headquarters being established in Bitolia (Monaatir). His 
authority and his command have never been extended to Greek Macedonia, 
and could possibly not be exercised there because of the he re-above 
mentioned reasons; they have never been extended beyond the Greek- 
Yugoslav frontier which was strictly marked and densely covered with 
frontier military customs and police posts; 

4) Throughout the war General Uarinov has been on Greek territory" a 
single day on the whole, and that during an excursion to the town of“ 
tfostour (Kastoria), in which he remained for one or two hours* 

5) During the war no Bulgarian unit has operated on Greek territory 
under the direct orders of General Marinov , Only once a single unit 
of hiB Division waa detached, by order of the Ministry of War in Jofja, 
and was placed under the command of the German Command in Solonioa* 

After having participated in the struggle against the Partisans in 
Greek Maoedonia this unit was returned to ita Division; during that 
time General Uarinov did not have any oontact with the detached unit 
and could not have exercised any command over it* 

6 ) All operations and all persecutions in Greek Western Uaoedonia 
are due to the Germans and Italians; Bulgarian troops and Bulgarian 
authorities have never taken part in these operations and persecutions* 

7) Prau the questioning of M, Kaltchev, the Bulgarian interpreter 
at the German Ccranand at Lerin (Greek Uaoedonia) during a trial to 
which Athenes made a most resounding publicity, it became evident that 
that person had had no service relations whatsoever with General 
Marinov. However, the Greek Accuations are based on the statements 
of that interpreter. 

Thus it appears that General Marinov has not exercised ooranand 
on Greek territory and, consequently, ha3 had neither the possibility 
nor the power' to cocinit any of the acts attributed to him. 

General Marinov has therefore absolutely no relation with 
the events which have taken place in Greece during the war; even 
less could he have participated in acts of cruelty Committed in these 
regions. He has not done that in Yugoslav Macedonia where for two 
years, he was invested with the authority conferred to him by his co m mand* 
The fact that no demand for pursuits against General Marinov a3 a war 
criminal has been made by the Yugoslav Government is very edifying, for 
if he had really acted as it is reproached on the Greek side, he would 
have done more on Yugoslav territory, where his own command was 
situated. 


It would be suitable to remind the fact that General Marinov 
waa Commander in Chief of the Bulgarian Army which in 1944 and 1945, 
at the price of heavy sacrifices, gave its contribution for the 
defeat of Hitlerite Germany. 
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Later on, General Marinov was appointed Minister Plenipotentiary 
of Bulgaria in Paris, where, in that quality he gade statements to the 
Press regarding the return of Thrace to Bulgaria. These statements, 
made at the eve of the convocation of the Peace Conference proviked the 
great dissatisfaction of the Greek Government which started a vehement 
campaign against him by means of the Press and the Radio. 

At the present moment. General Marinov is member of the 
Bulgarian Delegation at the Paris Conference and in this quality will 
participate in the fork of the Conference. 

The Bulgarian Government fully agrees that the punishment 
of war criminals should be carried out with firmness. Actually it 
has been the first to set up the example of severe punishment 
of war criminal a. Thus the People* s Courts have tried and condemned: 

2850 persons to death penalty of which 2.035 have been exeouted; 

6.018 persons to life imprisorment or to minor penalties. These 
figures include the criminals who were found guilty of crimes committed 
in the territories occupied by the Bulgarian Army; among others, 

KLetchekov, former director of the department for Western Thrace, and 
Colonel Michailov - both condemned to death and executed. These 
figures confirm that the Bulgarian Government follows resolutely a policy 
of repression of war crimes, but if the repression of war crimes is an 
obligation for every Government, it should by no means become an 
instrument of achieving political ends in favour of a state. Actually 
there is every ground to admit that under the pretext of persecuting a war 
criminal in the person of General Marinov the Greek Government is 
attempting to achieve political results in connexion with the peace 
treaty with Bulgaria. As far as the Bulgarian Government is concerned, 
there is no doubt that by trying to aoouse General Marinov as a war 
criminal, in spite of ihe faot that he did not have the material possibility 
to aooamplish any of the aots of which he is accused, the Greek 
Goverxxoent is trying to achieve the following politioal results: 

1) The accusation of General Marinov as a war criminal 
endeavours to discredit in the high functions which he assumed in the 
past and is still assuming at present, namely: general of the Bulgarian 
Army, Commander in Chief of the Bulgarian Army in the campaign against 
Hitlerite Germany and member of the Bulgarian Delegation at the Peace 
Conference. 

2) I n accusing of war crimes Marinov, former Commander in Chief 
of the Bulgarian Army, which contributed at the price of heavy 
saorifioes, to the liberation of Greeoe and Yugoslavia, the Greek 
Government seeks to minimise the importance of the Bulgarian military 
contribution. As it is known this faot has been appreciated by the 
competent circles and the Bulgarian Government has brought it to the 
attention of the Peace Conference. Is not tie effort to discredit as a 
war criminal the Commander in Chief of the victorious Bulgarian army, 

an obvious attempt to minimise before the Peace Conference the importance 
of the Bulgarian participation in the oannoa victory? 

Furthermore is not the Creek Government trying to 
leave to history the name of a Bulgarian Cannander in Chief stained as that 
of a war criminal? 

At last bearing in mind the fact that General Marinov 
has been honored with the highest Soviet military decoration is it 
not difficult to conceive that he might be accused of war crimes? 

3) At many occasions the Greek press and the offioial ' 

Greek circles have pretended that there is no difference between 
present Fatherland Front Bulgarian and Fascist Bulgaria, of the past. 
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The persistence at the present moment to pretend that General Uarinov 
is a war criminal, is a manoeuvre which alms to prove that the Governnent 
of the Fatherland Front is continuing the errors of the past and is served 
by personalities who are still inspired by the conceptions of the 
rejected past. 

The solde (sole) consideration of the points here-above exposed 
is amply sufficient to show how ill-intentioned the Greek proceeding is 
and that under the cover of worthy aims it pursues unworthy political 
ends. 

Foil wing the present expose, the Bulgarian Government has the 
honour to reouest the tfar Crimes Commission in London to reexamine the 
case of General Marinov and to decide his radiation frcm the list of war 
criminals.

My dear General, 

As a supplement to my letter No. 5i9fr.HI, dated September 
11, 1946, concerning General Ivan Marinov, Bulgarian Plenipotentiary 
Minister in Paris, and former Cairn ander-in-Chief of the Bulgarian 
Army, I have the honour to submit to you a Statement by the Staff of 
the Array, regarding the activity of General Marinov in his capacity of 
Commander of the 15th Infantry Division tram June 1942 to September 
1944, as well as 7 annexes attached to the said Statement. 

The Statement mentioned above and the annexes attaohed to 
it constitute an incontestable proof of the following: 

I. While commanding: the 15th Infantry Division. General 
Marinov never occupied Greek territory . The Southern border of the 
part of Macedonia, which was occupied by the 15th Infantry Division 
was the old Yugoslav-Greek border. This is shown by the dooisoents 
submitted herewith : 

a) Copy of Operational Order No. 1534 of July 18, 1944 
(annex No. 1), point 3 of which indicated the whereabouts of the 
15th Infantry Division units at the beginning of the occupation, 
before General Marinov took over the command of the division. 

b) Copy of Operational Order No. 9552 of August 4, 1941 
(annex No. 2). Point "b* in paragraph "A* of this order oonfirms 
the same fact and in order to clarify the text, a map for the 
military-territorial division of the country is submitted, showing 

the exact limits of the territory occupied by the 15th Infantry Division, 
comprising districts exclusively of Yugoslav Macedonia, north of the 
Yugoslav-Greek border. 

c) Copy of letter No. 11-398 of February 26, 1942, 

(annex No. 3), together with a map-scheme, submitted to show the area 
occupied by the 15th Infantry Division after the general dislocation 
of the Bulgarian forces. This map shows that the area occupied by 
the 15th Division was reduced, as it was found in June 1942 when 
General Ivan Marinov took over its command. Until September 1944 
the area occupied by the 15th Infantry Division commanded by General 
Ivan Marinov remained the same without any changes, i.e. it comprised 
districts of Yugoslav Macedonia only, without spreading over any 
territory whatsoever of Greek Macedonia. 

• 

II, General Marinov never commanded any armies in Greece . 

By orders of the Army Staff, same units of the 15th Infantry Division 
took part in one operation only, in tlie Paiak Mountain but under the 
canmand of the German General Flue hat. This is shown by annexes No.4 
and No. 5. 4s already pointed out in my letter Nc>> 5198-111 of 
September 11, 1946, addressed to you, these documents prove that only one 
unit of his Division was placed under the orders of the Gcnoan Command 

in Salonioa, by orders^ of the Ministry of War in Sofia. 
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Durlng the time this unit took part in the operation in the 
Paiak-Mountain, against the partisans, i,e. in Greek Macedonia it was 
under the German Command and General Mari no v had absolutely nothing to 
do with the unit in question and could exercise no authority 
upon it. 

III. The Bulgarian Armies never occupied c_qy territories of Greek 
Macedonia west of the Vardar River . In support of this statement we 
submit a copy of Operational Order No. 6101 of April 18, 1941* for the 
occupation of Macedonia up to the Struna River and a map for reference 
(annex No. 6,), as well as a copy of Order No. 1-257 July 1945 for 
the occupation of the territories west of the Struma River and East of the 
Vardar River (annex No. 7)* 

I enclose herewith also, a list of the persons sentenoed by 
the 11th Body of the People's Court in Sofia for crimes committed by 
them during the period 1941-1944 in the Yugoslav and Greek territories 
occupied by Bulgaria. 

I beg you, my dear General, to be kind enough to bring the 
above and the annexes to the knowledge of the gove rnm ents represented 
in the Allied Control Commission in Bulgaria, with the request to forward 
them, together with their instructions, to the respective delegates 
in tie Commission for '.7ar Criminals in London.

You will recall that the Bulgarian Minister for Foreign Affairs 
sent a statement about General Marinoff to our representative in Sofia 
with the request that it be forwarded to the Commission, and that it was 
decided, after consultation vith the United States State Department, that 
this statement should not be forwarded* on the grounds that it contained 
offensive accusations against the Greek Government. 

The Bulgarian Minister for Foreign Affairs has now sent a 
supplementary statement which recapitulates in greater detail the facts 
contained in the first statement without the obnoxious accusations. We 
have again consulted the State Department \/ho agreo that while we should 
maintain our refusal to transmit the first statement there would be no 
objection to our forwarding the second one, 

I am t lie ref ore enclosing herewith a copy of the supplementary 
statement and I should be grateful if you would kindly submit it to the 
Commission for its consideration.

As a supplement to my letter No, 5198-111, dated September 
11, 1946, concerning General Ivan Marinov, Bulgarian Plenipotentiary 
Minister in Paris, and former Oommander^in-Ohief of the Bulgarian Axt^r# 

I have the honour to submit to you a Statement by the Staff of the Army 
regarding tho activity of General Marinov in his capacity of Commander 
of the 15 th Infantry Division from June 1942. to 3eptembor 1944# as well 
as 7 annexes attached to the said Statement. 

Tho Statement mentioned above and the annexes attached to it 
constitute an incontestable proof of the following: 

I* While_gqgtqandirtg the ,15th Infantry Division. General Marinov never 
oocupied Greek territory. The Southern border of the part of Macedonia, 
which was occupiod by the 15th Infantry Division was the old Yugoslav- 
Greek border. This is shown by the documents submitted herewith:

(a) Copy of Operational Order No. 1534 of July 18th 1944 (annex No.l), 
point 3 of whioh indicates the whereabouts of the 15th Infantry Division 
units at the beginning of the occupation, before General Marinov took 
over the command of the division. 

(b) Copy of Operational Order No. 9552 of August 4# 1941» (annex 
No, 2), Point "b* in paragraph "A" of this order confirms the same 
foot and in order to clarify the text, a map for the military- 
territorial division of the country is submitted, showing the exact 
limits of the territory occupied by the 15th Infantry Division, 
oanprising districts exclusively of Yugoslav Macedonia, north of 
the Yugoslav-Greek border. 

(c) Copy of letter No. 11-398 of February 26, 1942 (annex Np. 3)# 
together with a map-scheme, submitted to shew the area oooupied by the 
15th Infantry Division after the general dislocation of the Bulgarian 
forces. This map shows that the area occupied by the 15th Division 
was reduced, as it was found in June 1942 when General Ivan 

Marinov took over its oanmand. Until September 1944# the area 
ocoupied by the 15th Infantry Division, commanded by General Ivan 
Marinov, remained the same without any changes, i.e. it oanprised 
districts of Yugoslav Macedonia only, without spreading over any 
territory whatsoever of Grook Macedonia, 


II. General Marinov never commanded any armies in Greece . By orders 
of the Arn\y Staff, some units of tho 15th Infantry Division took port in 
one operation only, in the Paiak Mountain, but under the oanmand of the 












German General Fluohat. This is shown by annexes No. 4 and 5. As 
already pointed out in my letter No, 519B-III of September 11, l$li£, 
addressed to you, these documents prove that cnly one unit of his 
division was placed under the orders of the German Command in Sal onion, 
by orders of the Ministry of War in Sofia.

During the time thit unit took part in the operation in the 
Paiak Mountain, against the partizans, i.o. in Greek Maoedonia, it waB 
under German command and General Marinov had absolutely nothing to do 
with the unit in question and oould exercise no authority upon it. 


III. The Bulgarian armies never occupied any territories of Greek 
Maoedonia west of the Vardor River . 

In support ct this statement we submit a oopy of Operational 
Order No. 6101 of April 10th, 1941> for the occupation of Macedonia up 
to the Struna River and a map for reference (annex No. 6), as well as a 
oopy of Order No. 1-257 of July 1943 for the occupation of the territories 
west of the Struna River and oast of the Vardar River (Annex No. 7). 

I enclose herewith also a list of the persons sentenced by the 
Uth Body of the People's Court in Sofia for crimes committed by them during 
the period 1941-1944 in the Yugoslav and Greek territories oooupied by 
Bulgaria, 

I beg you, my dear General, to be kind enough to bring the above

assistant chiefs of the new recruiting offices with forms as per enclosed 
list, so as to enable then to start work. For the stationery supplied 
by the offices mentioned above, the Chief Quartermaster will release the 
respeotive oredit for reimbursement. 

• - Immediately after establishing themselves, these reoruiting 

offices to start the prepjiratcry work on the 1920 and 1921 olasses of 
reoruits. For this purpose tho chiefs of the reoruiting offices should 
oontaot the local mayors in order to prepare the reonuiting lists, records, 
eto., as far as this is possible, Tho registers of tho municipalities 
and all papers left behind by the Serbian and Greek military authorities 
should be made use of.

In place of the assigned clerks should be called up labour 
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soldiers in reserve who have previously served in the respective 
recruiting office, but do not possess a mobilization order in the 
array. 

For the new recruiting offices also one labour Boldier in 
reserve with experience in reoruiting offices should be oalled up fran 
the respective reoruiting office whioh assigns the clerk and together 
with the clerk be sfent to the new recruiting office.

1. After the victories of the German Army against Yugoslavia and Greece, 
the former capitulated definitely and the troops of the latter are 
retreating towards the interior of old Greece. 

2* Our active foroes continue to fulfil their tasks on the Bulgarian 

south-eastern border. , .. . .

Our 5th Army will begin tomorrow the occupation of Macedonia, 

After seizing Macedonia and Thrace, the German troops continue 
their advance towards old Grooce. 

3. The 2nd Army - General G, Markov , including: the 10th Infantry 
Division, the 2nd Border Brigade (without the 1/7 and the 5// Border Companies) 
and the 1st Supplementary Regiment, i3 entrusted with the following task : 

To advance at 8 o'dock on April 20, 1941 into Thrace and 
Eastern Macedonia and to occupy them in order to protect the Bulgarian 
population against the Greek units and bands still wondering and rioting 
Limits of the distriots to be occupied: fran the west - the summit Tunba - 
the village of Sokolovo - the Butkovu river - the Struma river - the port 
of Chaiasi (all included), and from the east - the village of Kalkoy - 
the village of Kunarli - the village of Knlikoy - the village of Kaiudji 
the summit Ada Tepc (height 561) - the summit Chotnl Bail Dug - the ..’

Sorros - Chaiasi and should take the }..vm of Serres, the port cf Chaiasi 
and the town of Kavalla with one separate company for each of these three 
places. The Staff of the Regiment will have its headquarters at the town 
of Kavalla, and the 2/7 Border Company, now in lx.nir Hissar, will also be 
placed under its command. 

The Border Company (1/2) should advance from Novrokop along 
the road for Zumovo and should occupy i-he district of the latter town.

The Staff of the 2nd Border Regiment will have its headquarters at 
the railway station of Buk.

After the release of the other units of the 7th Border Regiment 
from their former task, they should direct themselves towards the district 
Demir Hissar - Serres and should place themselves at the disposal of the 
Brigade Commander.

The assignment of the remaining brigade units and services will 
be fixed by the Brigade Commander. 

5» The 10th Infantry-Division should occupy Thrace east of the Mesta 
river up to the eastern limit of the Amy, The districts to be reached 
by the units of the Division are indicated in the submitted map. The 
roads to be followed must be indicated by the Commander of th$ Division. 

The fixed eastern limit of the Army should absolutely not be passed in 
order not to cause suspicion on the part of the Turks. 

The Division Staff will bo at Gunurdjina. 

6. The Headquarters of the Army Staff will be at. the town of X ant hi after 
April 23. 

7. The 11th Infantry Division and the 2nd Army Artillery Regiment whioh 
are to concentrate, should remain in the districts of oonoentration. Their 
operational use should be made upon instructions or after permission from 
the Army Staff. 

8. The Army units and services whioh are hot mentioned above should be 
direoted to the district for occupation upon instructions by the Staff of 
the 2nd Amy.

9» To appoint very small posts at the former border whioh, until further 
instructions, should not allow any crossing of the border by the civil 
population-on both sides. 

10. The advance of the Amy units should be carried out with all 
measures for protection . After the crossing of the border line, the 
units must keep in mind that in their advance they might meet seme of 
the remaining armed Greek units and bands. 

11. The passage through inhabited places should take place only after 
a previous and detailed reconnaissance has been effeoted and afte- the 
traffic in the streets has been organized. The enthusiasm of tne 
population welcoming the troops should in no way cause a slow-down of the 
traffic. 

12. In case of an eventual encounter with resisting enemy groups, the 
units should engage themselves immediately in battle and should fight 
with the greatest determination until the enemy is completely destroyed 
or captured. 
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The weak enemy groups or soldiers wandering ssparately should 
be first dealt with as soon as possible without engaging raoro forces or 
hindering the outlined plan for action. 

One m ust be meroilesB towards the disturbing elements aiming 
at disorganizing the rear of the Arngr or at tormenting the peaceful 
civil population. 

13. The oannanders of the units should take all necessary measuros 
in order to avoid acoldonts v/hioh might be causod by explosive materials 
still undisoovered and placed along the roads, in the communication 
equipment and in private haaes. 

14* In case of damaged road and railway equipment, the oannanders of 
the individual groups should prooeod with the immediate repair of the 
caused damages with the only aim to keep up the traffic. For this purpose, 
one should use the local available moons and if necessary the local 
population. 

• 15. Most strict measuros should be taken for the preservation of the 
State as well as the private property in the occupied regions against 
any attempt on the port of the remaining Greek elements as well as our 
soldiers or the local population. 

16. No partizans, aimed civilians or others, who ore not members cf the 
Army should aooanpany or lead the units and the staffs under any pretext 
whatsoever. In that respect one should bo very strict. . . .. 

17• Deserters, war prisoners and others should bo gathered at plooes

Since march 1946 the Greek press and Radio have started a 
violent campaign against the Minister Plenipotentiary of Bulgaria, 
in Paris, General Ivon Marinov. This campaign began after the 
statement made by General Marinov, in which he raised for the first 
time the question of returning Western Thraoe to Bulgaria. 

The Greek circles intensified this campaign at the opening of 
the Peace Conference in Paris, and a few English, French oral Americain 
newspapers echoed these attaokes. 

A few days ago an English newspaper reported that General 
Marinov's name has been placed on the list of war^orlminals, Tho 
Bulgarian Government has no information whatsoever regarding the 
veracity of that report or on the foundation and conditions in which 
that inscription has been made. 

General Marinov is being accused of having directed during 
the war the "campaign of denationalisation" in Greeoe and in Western 
Macedonia, of having decreed the massaores of Greeks in these regions, 
of having supplied money and arms to the "Bulgarian canmitadjis" - who 
have committed atrooities in the same regions etc. These attacks 
present General Marinov as "the denationaliser of Greeoe", "head of the 
Bulgarian ccmmitadjis", "despot and hangnan" of Hellenism in Macedonia, 
"hunan-monster", etc. 

In a letter by M, Cosmetatos, Press Councillor of the Greek 
Bnbassy in Paris, addressed to the Editor of the "Continental Doily 
Mall" and published by that newspaper on Septembre 1, 1946, it is said 
among other things: 

"Verdict No, 307 (1946) of the War Criminals Court (the letter 
does not state what tribunal) states that General Marinov directed from 
Monastir the extermination and denationalisation of the Greek population 
in Western Macedonia. The United Nations War Crimes Commission has 
examined on the 31st of July the evidence brought by the Greek 
Government against General Marinov and found them to be a "prima facie" 
case against him in respeot of murder, massaores, systematic terrorism 
and pillage and has, thereforce, placed him upon its lists of war 
criminals to be tried".

that no demand for pursuits against General Marinov as a war criminal has 
been made by the Yugoslav Government is very edifying, for if he had 
really acted as it is reproached on the Greek side, he would have done more 
on Yugoslav territory; where his own command was dtuated. 

It would be suitable to remind the fact that General Marinov was 
Commander in Chief of the Bulgarian Army which in 1944 and 1945, at the 
price of heavy sacrifices, gave its contribution for the defeat of 
Hitlerite Germany.

Later on, General Marinov was appointed Minister Plenipotentiary 
of Bulgaria in Paris, where, in that quality he mado statements to the 
Press regarding the return of Thrace to Bulgaria. These statements, made 
at the eve of the convocation of the Peace Conference, proviked the great 
dissatisfaction of the Greek Government which started a vehement campaign 
against him by means of the Press and the Radio, 

At the present moment. General Marinov is member of the 
Bulgarian Delegation at the Paris Conference and in this quality will 
participate in the work of the Conference. 

The Bulgarian Government fully agrees that the punishment of 
war criminals should be carried out with finnness. Actually it has been 
the first, to set up the example of severe punishment of war criminels. 

Thus the People's Courts have tried and condemned! 2850 persons to 
death penalty of which 2,025 have, been executed; 6.018 persons to life 
imprisonment or to minor penalties-. These figures include the criminels 
who were found guilty of crimes comitted in the territories occupied by 
the Bulgarian Army; among others, Klctchokov, former director of the 
department for Western Thrace, and colonel Michallov - both condemned 
to death and executed. These figures confirm that the Bulgarian 
Government folloews resolutely a policy of repression of war crimes, but 
if the repression of v/ar crimes is an obligation for every Government, it 
should by no means become an instrument of achieving political ends in 
favour of a state. Actually there is every ground to admit that under 
the pretext of persecututing a war oriminal in the person of 
General Marinov the Greek Government is attempting to achieve political 
results in connexion v/ith the peace treaty with Bulgaria. As far as the 
Bulgarian Government is concerned, there is no doubt that by trying to 
accuse General Marinov as a war oriminal, inspite of the fact that he did 
not have the material possibility xo accomplish any of the aots of which 
ho is accused, the Greek Government is trying to achieve the following 
political results:

At last bearing in mind the fact that General Marinov has been 
honored v/ith the highest Soviet military decoaration is it not diffioult 
to oonoeive that he might be accused of war crimes? 

3/ At many occasions the Greek press and the offioial Greek 
circles have pretendid that there is no difference between present 
Fatherland Front Bulgaria and Fascist Bulgaria* of the past* The 
persistence at the present moment to pretend that General Marinov is a 
war criminal, is a manoeuvre which aims to prove that the Governnent of 
the Fatherland Front is continuing the errors of the past and is served 
by personalities who are still inspired by the conceptions of the rebooted 
past* 

The solds consideration of the points he re-above exposed is 
amply sufficient to dhow how ill-intentioned the Greek proceeding is 
and-that under the oover of worthy aims it pursues unworthy political ends. 

Following the present expose, the Bulgarian Governnent has the 
honour to request the War Crimes Commission in London to reexamine the 
case of General Marinov and to deold^his radiation from the list of 
war oriminols.

1. An investigation was carried out in order to prove whether war crimes 
were committed in the regions of Fiorina and Kastoria (Western Macedonia) • 

The following actual facts resulted from this investigation. 

In April 1941# the German Armies and later the Italian ones occupied 
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the regions of Fiorina and Kastoria and established themselves there. A 
regular Bulgarian Army of occupation had reached the neighbouring district 
of Monastir (Vitolia) where, during the whole occupation the Bulgarian 
15th division had established its headquarters, but which had not occupied 
the above mentioned districts in view of their final annexation whioh 
constituted an intemediate aim'of the Bulgarian State. This aim was 
systematically pursued by various moons. Thus fran the very first days 
of the German and Bulgarian occupation, Bulgarian interpreters made their 
appearanoe at the German and Italian Town Majors.

The simple fact that the Bulgarians were highly educated proves 
that they had undertaken.an important mission, which, under cover of the 
role of the interpreter, should be fulfilled. It is evident that the 
Bulgarians could have U3ed for interpreters men of lower oduoation as 
cam only used during the Occupation, The important mission of the 
Bulgarian interpreters served the final views of the annexation by 
Bulgaria of Western Macedonia and consisted in carrying out a propaganda 
in favour of the Bulgarian idea, of uprooting Greek national feeling and 
in modifying the ethnological composition of Western Macedonia. All 
these facts have been proved from the enquiry and the aotual incidents 
described here below. These incidents prove, irrespective of the evident 
nature of the con.V.l.'.ons, that in brder to succeed in this most difficult 
mission^ it was necessary that a person of high education, valour, 
strength and prestige, occupying an important poafcion in the Bulgarian 
State machine, should be at jts head. Thi3 individual should bo capable 
to exploit all conditions, whether of a political nature in the relations 
between Bulgaria and her allies, Germany and Italy, or of a military 
nature and relative to tire sufficiency or not of the German.and Italian 
troops of occupation, or relative to the supply of provisions and in 
general to the economic conditions of the Greek people or other 3uch 
matters. The person should be oapable of giving general directives, of 
synchronising the action of the interpreters and other members, of raising 
their morale, of obtaining and using various means for the fulfilment of this 
aim. These moans included money, food supplies, clothing, books, arms, 
reinforcement by seotions of the regular Bulgarian army cto. The inquiry 
carried out proves that such an irdividual was at the head of the whole 
organisation nearly udi though t’e occupation and that this person was 
Colonel (new General)IVAN MARINOFF, commanding 15th Bulgarian Division, 
quartered during the whole occupation at Monastir. The actual position 
oooupied by MARINOFF as Bulgarian Minister Plenipotentiary in Paris, proves 
that he possessed all those qualities of a leadur. Fr»m neighbouring and 
opportunely located Monastir, he directed the whole affair. It was fran 
there that he sent to various districts his inteipretera and local leaders. 

It was there that lie reoeived all those individuals and gave than the 
directives to follow and the necessary means. It was from Monastir that he 
himself visited Kastoria with ulterior aims, the success of his mission. 

II. Concrete facts relative to the uprooting of Greek national feeling of 
the inhabitants of the districts ti 1 Fiorina and Kastoria and the modification 
of their ethnological compos it:, or are the following as proved by inquiry: 

l) Immediately f.' ,/«ing the establishment of the German troops 
of occupation in Fiorina, the Bulgarian offioer MLANTENOFF reported to the 
Town Major as interpreter and managed to create oontact with the German Town 
Major having his meals with him, accompanying him on his tours of 
inspection, managing to make him issue statements in favour of Bulgarian 
pretentions that the majority of the population of the district was of 
Bulgarian desoent, taking part in the meetings between the German Town Major 










and the Greek prefect of Fiorina and expressing his cwn views relative to 
the replacement of munioipal councillors by others belonging to the 
Bulgarian Committee. In brief, MLANTENOFF managed to move outside the 
narrow limits of the role of an interpreter* He .had his own luxurious 
cor and had abundant means of moving about* He received the pro- 
bulgarians at the German Town Major's, at his house and the restaurant 
"Averoff" in Fiorina. -He organised receptions in honour of other 
Bulgarian officials. He also organised receptions in honour of the 
German Town Major in the course of his tours (at Amyntaeon, Ag* Panteleimon, 
Xyno-Nero etc. for example)* In these tours propaganda was oarried out 
in favour of the Bulgarian national idea and against the Greek one and 
the Bulgarians would declare that in a few days Bulgarian troops would 
be quartered in this deportment (for above, see report of the Greek 
prefect of Fiorina Mr. Const* Bonis, dated July 18, 1941 and addressed to 
the Governor General of Maoedonia). 

2) Immediately following the establishment of the Italian troops 
of occupation in Kastoria, DOlTCHEFF, professor at the University of Sofia, 
appeared at the Tcwn Major's and reported as an interpreter* Later on 

the Bulgarian officer ANTON KAIffCHEFF arrived in Kastoria* This latter 
person has already been condemned by the special court for war criminals 
in Athens. DOlTCHEFF methodically organised the Bulgarian Committee 
(see below) furnished the Italian search troops with supposed interpreters 
whereas in reality these individuals were terrorists purposely throwing 
arms into houses of Greeks whom the Italians would subsequently arrest, 
imprison, torture and or execute. Such terrorists agents of the Bulgarian 
propaganda were the following* LUCAS DIAMANTIDIS, KOSMAS KYRIAKOFOULOS, 
BORIS STOYANNIS, eto* (see the testimonies by doctor LEONIDAS TSAMISSIS, 
mayor of Kastoria during the occupation, MENELAOS TSAKIRIS, Director of 
the Prefecture of Kastoria during the occupation). 

3) The fact that certain few Greek inhabitants of the distriots 
of Fiorina and Kastoria speak in addition to Greek, a certain regional 
dileot resembling Bulgarian, constituted the grounds on whioh Bulgarian 
propaganda worked profitably. Fran the very first days the above so- 
oalled interpreters VLANTENOFF, DOlTCHEFF, KAI/PCHEFF, helped successively 
by other collaborators of theirs, contacted the above mentioned Greeks 

and as time passed managed to modify the opinion in favour of Bulgaria, 
of a considerable nunber of them and helped them organise the Bulgarian 
Oaunittee. This happened at a time when the oooupation authorities in 
Greece were discussing for their use all the riohes of Greek National 
Economy and had imposed on the Greek population the death sentence by 
hunger or by other privations* They had immobilised the Greek State 
machine and had made Impossible for it to come to the help of the 
starving population. These most trying conditions of the Greek population 
were widely exploited by the above so-oalled interpreters but in reality 
propagandists, by their collaboration. Many of these latter were 
Bulgarians, sent from Sofia, a certain nunber of whioh bearing their 
family roots in the districts of Fiorina and Kastoria, but whioh they had 
abandoned many years ago in virtue of an International Treaty for an 
exchange of populations between Greece and Bulgaria and signed after the 
war of 1914-1910• As sych were the following Bulgarians* a) SPIROS 
VASILEF, Dank employee or Director of the Popular Bank in Sofia, native 
from VAssiliades and occupying a prominent position in the Bulgarian 
Committee, b) JOSEPH MARKOFF, captain of the regular Bulgarian Any 
and leader of the ccmitadjis in the distriot of Kastoria, o) his brother 
PETER MARKOFF, pensioned school teacher, inhabitant of Sofia and a native 
as his brother of Tassiliades, d) 3AMB0UL0FF, lieutenant in the regular 
Bulgarian Arry and Deputy Leader of the Bulgarian Committee of the distriot 
of Kastoria, e) MITKQFF, Major in the Bulgarian Any* The above 
mentioned in collaboration with other Bulgarians, aooanpanied by offioers 
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and senior officials of the Bulgarian Ministry for Foreign Affairs, carried 
out a propaganda to the effeot that the inhabitants of Western Macedonia who 
speak the above-mentioned dialect, are of Bulgarian descent, that they 
v/ore under Greek yoke, that the time had cane to break their shacHes, that 
very shortly the Bulgarian Army would oocupy Western Macedonia which would be 
annexed by Bulgaria, for the success of which the above mentioned 
inhabitants should do their utmost obeying their leaders and the Italians, 
becoming members of the Bulgarian Committee and working to exterminate the 
Greek inhabitants. Together with thfe Italian,Occupation Authorities 
they repeatedly and generously gave to every new member money, food, 

Clothing, boots, etc. sent from Bulgaria via Monastir. In addition to 
the above and again together with the Italian Authorities, they armed the 
members of the Committee giving them arms of Italian origin as well as 
Bulgarian ones sent from Bulgaria via Monastir. Italian bffioers were 
plaoud at the head of these armed ccmitadjis bands. The fact that the 
organisation of the ccmitadjis bands was oarried out by the Italian Occupation 
Authorities has been emply proved by. the deposition of the witness JOHN 
RAVALLI, serving in Kastoria and aotually condemned by the Special Court 
for War Criminals in .Athens. The national aims of the Italians and the 
Bulgarians coincided in their common effort to uproot the Greek national 
.. entiraent in Western Macedonia and in modifying its national composition* 

The Bulgarian Committee was thus formed and armed. The witnesses CHRISTOS 
GAES, NICOLAS FILAKTIDIS, CONST. CHRISTOPOULOS, examined in the prison at 
S; JLonioa where they are serving a penalty imposed on them by Court testify 
that they were armed members Of these bands (see testimonies of the above 
and especially .those of CONST. DONIS, prefect of Plorina durihg all the 
occupation, NICOLAS TSAKIRIS, Direotor of the Kastoria prefecture, Doctor 
IEONIDAS TSAMISSIS, Mayor of Kastoria, STAVROS FETROVA8, Director of the 
Prefecture, ANDREW PAP/.DOFOULOS eto)* . 

4) In the summer of 1943* a meeting of all the armed ccmitadjis 
was held at "LEVADI" near Koutoropi in the district of Kastoria. Witness 
GEORGE VASSILIOU was present.at this meeting, where the abovc^nontioned 
Bulgarian STTROS VASSILEFP distributed money, salt and rubber boots to these 
ccmitadjis (see testimony by GEOi UJOUZIS). 

5) In May 1943, a committee composed of DBIITRQFF, senior 
official of the Bulgarian Ministry for Foreign /iffairs, SPIROS VASSILEFF, 

JOSEFH MARKOFF AND SKARTOFF, arrived from Sofia, via Monaatir and distributed 
large quantities of maize, salt, wheat, five hundred suits, fifty pairs of 
booth and four million levas (4.000*000) to the assembled comitadjis (see report 
by captain PETER LOLAS of the Gendarmerie, dated March 30, 1946 and addressed 

to the publio prosecutor of the Speoial Court for War Criminals)* 

6) In June 1944 approximately 20 Bulgarian reserve officers 
and Warrant offioers arrived in Monaatir and from there were sent to lead 
the armed ccmitadjis bonds and those of the "OHRANA" organisation in the 
districts of Fiorina, Kastoria, Edossa, eto* (see above report by Copt* 

P. LOLAS.

III. The following facts have been proved at the inquiry relative to the 
role plnyod by Colonel (new General) IVAN MARINQFF in the work of uprooting 
national sentiment in the districts of Kastoria and Fiorina and of modifying 
the ethnological composition of these districts: 

1) The above interpreters and other Bulgarian and local leaders 
as well as other members of the Bulgarian Committee had free passes and often 
went to Monastir, reported to IVAN MARINOFF about their action and received 
instructions and orders from him to carry out all sorts of crimes against the 
Greek population. They also received money, food, clothing, boots, arms etc* 
from MARINOFF. These items were brought over from Bulgaria to Monastir and 
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thence were distributed to various distriots by MARINOFF, Thus in the spring 
of 1942 when the Greeks were dying of hunger, IVAN MARINOFF imported in Western 
Macedonia, large quantities of maize, sugar and other commodities to be dis¬ 
tributed by members of the Bulgarian Gcranittee to its other members* 

MENELAOS GHELES and 3TAVR0S MANGOS were responsible for these distributions 
in the department of Fiorina* When the prefect of Fiorina, Mr* OONST* BONIS 
refused to allow the distribution by these two individuals, he was told that 
following MARINOFF* s orders the distribution must be made by the two above 
mentioned individuals (for all these foots see the testimonies by CONST* D0NI8, 
MENEL, TSAKIRIS, Director of the Prefecture, NICOLAS SPANGOS, reporter, Opt* 

PETER LOLAS of the Gendarmerie, NICOLAS KARADIMOS, priest, JOHN RIZAKIS, 

CHRISTOS LIV-uNIDIS, all dated May 2, 1946 eto) • The role played by MARINOFF 
as head of the oanitadjis of Fiorina is amply shown by the deposition of the 
Bulgarian Offioer KALTCHEFF and who definetely states that MARINOFF's visit 
to Kaatorla in May or June 1943 (see below) "aimed at questioning the 
oanitadjis of the Kastoria district, who were asking for help, suoh as aims, 
eto* fran Sofia" and that IVAN MARINOFF had told them that "he will see that 
help from Bulgaria be sent to than"* 

2) IVAN MARINOFF exploiting the pitiful condition on under* 
nourishment, the deaths fran.famine of the Greeks and especially those of Greek 
youth, oreated in Mona stir a Bulgarian centre of education to whioh 2000 Greek 
youngsters fran Greek Macedonia (Western and Central) were sent and who were 
fed, eto* and received a monthly sum of money, the major part of which was sent 
to the parents (see testimony by Mr, CONST. BONIS, prefect of Fiorina). In 
May or June 1943 when Col, VENIERI was Town Major of Kastoria, under whose 
orders JOHN RAVALLI, Officer at the Italian Aiqy was serving and who has actually 
been condemned by the Special Court for War Criminals in Athens, Colonel MARINOFF 
arrived unexpectedly from Monastir* He was accompanied by Capt, KQMB of the 
German Array and Town Major of Fiorina, Signor OASTELLANI, Italian Consul in 
Monastir, DIMITROFF, senior official of the Bulgarian Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs and two senior offioers fran MARINOFF's staff together with an esoort of 
15 Bulgarian and 5 German soldiers* 

Col. VENIERI received MARINOFF and his suite at the Military Club where 
a banquet was held (see depositions by JOHN RAVALLI, ANTON KAITCHEFF, MENEL, 
TSAKIRIS eto.). The incidents that ocourred followin IVAN MARINOFF*s 
arrival were attributed by RAVALLI in his- deposition and are as follows: 

Before the banquet, OASTELLANI, Italian Consul in Monastir, made known to 
RAVALLI that the reason of MARINOFF's arrival was to ask Col. VENIERI primarily 
for the Bulgarian Arn\y to undertake the guardin': of the region fran Lake 
Prespa to Antartikon with the exouse that this district was insufficiently 
guarded by the Italian troops. On secondary request, MARINOFF would ask 
for IXilgarian "Officers to lead the oanitadjis* R.V J.T.T hurriedly repeated 
this conversation to VENIERI, 

Effectively in a private discussion held before the banquet between 
MARINOFF and VENIERI, the former submitted to the latter his two requests. 

Both were rejeofed by VENIERI that the lumber of Italian troops was sufficient. 
Following this conversation, the banquet was held during which MARINOFF spoke 
of "eternally Bulgarian Kastoria" 1 (as speoifically stated in RAVALLI*s 
deposition). This obliged RAVALLI, by order of VENIEIRI, to answer to 
MARINOFF that this information is not correct because the Italians know 
fran offioiol and authentic sources that the inhabitants of Kastoria of 
Bulgarian descent do not exceed 119 as when the Italians expressed the wish 
to carry out a oensus of these inhabitants in order to entrust them with the 
supplying of the oanitadjis, they called on every Bulgarian speaking inhabitant 
to report ahd only the above mentioned presented themselves, a few of whioh 
reported for fear of reprisals. These inhabitants do not represent more 
than 10 to 11 families, the majority of which were natives of the villages of the 
district* This answer, continues RAVALLI, worried MARINOFF who had to excuse 
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himself, stated that "it seems that the Greek Authorities had oarried out a 
good propaganda and with the help of the schools had managed to hellenize 
Kastoria". MARINOFF*s words made an amusing impression on the Italians who 
wore convinced of the contrary as states RAVALLI* After the meal and follow¬ 
ing a wish expressed by MARINOFF, he visited, accompanied by all present at 
the banquet, including RAVALLI, the groups of the Bulgarian Committee at their 
headquarters ‘in Kastoria, In the presence of the oomitadjis, MARINOFF took 
a commanding position and speaking in Bulgarian told the members of the 
bands that "they must obey the Italian because they are all soldiers of the 
Axis fighting against a common foe" (for the above see RAVALLI'S deposition) 
MARINOFF also "rscanmended the oomitadjis that they must help the Axis and 
that he will see thht supplies be sent to them from Bulgaria" as specifically 
stated by the Bulgarian Offioer ANTON KALTCHEFF, who was present at this 
meeting and who was an interpreter and oarried out propaganda in Kastoria, as 
stated previously. The depositions of RAVALLI and KALTCHEFF who knew 
MARINOFF personally and who personally followed the above incident, are 
sufficient to prove; a) that IVAN MARINOFF did visit Kastoria in May or 
June 1943» b) that he was the leader of the oomitadjis of Kastoria and Fiorina, 
o) that his visit to Kastoria aimed at quietening tho oomitadjis as 
specifically stated by KALTCHEFF and also to have a Bulgarian Array of 
Occupation in the region of Fiorina and Kastoria or at least f*or Bulgarian 
officers to lead the oomitadjis of these districts, 

IV, In addition to the above visit by MARINOFP to Kastoria, the inquiry 
has not fully proved whether MARINOFF had previously travelled from Monastir 
and visited the districts of Fiorina and Kastoria, Certain witnesses have 
stated that suoh visits by MARINOFF had taken place. This judioial 
committee, nevertheless, considering that no witness knew MARINOFF personally, 
and that nearly no witness had a personal knowledge of the incidents he 
stated as having taken place, judges that another or other- Bulgarian ' 
officers and not M.J&N0FF had been seen by the witnesses as having visited the 
districts and instead of giving their names, will fully or not, the name of 
IVAN MARINOFF was pronounced due to his prestige which naturally would lift 
the spirits of the oomitadjis. 

The visits mentioned here above are the following: . • 

1) In the summer of 1942, a Bulgarian senior offioer arrived by 
oar at Argos Orestikon. He was accompanied by three other persons, including 
KALTCHEFF. The ear stopped in front of the ooffee-shop belonging to 
ANASTASE IVANIDIS and its oooup'uits entered the place and started talking 
with the proprietor and with GEORGE THEGDORIDES, important member of fie 
Bulgarian Commitee as well as with the prie st PAJ^ALAZAROS AF03T0L0S, condemned 
to life imprisonment by the Collaborationists Court of Kistorla, The 
members of the Committee let it made known that the senior officer in 
question was MARINOFF (sec depositions by EVANGELOS HOLITSIS, CHRISTOS 
LIVANIDES, dated May 2, 1946). 

2) In the spring or sunmer 1943 a Bulgarian senior offioer 
arrived in Argos Orestikon accompanied by STROMTSE, KALTCHEFF or STAVROS 

HADJIPASHALI, Bulgarian major fran Argos Orestikon, KYRIAKOU, surname unknown, 
school teacher fran Lakamnta, Kastoria, GEORGE SKARPARLIS, school teacher 
from Argos Orestikon and actually in Bulgaria, and major DLANTINOFF of the 
Bulgarian Army. In the suburb of Argos Orestikon called "Patsoura" the 
above mentioned Bulgarian senior officer made a speech to the Bulgarian 
speaking inhabitants stating "Do not be afraid, Greece will not return", "The 
war has alreqdy been won by the Germans and the Italians, The war will be won 
neither by the Dritish, nor by the Russians, nor by the Americana. Macedonia 
will beoant^ulgorian and you will be freed. But you must help to 
exterminate the Greek element. Exterminate Greeks and you will never have 
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to give aocount of your aotiona to anybody” . These words were heard by 

the witness ANDREW CHRISTOS PAPADOPOULOS, who specifically states them in 
his deposition and were understood by him as well as by the description of 
other listeners (also see depositions by EVANG. KOLITSIS, CHRISTOS 
TSAOUSSIS and JOHN RIZAKIS, In this case £j.so it was rumoured that the 
Bulgarian senior offioor who spoke was MARINOFF (see deposition by above 
mentioned witnesses)* . . 

3) In June 1942, a Bulgarian senior officer arrived by car in 
Kastoria, accompanied by the Bulgarian officer ANTON KALTCHEFF (interpreter 
in Kastoria) and by JOHN SKOE, bank employee in Sofia and native from Argos 
Orest ikon, and 2nd Lieut* RADOS of the Bulgarian medical oorps, a native 
fran Nestorion Kastories. 

The car stopped in fron of the coffee-shop belonging to TSIFORAS 
actually a fugitive* In the shop the witness CHRISTOS LIVANIDES and 
THOMAS SKOE were seated. The former recognised JOHN SKOE and THOMAS SKOE 
(brother to JOHN SKOE) recognised RADOS, '(Then the car stopped a one-armed 
ccraitadji, probably named ARISTIDE ATHANASIADIS, kissed the tyres of the oar, 
thus expressing his joy and obedience, and started speaking with KALTCHEFF. 
The occupants of the car entered the coffee-shop where they remained dis¬ 
cussing for a quarter of an hour. In this case also it was rumoured that 
tlie senior officer was IVAN MARINOFF (see deposition by the witness 
CHRISTOS LIVANIDES dated July 7, 1946). 

4) In the sunmer 1943 a meeting of the armed Ccmitadjis of 

Kastoria was held at a place called Livadi near the village of Kontoropi, 
Kastoria* The witness GEORGE LEOUZAS was among those present. At this 
meeting at which a German detachment was present, a Bulgarian senior officer, 
surrounded by other Bulgarian officers,spoke in Gorman and Bulgarian. In 
his speech to the ccmitadjis he stated: "Macedonia is ours (VIZ, Bulgarian) 

and shortly Bulgarian troops vrill arrive here who will reinforce the 
comitadjis in their work". In continuation, he violently attached the Greek 
authorities who "were tyranising you; the Greeks have sucked your blood and 
are wildly prosecuting you; the time has acme for you to break the shackles 
of slavery. Be assured, you will shortly be freed by the Bulgarian Army"* 
(See deposition by GEORGE LEOUZOS and NICOLAS KARADIMOS, priest). 

V. In order to suceed in uprooting the Greek national sentiment of the 
inhabitants of the Kastoria and Fiorina districts and in modifying the 
ethnological composition of these regions, the members of the Bulgarian 
Committee, oarrying out orders of their leader IVAN MARINOFF, executed the 
most vile crimes against the inhabitants* These crime a can only be 
explained by racial hatred as developed and by fanatical devotion for the 
success of the above mentioned difficult task. The following are a few of 
the crimes committed and proved by subsequent inquiries, 

1) In the summer of 1942, a .ccmitadjis band murdered Ka ftan 
LAKIS, (NICOLAS D.JLAKIS) living in MOROMILLA (see deposition of CH. 

LIVANIDES dated May 2 1946). 

2) During the occupation, a comitadji bond plucked the eyas of 
VASSILIOS KARAKOTSIOS, inhabitant of Argos Orostikon; they then mounted him 
as if he were a beast and thus led him up to the ohuroh of Argos Orestikon* 
.After more tortures, he was executed there (see deposition of CH, LIVANIDES)* 

3) During the occupation, a canitadji band killed the following 
in the region of Argos Orestikon, FETTER HANOPOULOS KARAS ANIDES, aged 57, 
DAMIANOS VOYATZAKIS, LAZARUS ZANGOTSIS, FOLIKOS, DEMZTRIUS SGOURIS, 

PANAYOTIS KAIiAGEORGIUO, SDRIVAS and others (see above deposition by CH. 
LIVANIDES). 
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4) During the occupation a oomitadji band burnt 15 houses 
at Argos Orostikon (see above deposition by JOHN RIZAKIS,) 

5) During the occupation, a oomitadji bond tortured SINA 
GEORGIADOU inhabitant of PentaviyAsosj they threw her in the oven of her 
house and burnt her alive (see deposition of CH, LIVANIDES). 

6) During the occupation a oomitadji band murder in Paloon 
Tsiflikii HADJIMANGAS inhabitant of Aposkepos and GRIVAS inhabitant of 
Xastoria (see deposition by JOHN RIZAKIS). 

* 7) During the occupation a oomitadji band arrested the President 

df the community of Vysinia, near Kastoria, accusing him of having 
opposed himself to the aiming of tho oomitadjis of Vysinia, The oomitadji 
gave him over to the Italian who executed him (set deposition by. NIC. 
KARADIMOS priest). 

The leader of the Bulgarian Committee IVAN MARINOFF is morally 
responsible for all the above crimes, 

' .. » v 

_ VI, In the middle of September-1943, Italy collapsed and as a result 
the German Military authorities in Greece lost the cooperation of the Italian 
Army which guarded the country with a large number of troops and gendarmes. 
The German position thus became difficult. The increase of the action 
of National Resistance followed. The German troops of Occupation were 
not sufficient to guard the country and by moving from place to place,they 
ran the danger of being attacked by the antartes and thus suffer losses. In 
this way, the German position became still more difficult. These facts 
were successfully exploited by MARINOFF yo materialise his aims as 
developed here above: As Offioer Commanding 15th Bulgarian Division 
quartered in Monastir, he reaohed an agreement in January 1944, with the 
German authorities of Kastoria and Fiorina, by which he would send 
reinforcements to these German Authorities, This allied help consisted 
of Bulgarian troops from his 154h Division, which together with German 
troops, would start operations aiming at clearing the district from the 
antartes (see deposition by ANTON KALTCHEFF and by CONST, BONIS, Trefeot 
of Fiorina), Ify this agreement, IVAN MARINOFF fulfilled his aims, VIS, 
the widening of the Bulgarian occupation over the districts of Fiorina and 
Kastoria, his action to uproot the Greek national sentiment of the 
inhabitants and the modification of the ethnological composition of the 
districts. In accordance with the above agreement, a German detachment 
attac. cd northwards from Kastoria and a Bulgarian detachment frcxti Monastir, 
under the orders of IVAN MARINOFF, attacked southwards■> These facts are 
specifically stated by the witness ANTON KALTCHEFF, DuJgorion officer. The 
Bulgarian attacking foroe that entered the district of Fiorina consisted 
of one regiment perfectly aimed and whioh MARINOFF liad ; laced under 
the orders of the Bulgarian Lt. Col, TCHANEFF. This regiment entered 
the district of Kastoria on January 16 1944* From that date up to 
February 10 1944* this district was lead waste by the invaders, who 
carried unheard of and innunan ourders against the peace-loving Greek 
population of tHB district. These crimes were so terrible that even 
the German Occupation Authorities were alarmed and ordered the departure fran 
Greek soil of the Bulgarian regiment, Tho crimes canmitted by the 
Bulgarians were not violated oases of certain soldiers but were innunarable 
unheard of crimes, systematically oarried out and having re suite 1 in loud 
. protests, which were immediately communicated to Lt, Col, TCHANEFF and IVAN 
MARINOFF, who could not ignore these acts due to the small distance 
separating Fiorina and Monastir, 


No faots fran the inquiries tend to prove that tJv, above two 
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officors did anything to avoid these crimes* The only reasons explaining 
the crimes are the racial hatred and fanatical devotion in the attempt at 
uprooting the Greek national sentiment of the inhabitants of the above 
mentioned districts and the modification of their ethnological composition* 

In the mind of this Judioial Committee, IVAN MARINOFF and 
TCHANEFF ore morally responsible for these crimes. Undoubtedly, the 
file contains no special letter or deposition of a witness about the 
contents of IVAN MARINOFF's orders to TCHANEFF and those of this latter 
to his troops regarding the peace loving Greek population* This lack of 
documents is self-explanatory* But the reasonable examination of the 
above mentioned actual facts, as proved by the inquiry, fully replaces 
any such lack* The facts on which it is reasonable possible to edify a 
Judgement that IVAN MARINQFF and TCHANEFF are morally responsible of these 
crimes, are the following: 

a) That IVAN MARINQFF issued to TCHANEFF orders relative to 
operations to be undertaken within Greek territory, both against the antartes, 
as well as against the peace-loving Greek citizens* MARINOFF's orders to 
TCHANEFF regarding the action this latter should undertake against the 
antartes was evidently necessary because MARINQFF had made the above 
agreement regarding Allied help to the German Occupation Authorities, and 
which agreement he was executing by dispatching the regiment under 
TCHANEFF. Parallel to this, MARINOFF's orders to TCHAJJEFF about his 

action against the peace-loving Greek inhabitants and their fortunes was equally 

necessary because as stated above, MARINQFF was leader of the oomitadjis, whose 

main aim was to exterminate the Greek element and at the head of which 

• m 

oomitadjis he had previously attempted to place Bulgarian officers, a 
plan which he now realised by another route* 

b) That TCHANEFF had issed an order of the day to all his 

• troops explaining the orders of his Oanmanding Officer relative to the position 
to be adopted by his regiment and regarding the peace-loving Greek 
population* This fact is a basic law in military discipline which TCHANEFF 
owed to MARINQFF. 

o) .That Lt. Col, TCHANEFF carried out the orders of his chief 
IVAN MARINOFF relative to the position to be held by the regiment towards 
the peace-loving Greek population. This is evident from the military 
discipline of TCHANEFF towards hi3 chief MARINOFF and from the impossibility 
of the pcaoe-loving Greek population to react against the deeds carried out 
against it by the TCHANEFF regiment and to counteract them. 

• 

d) That the acts carried out by the TCHANEFF regiment against 
the peac e-loving Greek population constitute the essence of orders issued by 
TCHANET?, who in turn had received them from MARINOFF. This is the 
result of military discipline which all serving in this regiment (offioers, 
warrant-officers and men) owe to their commanding officer TCHANE 

and he, in turn, owed to MARINOFF and because it was impossible for 
TCHANEFF to allow his subordinates free to carry out acts contrary or 
different to MARINOFF ? s orders, 

e) That the crimes corunitted were immediately made known to 
TCHANEFF and to MARINOFF, as they were mass crimes of a hideous nature causing 
violent protests and because the distance between Fiorina .and Monastir 
MARINOFF's HQ was small, 

f) That there exist no proofs that. MARINOFF or TCHANEFF took 
any measures to avoid these crimes and 

g) That whilst these crimes were carried out both the above 










were in awaitanoe; it was only after a German order was issued that the 
above mentioned TCHANEFF regt abandoned Greek territory and thus ended 
its work of extermination. A logical combination of all the above 
leads naturally to the conclusion that no doubt exists that IVAN MARINOFF 
ordered TCHANEFF and this latter in turn, his officers, warrant officers 
and men to carry out all sorts of crimes against the lives and fortunes 
of the peooe-loving population. These orlmes were obviously oarrled 
out with the aim of up-rooting the Greek national sentiment of the 
population of Fiorina and Kastorla districts and in modifying their 
ethnological composition. 

VII. The crimes committed by the TCHANEFF regiment frcm January 16 
19i»4 to February 10 1944 have been described in numerous reports of 
Presidents of Committees and civilians and had been submitted to the 
Fiorina prefecture. The major part of these reports was destroyed by 
subsequent incidents (see report of the prefect of Fiorina No. 681 
dated Deo. 30 1945» to the Ministry of the Interior). The reports 
that were saved and other similar ones submitted to other public 
authorities as well as the conclusions of inquiries, prove the following 
orimes committed in the villages of the district. These crimes are but 
a email part of all those carried out against the peace-loving Greek 
population. 

1. ARMENOHORION• - GREGORY KETENIDIS, inhabitant of the village, 
was arrested. He was ill in bed and was beaten till he lost conscience. 

He was then tied in the grange and tortured, 

2. ATRAPOS. They arrested and imprisoned for three days for no 
special military reason, the f611owing citizens: SOTIRIOS VELLIOS, 

CHRISTOS RIMBAS, ATHANASE ELIAS, GEORGE ANT0NI0U, PASHALIS YANNOULIS, 
forrester, PANAYIOTIS ANT0NI0U, JOHN STEPANOU, DEM. PETROS, CONST. LIAKOS. 

3. AG. VARTOLEMEOS. They tortured and badly beat up LEONIDAS 
SEHNIDIS, reserve officer. 

4. AG. ATHANASIOS. Department of FELLI. They arrested and 
inhumanly beat up LUCAS PROTOPAFPAS, school tbaohef, and PATAYANNI TZIKA, 
priest. The former showed after eight days the marks of his wounds. 

5. AMMHQRION. They inhumanly beat CHRISTOS BOZATZIDIS, forrester 
and MARIDOPOULOS. They destroyed the archives of the school and 
threatened the sohool teacher because he taught in Greek. They obliged 
the priest PAPANAYIOTI HADZQFOULOS to carry out the Divine Service in 
Bulgarian but as he ignored the language, they invited the 80 year old 
pensioned priest PAPAlOANIKIQN who oould barely see and obliged him to 
carry out the service. The priest interrupted the service, as oertain 
sections were in Bulgariarjfcb* priest PAPAPANAYIOTOU HADZOFOULOS reported 
this inoident to the bishop of Fiorina. For this reason the priest 

was so badly beaten that his body was o ewe red with bruises; they then 
dragged him in the mud soiling his olerical robes and torturing him. 

They furthermore robbed him of 650,000 drs, 

6. VEVI. They arrested and transported to the FlorinA prison 

for no military reason the following inhabitants: ANAST. KOTSOPOULOS, 
former president of the community, CONST, ATH. KOTSOPOULOS, CONST. KYR. 
KOTSOPOULOS, CH. MITSOULIS, .sohool teacher, STOIANNIS KDTSO; OUIDS, STYL. 
KOTSOPOULOS, BTR, KOTSO: OUIAJS, KYR, ■ZUGCKAWa* HARISIS Ktt'SO; OULOS, HARIS3M. 
J. KOTSOPOULOS, DEM. RCMDIS, STAMATIS MIHALIS, NIC. KOTSOPOULOS, BOGUS, eto. 
7* ETHNIKON. They burnt the archives and the library of the 

school as well as pictures of the heroes of the Greek Y/ar of Independence, 
stealing two table oil-oloths and two ourtains. 

0. IT Li, They inhumanly beat up MICH. TSIOTSIOS torturing him 

and telling him: "No Greeks must oxist in Macedonia" (see his report 

<nd others in Greek stating that this is no Divine Service but a comedy. 
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. dated Peb. 2, 1944 to the prefect of Fiorina) • .They also imprisoned for 
no military reason, SKOUROS NOVAS, forrester and another five inhabitants 
fran ITL'l torturing, beating and wounding them .In tbs house of et.th nsTROPOULOS 
they requisitioned and pulled down pictures with the Greek flag. ' 

9. KELLI, They arrested the president of the community JOHN 
ROMAS and the secretary GEO. GELLOS and threatened them because they 
insisted in remaining Greek. JOHN ROMA was hit on the head wi th a piece 
of iron. They obliged the village priest to oorry out the Divine 

. Service in Bulgarian, and as he did not know the language, the service 
was oarried out in Bulgarian through a Bulgarian soldier acting as 
interpreter. They obliged all the inhabitants to follow the aervioe. 

10, KALYVIA-FAHMAKI, Community of SKQPOS (KAIMAXTCHALAN). They 
set on fire the simmer houses of the inhabitants and houses close to the 
ravine belonging to the nomad families FAEMAKI, Prior to the arson, they 
pillaged the buildings, removing house-hold ware, clothing, bed-covers etc. 

They stole 60 cows and imprisoned 10 hostages including OH. FARMAKIS 
president of the Community. 

11.. KALYVIA PAFADIAS. They burnt all the houses to the ground. 

12. MESOKAMBOS. They imprisoned for no military security reason 

the forrester STAVROS STAMBOUUDIS. 

13* MESOHORI. They arrested and threatened to execute NIC. 

TSAIDARIS if he refused to work, in the future for the Bulgarian national 
idea, They arrested his brother JOHN TSAIDARIS and JOHN FOTIADIS and 
beat them Inhumanly, the former with a stick and the latter with a piece 
of iron, till they admitted they were Bulgarians. They arrested and 
beat inhumanly the brothers MICH. TIIOMaIDI# and Jt)HN THOMAlDIS torturing then as 
they tortured' TSAIDARIS and FOTIADIS. 

14. NQURAK.I. They arrested and wildly beat JOHN KOKKINJDIS and JOHN 
I*APAGE0RGI0U, torturing them. They looted the houses of refugee families 
and took away all valuables. They also looted the house of JOHN 
KOKKINIDIS. They attempted to ravish his daughter who saved herself by 
running away (see report of JOHN KOKKlNlDIS to the prefeot of Fiorina, 
dated Jan* 24 1944). 

15. PALAISTRA. They arrested and imprisoned as hostages for no 
reason of military security, the president of the community MIC. EIIOFOULOS, 

NIC. VASSILIOU, seoretary of the Community, PAUL TKYFON, VLADIMIR BANOTSIOTIS, 
MIC. TZOUTZOURIS. 

16. PAPAYIANNI. They tortured THEODORE TSAFKA, president of the 
community, and his wife, EVAN. MOlfTSAKIS and his wife, and PETER MINOS. 

17. TRIPOTAMOS. They wildly and inhumanly beat ST. NCUBA, 
forrester, G0G03 FAPASOTIRIOU, seoretary of the community and his son ARSENE, 

UEM. ZOUMBOULIS, GEO. ATH/NASIADIS, JOHN TRIANTAFYLION, whom they tortured 
to suoh on extent that their faces were disfigured to such an extent that 
even the German Police Commander FISHER was horrified when the prefeot of 
Fiorina presented them to him. 

10# SITARIA. They inhumanly beat and tortured LAZAROS IOANNOU 

(STOYANTSIS), MYR. IOANNOU, DEM. IOANNOU, PANT ELI IOANNOU, PHIL. GlOUFTSIS, 

TRYF. GLOUFTSIS LAZ. GLOUFTSIS, DEM, GLOUFTSIS, forrester (this last was in 
suoh a state that ho had to bo taken to a hospital) ST, GLOUFTSIS, DEM. 
GLOUFTSIS, r/iNT. GLOUFTSIS, THEOD. VASDEKIS, JOAK. ROMBIS, EVANG. 

DIM0P0UL0S, rET FIMOiOULOS, STAVROS SOUMBASIS, GEO. PANTAZIS, ATHAN. 

TOURAMTZAS and CH. IETROS. The ears of these two latter had been slashed 








with a knife or a boyonot, They also arrested the school teacher, who was in 
bed with fever, having just given birth to a ohild, and forcibly brought 
her to Lt. GEORGIEFF who taking her by the nose, threw her out of his affioe. 

19p SKOPOS. They killed MICH. PISKATSIS, CHAR. GOLFIS, STAVROS 

LIAMIS and PANAY. STAMKOS, 1 , ;

20» FLQRINA, They hit three ohildran in the oentral square of 

the town because they were speaking Greek* They also hit CH. AIEXANDROFOULOS 
who happened to be passing because he was speaking in Greek to a 
frightened girl* They imrpsioned as hostages for no military reason THECD. 
TSAFKA, President of the community, PAPAYANNIS, MOUTSAKIS, vioe-president, 
GOUMBERIS, secretory, PETER NIT SOS, president of the coranunity of KATO 
HYDROUSSA. 

21 o TRIANTAFYLLIA. They imprisoned as hostages, for no ndlitaxy 

reason of security, MICH. DIMITRIOU, secretary of the canaunity, NIC. D. 

IOANNOU, JOHN D. IOANNOU, DEM. L. PETROS, JOHN CH. NAQUM, BAS. 

PAPATRIANTAJ YLLOU, JOHN MATINIS. These prisoners were told by a Bulgarian 
officor that they ore not Greeks, but Bulgarians and that on their return to 
their village, they must undertake and lead the campaign in favour of the 
Bulgarians (see for all items 1-21 report 681 dated Deo, 30, 1945 of the prefeot 
of Fiorina to the Ministry of the Interior)# 

22. ME LITI. Having asked the inhabitants what language they spoke 

and receiving the answer that Greek was spoken, they prohibited the use of 
the Greek language (see report dated Jan# 22, 1944 af the prefect of Fiorina 
to the Feldkcmmondatur, Salonioa). In addition they stole a cart belonging 
to GEO. KOSMIDIS (See report of G. KOSMIDIS to the prefeot of Fiorina)# 

23e FLAMBOURON. As the peace-loving inhabitants of the village 

refusod to become agents of the Bulgarian propaganda and become members of 
the criminal organisations, the ofbove mentioned TCHANEFF regiment attaoked 
the village on Feb, 6 19A4# and finding four unarmed inhabitants of tie 
villages GABRIEL PROlKOS, DEM. BALASIS, CHRISfOS KATSIS and FILOTAS TACH03 
(the other inhabitants having abandoned from fear the village) arrested them 
and tortures them inhumanly. G. PROlKOS was repeatedly pierced with a 
bayonet in the abdominal region and the head and hi? gold teeth were removed. 

D. BALASIS was repeatedly pieroed in the' face with a bayonet, CHRISTOS 
KATSIS showed numerous bayonet thrusts in the abdominal region and the face 
and FIL, TACHOS had his throat cut in nunerous places with a bayonet# These 
facts were provod when the bodies were discovered completely naked, the 
Bulgarian having stolen their clothing and shoes. In continuation they 
arrested SOTIRIOS KAKARATZAS who was looking after his shoep and CHRISTOS and his 
brother, XENOPHON MITROUSIS. Later on with the excuse of having to search 
the houses they looted thorn of all valuable objects, clothing, heirlooms, 
sheep, other animals etc. In leaving, they took with them CONST. NASSIS, 
vice-president of the community, NICOLAS ELOVARIS, LAZARUS KALLIOS and 
GEORGE TZEKAS, forresters. - All the above as well as .the above mentioned’ 

S. KAKATATZAS, CH. MITROUSIS and X. MITROUSIS, were brutally tortured and 
finally killed. They then burrled the corpses near the oemetry of Ammohorion. 

On Fob, 13 1944, the bodies were exhuned in the presence of Major JOHN 
SOTir T CU C.O, Gendameris Fiorina, CH. STYLIADIS,, president cf the community, 
ALEXANDER KAICHIK, warrant officor of the German Amy and the German special 
interpreter OSWALD POSICH, these two lafters representing the German 
Occupation Authorities 9 The examination proved that .all dothing had been 
removed from tlie body of JOHN NATS IS and that the heads of LAZAKYS KALLIOS 
and GEORGE TZEKAS were disfigured and their bones broken undoubtedly from 
repeated blows from the butt of a rifle and from other instruments# X# 
MITROUSIS. right eye was destroyed, a sharp organ having ontered it, probably 
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a bayonet, one third, of the bones of the posterior and right hand side ctf 
the head of NIC. ELOVARIS were missing from blows from sharp and blunt 
organs (see report No, 681/1945 of the prefeot of Fiorina to the Ministry 
of the Interior as well as the exhumation protooal),

VIII. The collaboration of the ccmitadjis with the regular Bulgarian Axny 
in their extezmination of the Creek element, having a unity of command in 
the person of IVAN MARINOFF as has been Judged here-above, was developed 
again in June 1944 when numerous crimes were carried out against whole 
districts inhabited by peaoe-loving Creek populations. Thus in June 1944, 
Bulgarian forces of the regular army together with armed ocmitadjis under 
the order of JOSEPH MARKOFF and BAMBOULOFF in collaboration with German 
armed forces, looted the houses in the district of Tsotylion, BoXon, 

Kozoni, Kastoria and then burnt them to the ground (see depositions by CH. 

GAlS and NIC. FTLAKTIDIS). IVAN MARINOFF is also responsible for these 
crimes for the same reasons as for the crimes committed by the TCHANEPF 
regiment. 

In all the abov6 crimes (II-VIIJ) the aocused unplpyed systematic 
terrorism, " ' 

As the above oots constitute a violation of the laws of ordinary 
Greek penal law and those foreseen by international law and punished by art, 

56 and 3 , 57, 207, 280, 400 <J, 409 to, 49-50 of th. erdinary penal law and 
by art, 1. (\ \ 2 oases A and B nuhber l t ~2 t 3, 6, 9, 17, 10 and 21 and art, 

2 of Constitutional Act 73/45 • 

As the enquiry which has been carried out has shown sufficient 
proof on which it is possible to found an accusation in Court, the aocused 
shall be brought up to the special Military Court in Athens, their arrest 
and preventive detention be ordered up to the time when the aocusations 
against them will be judged. 

For these reasons 

Having examined art, 6 and 7 of the Constitutional Act 73/45, as 
well as art, 7 which has been replaoed by the unique art, of Constitutional 
Act’ 90/45, the Committee

1) IVAN MARINOFF, ex-colonel and during the Occupation divisional commander

to be judged as responsible os aliens and Bulgarian subjects, belonging to 
the Bulgarian armed forces* and the Bulgarian political services* from 
April 1941 to October 1944 inclusive repeatedly and for more than one deed 
carried dally in this period in the districts of Fiorina and Kastorla and 
moved with a cannon interest with other Bulgarian subjects* belonging to 
the Bulgarian armed forces and political services And whose names have not 
been discovered, deliberately decided to carry out the following crimes 
for which they recognised mutual assistance. 


A/ Personally and directly they attempted to uproot the Greek national 
sentiment of the inhabitants of the Fiorina and Kastoria districts and 
modify the ethnologic.al composition of these districts occupied by the 
Italian and the Gorman troops* and later by Bulgarian ones* oarrying out a 
propaganda in favour of the Bulgarian national idea and prohibiting the 
expression of the Greek national idea* serving the Gorman and Italian 
Occupation Authorities in the quality of so-called Interpreters whereas in 
reality they were propagandists of the national Bulgarian idea* working 
with all means for the occupation of the above-mentioned districts of 
Fiorina and Kastoria by Bulgarian troops and of their annexation to 
Bulgaria by means developed in the preamble* exploiting the hopeless 
conditions suffered by the Greeks, who were dying of hunger and of other 
privations, managing thus to modify the Greek national sentiment in favour 
of Bulgaria of a certain nunber of the inhabitants, stating that the 
time has ocme to be freed and that very shortly the Bulgarian Array would 
occupy Western Macedonia, whioh would be annexed to Bulgaria, that to 
this effeot all the inhabitants should obey them (the accused) and the 
Italian Ocoupation Authorities by becoming members of the Bulgarian 
Committee, and by working to exterminate the Greek inhabitants, they (the 
accused) having rcpoatodly and lavishly given to all new adepts, money, 
food, clothing, boots, otc., arming the members of the committee with Italian 
and Bulgarian arms, plaoing at the head of the armed canitadjis* Italian 
officers. To this effeot* IVAN MARINOFF went to Kastorla in May or June 
1943 and asked ool. VENIERI of the Italian array that the oomitadjis band 
formed by the latter* to fight against the resistance groups, be led by 
Bulgarian officers. This request was rejected by VENIERI: following this, 
MARINOFF met the above-mentioned canitadjis and to give them oourage, 
pranised them that "he will see that help be sent to them from Bulgaria" • 
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B/ Ehey walfuily incitjd other individuals of unknown name belonging 
tc Lho 3uT.gari.an committee to oirry out, the following punishablo orimos, 
promising and giving thorn a salary as under item A., provoking or wilfully 
using as instrument their hatred and their feelings against Hellenism and 

the Greek inhabitants:

Answer: Jbhn Paul Ravalli, born in Monte Rosso, Almo, Sioily, and 

actually serving a life sentence in the Averoff prisons* 
age 37, Catholio. I simply know the aooused and am not 
related to him* 


The witness was examined according to articles 121 and 124 of the Fen&l 
Procedure in case that it may not be possible to examine him in oourt* 

Question - (Questioned adequately)* 

Answer: ' In May 1943, the tcwn major of Kastoria, Venieri, received the 
unexpected visit of the Conmander of- the 13th Bulgarian Division then 
Colonel Ivan Marinoff, accompanied by Captain Ccmo, the Italian Consul in 
Monastir Castellani, Dimitroff, senior employee at the Bulgarian Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs and approximately 15 Bulgarian soldiers. Kaltoheff 
was with them, having’met the group at Fiorina. This visit whioh 
had not been announced beforehand worried Venieri, because he had heard 
that his predecessor Del Giudioe had told him that a similar attempt 
has been made previously and had been stopped by the oagmander of the 
Pinerolo Division, who had prohibited Del Giudioe fran-visiting Monastir* 
We nevertheless were obliged to receive them and saw them at the 
Military Club. Previously the Italian consul in Monastir hurried to 
meet me for me to advise Venieri on the reason of the sudden visit and 
of Marinoff 1 s intentions. He told me that Marinoff is caning to ask 
Venieri for the Bulgarian Army to undertake tho guarding of the district 
fran the region of PRESPA up to ANTARTIKO, with the excuse that this 
district was not sufficiently guarded by the Italian troops and that in 
addition he would ask, if neoessary, that Bulgarian officers be sent to 
lead th canitadjis bonds, whioh we had organised two months previously* 
The consul therefore asked me to draw the proposal and to refuse the 
entry to any Bulgarian troops in our distriot. I hurriedly repeated 
this conversation to Venieri who had invited his officers to a banquet 
in honour of Marinoff; he prohibited them to start ary military or 
service conversation with General Marinoff as he (Venieri) alone would 
manage the whole question. At the banquet that followed, held at the 
Military Club and after if, Marinoff spoke of the canplete Bulgarian 
spirit of the district of Kastoria. This conversation obliged me by 
order of Venieri to tell Marinoff that his information is not correct, 
because we also knew that the population of Kastoria of Bulgarian 
descent did not nunber more than 119, stating at the same time that 
when we wanted to oany a censor of these inhabitants and give them the 
authority to supply the OannittQe, we called for every Bulgarian- 
speaking inhabitant to report and only the above number submitted a 
statement. A few of them made their statement out of fear, altogether 
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they do not represent more than 10-11 families, the majority of 
which came from villages of the district. My answer worried 
Marinoff who to oxcuse himself stated that the Greek authorities 
had carried out a perfect propaganda and had managed, by the schools, 
to hellenize Kaetoria, These argunents amused us as we were 
sure of the oontrary, Before the banquet at the Club, Marinoff 
met Venieri at the Town Major's where he told him of his request as 
previously stated by Castellani. Venieri answered him that this 
was not a question he oould solve by his own initiative, but depended 
on the High Ooranand in Athens, adding at the same time that he saw no 
reason, as suffioient Italian troops are stationed in the region* He 
furthermore asked Marinoff not to insist at the High Command in his 
demand for Bulgarian officers to lead the oaaitadjls as such a decision 
would oreato disturbances in the distriot and Venieri would bear the 
responsibility, as he had insisted that his request be accepted and 
tried to assure Venieri that his worries were unfounded. Venieri 
continued to refuse, having in mind the recommendations made by Castellani* 
IS tor the banquet, Marinoff expressed the wish to visit the bonds at 
the Committee headquartersj^where in front of the canitadjis we took 
a prominent place and started speaking to them in Bulgxrion* All this 
action worried Venieri, especially that Marinoff spoke in Bulgarian to 
the canitadjis but did not say anything as he was the host* But from 
information given to us by individuals in our confidence, Marinoff 
a imply told thq canitadjis to obey the Italian orders as they are all 
soldiers of the Axis fighting the some enemy, ^?his was agreed and we all 

went over to the Coranittee headquarters. 

In my opinion it is incontestable that Marinoff* s intention to 

establish Bulgarian troops in our zone and' still more to place Bulgarian 
officers at the head of the canitadjis bands had one sole object; to re¬ 
inforce the Bulgarian influence in Kastoria and even his visit had that aim* 

The views of the Italian oocmand were contrary and even when we 
were obliged to organise the canitadjis bands, we did it out of necessity 
and in any case, we tried for the movement to be exploited in favour of 
Bulgaria, I have nothing else to add except that through my service I 
know that the military and oivil authorities in Mona stir, whilst 
arresting oanmunists from Bulgaria, acted on the contrary in a friendly 
manner with the oanmunists in Macedonia and their interest in the slav 
a peaking Macedonians was independent whether they were oanmunists or 
not. Thus 55 oanmunists soldiers of one regiment of Marinoff* s 
Division wore exeouted as oaimunists*

Question : 

Answer : In the summer of 1942, I was on leave and was not in Kastoria, 

I cannot therefore confirm whether a senior Bulgarian officer visited 
Argos-Orestikon at that time. For the same reason I oonnot say 
whether at the some time he or another senior Bulgarian officer accompanied 
by FXCOJi'rj 'ST ', bank employee in Sofia and RATOS, 2nd Lieutenant of 
the Bulgarian Medical Corps, had visited KAstorla. I did not hear any¬ 
thing to the effect that in the spring or the summer of 1943 another 
Bulgarian officer accompanied by PASHALIS and others visited again Argos- 
Orestikon • I do not exclude such a possibility as on numerous oooasions, 

without the knowledge of the Italian military services, Bulgarian 
military or political officials circulated having the evident aim to 
to contaot the pro-Bulgarians of the Kaatorin region. To this effect, 

I remember this incident: At that time the Italian Military Command had 
arrested a Bulgarian moving about in the district without the knowledge 
of the Italians. It was subsequently discovered that the prisoner was 
Major TSAKIROFF of the Bulgarian Amy, who we later let free 
following an intervention through Rome of ex-Queen Giovanna of Bulgaria, 

As stated in my previous deposition, the official Bulgarian officers 
attaohod to Italian Military Command as well as all the Bulgarians 
travelling in the districts of Kastoria and Fiorina were undoubtedly 
in direct contact with the military and civilian authorities in Monastir, 
as the majority of them came from Monastir and reported book thero. I 
knew this as a fact as the Italian Consulate in Monastir often informed 
us that certain Bulgarians had left Monastir in the probable direction of 
Kastoria or Fiorina, This news was confirmed later. Through ay 
position in the Italian Town Major 1 s and my servioo, I had realised that 
the Bulgarian Govt, was seriously interested, for mure further reasons 
also, but for immediate one3 also, to have the Bulgarian speaking 
population under its authority. It especially tried to convince them 
to carry out a pro-Bulgarian policy, aiming at territorial expansion in 
these districts, I personally have no doubt that MARIKOFF due to 
his personality as well \s to his position, was the head of all this 
policy carried out by the Bulgarian Govt, and that any movement in the 
districts of Kastoria and Fiorina was carried out following his inspiration 
and his orders. In January 1944 I was in Neohorion Arta, and there¬ 
fore do not know personally what exactly happened in the Fiorina 
district when a Bulgarian regiment oame down fran Monastir to reinforce 
the Germans. During ny trial I heard witnesses state that the Bulgarian 
regiment behaved inhunanly to the Greeks. If this is true are! I 
repeat I have no direct knowledge, and if I consider that this unit 












ocrnmndod by a Lt. Oolonol arrived fraa Monostir and belonged to the 15th 
Bulgarian Division whoso O.p. was MARINOFF and still more, if I consider 
that the brutal ‘treatment of the population was not constituted by 
isolated incidents but constituted the systematic directive of the unit, 

I cannot but admit without any doubt whatsoever that these acts 
wore included in the orders and instructions issued by the Divisional 
Commander* This always happened when Italian troops were on the move, 
but one must not doubt that this happens with ev ry regular army* An 
incident which backs my views is that whioh I personally observed: I 
know that MARINOFF at his meeting with VENE5RI, meeting I spoke of xy 
in my lost deposition, asked for Bulgarian troops to reinforce the 
Italian garrison* The Italian Military Command naturally rejected this 
proposition. DOlTCHEFF who in private life was professor of history 
at the University of Sofia, was plaoed as interpreter at Kastorla* He 
stayed 40 days there and then, without our knowledge, toured oertoin 
villages of the Kastorla district*

Ravalli was 
present and he could tell you what was discussed, On the same day, Morinoff 
aoccmpanied by tho abovenentionod Germans, met at Dogliata two Italian 
Generals from Korytsa, but I do not knew what was disoussed* Morinoff at 
that time was considered as friendly to the retime and was used as suoh . In 
January 19^4 folia zing an agreaoent between the German and Bulgarian armies 
it wob deoided to oarry out a canmon oampaign to clear the region of 
Fiorina from the antartes* To this effect, a German force attacked north¬ 
wards fran Kastoria and Bulgarian forces^belonging to Marinoff advanced 3outh 
from Monaatir . Due to the fact that a Bulgarian deiaohmont of 10 - 12 
soldiers had been wiped out at Flnmbouro, a Bulgarian foroe entered the 
village of Floobouron to arrest the murderers who. following information 
lived in Flambourc. The Bulgarians arrested 10 -12 individuals and took 
them with them* Barring this aot, 1 do not know of any other aot committed 
by the Bulgarians* The ocmplete destruction of Flnmbouro was not carried 
out by Bulgarians, but far later an by the Germans, as reprisals because the 
antartes had killed a few Germans near Flambourc* A detaohment left 
Anynteon and burnt down the village*

Subjeot: Referring to .the Bulgarian War criminal General Marinoff* 


I have the honour to advise you that following an inquest 
carried out by the author of this report, following an order for such a 
preliminary inquest to be held, inaued by the Higher Gendarmerie Command 
of continental Greece, and relative to the criminal action, in Central 
and Western Macedonia, of the Axis and Bulgarian propaganda during the 
four year triple occupation, the foliowing reasons have fully proved that 
the above mentioned General Marinoff of the Bulgarian Army can be qualified 
as a war criminal* 


1) General Marinoff was supreme military and political representative of 
the pro-axis Bulgarian Govt * in the districts of Servian Macedonia as 
well as in Greek Central and './astern Macedonia from the very first day of 
the Oeoupation to the end, as during this whole time he was oemmanding the 
15th Bulgarian Division having its H*Q. at MonAstir, 

2) Bulgarian propaganda and agents of the Bulgarian Govt* and the 
Bulgarian Caimittee acted under the orders and following the directives 
issued by General Marinoff, as all Bulgarian services established in 
Central and Western Macedonia dejjended directly fran General Marinoff* 

The propaganda action of .all these services was inspired and approved by 
General Marinoff. 

3) The written defences of both the war criminals Knltoheff and Ravalli 
prove the- fact that all agents of the Bulgarian Committee operating in 
Central and Western Macedonia and which had cane fran Bulgaria, had 
previously passed through Monastir and were directed by General Marinoff 
either towards Greek Macedonia or else towards Sofia ami that operations 
of the Bulgarian propaganda were carried out according to orders given 
by Gen. Marinoff. 


4) Kaltoheff testified that the maize, salt, sugar and other commodities 
and clothing sent to Greek Macedonia for distribution between the pro- 
Bulgarian elements of the district in order to modify the ethnologioal Greek 
composition and to attempt to uproot Groekriational feeling, were forwarded 
fran Monastir in accordance to orders issued by the abovementioned Gen* 
Marinoff, 


5) Gen. Marinoff having been advised by a personal report of Kaltcheff on 
the decision of the Italian authorities to arm the canitadjis of Kastoria, 











did nothing to hinder tho formation of such armed bands, when at the same 
time Major Mitkoff commanding the Bulgarian Club of Salonloa expressed 
through Kaltoheff his dissatisfaction and his threats for the formation 
of the oanitadji bands of Kastorla whioh in his opinion would help Italian 
views* 


6 ) At thd time when the criminal notion cf the Kastorla Oomitadjis had 
reaohed its zenith (orlmes, arson, lootings, etc*) Gen* Morinoff went to 
‘Kastorla, aocanpanied by a) Doctor DIMITRQFF, representative in 
Monastir of the Bulgarian Ministry for Foreign Affairs, b) Kaltoheff, 
o) two senior officers of Morinoffs staff and d) captain KQMB 
of the German Anqy, town major of Fiorina* The abovementioned ware 
escorted by 15 armed Bulgarian soldiers from Monastir and by 4-5 German 
soldiers fran Fiorina* 


In Kastorla, a) General Morinoff, b) Col* VENTERI, 
o) DDUTROFP as representative of the Bulgarian Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs and d) Copt* KQMB carried out private talks, the nature of 
whioh is unknown* Following these talks, the whole party went to the 
HQ of the Bulgarian Committee in Kastorla, where 150 armed oanitodgls 
were assembled under the orders of their leaders (M/JCRI PANTELI, 
DIAMANIDI LOUKA, KAIJMANI PASGHALl .etc) General Morinoff spoke to these 
men and stated between others that "you must fight honestly the Greek 
and Jugoslav ant arte a and I will see that help be sent to you from the 
Bulgarian Gpvt"* • * 

As Morinoff in his speeoh did not speak a word about Italy and 
as the Oanitadji oanplained against the Italians with regard to their 
food and clothing, Col. VENIERI refused to approve Gen* MARINOFF's wish 
to visit certain villages from whioh the Comitadgis came from* For 
this reason, another meeting was held at BIGLITSA between Gen. Morinoff 
and two Italian generals fran Koxytsa* Nothing has been known 
relative to these talks* 


7) Kaltoheff himself testifies that following Gen* Morinoff *s actions 
a oannittee from Sofia arrived via Monastir, at the village of ATOSKEROS, 
near Kastorla f This committee was composed of a) DIMIGRCFF, 

representative of tho Bulgarian Ministry for Foreign /iffairs and 
politioal adviser of Morinoff, b) VASILEFF SPIRO, director of the 
Bode of Maoedonia in Sofia, o) JOSEPH MARKOFF and 4) SKARTOFF. 

The last two mentioned were pentioned of floors and lumbers of the 
Bulgarian Committee* This party distributed to the Comitadgis and pro- 
Bulgarian elements, without the Italians, knowing anything on the 
matter, large quantities of maize, salt and wheat, five hundrod (500 
suits, five hundred (500) pairs of boots and four millions, (4,000,000) 
levas• 

For future financial aid to the Comitadgis, funds were given 
to ROUKAS CHRISTOS, who beoene president of the Bulgarian Committee* 

From that time cowards, the lumber of aimed Oaaitadgis increased and 
aims were furnished to them fran Monastir* 


0) In June 1944-, following Genoral Marinoff’ s proposal to the Bulgarian 
General Staff under the orders of General LOUCAj twenty (20) reserve 
officers and Warrant Offioors of t ho Bulgarian Army arrived at Monastir, 
In reality these men wore organising members of the Bulgarian Committee, 







who, directed by Marinoff were sent to command the OCHRANA armed bonds in 
the region of Fiorina, Edosso and Kastorla, 

This OCHRANA organisation had been armed in the beginning of 
1944 by Germans, following the request of Marinoff, Kaltoheff and others. 

The criminal action of these officers (lieutenant DDCCHEFP, 
IIITCHEFF, PASKpFF etc) was illimited and their cooperation with Marinoff 
is evident. At that tino the members of the band occmanded by IVAN 
MICHAILOFF, leadqr of B.M.R.O. (internal Bulgarian Revolution) co¬ 
operated \/ith Marinoff and were continuously on the move between Macedonia, 
Monastir and Sofia. This group commanded the OCHRANA organisation whose 
armed men numbered over six thousand ( 6000 ) arid whoso main officers, as 
from the middle of 1944* used to enter the S.N.O.P. organisation and thence 
were admitted in the ranks of ELAS. They separated from ELAS 
approximately at the end of the Occupation and formed the autoncmiatio 
battalions of Slav-Macedoniana in order to help their plans aiming 
at forming a Federal Macedonian State or of an independant Macedonia, 
a) With the permission of Gen. Marinoff and following a request by 
KALTCHEFF, a Bulgarian regiment of the 15th Division under the oammand 
of Colonel TZANEFF, entered the distrlot of Fiorina fran Monastir* This 
movement was tqken to rise the spirits of the pro-Bulgarian elements* 

The regiment helped the armed members of OCHRANA and a small German 
detachment to clear the PRESPA region of ant art movement* 

As the inhabitants of FLAMDOURO, although they oinluded a few 
slavs, refused to enter the OCHRANA organisation, the Bulgarian 
regimentcarried out brutal reprisals and Bulgarian soldiers murdered 
cloven (ll) villagers using for their crime excavating tools* Two or 
three other villagers were burrled alive. This last action provoked 
even the indignation of their allies the Germans, who, following a 
request of the Greek Nomarch, Mr. BONIS, ordered the above regiment to 
abandon the rugion of Fiorina, There is no proof that Gen* Marinoff 
expressed his indignation for the brutal murders of innocent Greeks 
carried out by his officers and men* 


10) Approximately two thousand (2000) schoolboys from Central and 
',/e stern Macedonia were sent to Monastir by KALTCHEFF. Marinoff received 
them and issued money, food and clothing* Gen. Marinoff s staff did Its 
best to uproot Greek national feeling from the sohoolboys* 


11) Finally the preliminary inquest proves that all the pro-Bulgar 
slavs who returned fran Monastir and Sofia to Macedonia in 1944 and were 
friends of the pro-Axis Bulgarian Govt* and of the Bulgarian Committee 
under the direction of Gen. Marinoff, have suddenly become its worst 
enemies and have joined the SNOF forces* Some of these men have beoane 
leaders of ELAS in spite of the spirit of the Greek antart movement* 
Their object was to destroy the Greek element and as members of OPLA 
they exeouted any Greek desiring a greater Greece* Finally they formed 
the Slav-Maccdonion battalions of GOTCHEFF which following the December 
incidents, united with the OCHRANA Canitadgis and are actually operating 
from Jugoslavia against the independence and integrity of Greece, so as 
to imitate in anti-Greek action that of Gon. MARINOFF, actually Bulgarian 
Ambassador in Paris,

RETORT ON THE INCIDENTS 

THAT TOOK PLACE AT FLAMD0UR0 -FLORINA.

On Wednesday evening, February 2, 1944 and at 9 p,m, a band cf 
ant arte a 120 strong approximately, arrived in Flambouro and foroibly entered 
the house b of the village, breaking down doors and windows. The members 
of this hand remained in the village up to 10 a.m. on Saturday, During 
their whole stay in Flambouro, the antortes had posted armed guards on 
either side of the village prohibiting the inhabitants to leave their 
homestead, . 

. 9 

Following this order, nobody oould get out of the village and 
advise the military and civilian authorities on the incidents that had taken 
plaoe. The president of the oommunity and a delegation of villagers, who 
had expressed the opinion of advising the authorities in order to forestall 
any unpleasent reprisals on the village, were prohibited, throated by 
death penalty to leave. The above ontartes, during their stay in Flamt^uro, 
carried out arrests of mine roue personalities of the village. Thus on 
Friday they arrested the school teachers Gabriel Skandalis, director of 
the primary school and Andrew Moukas, ■ The postman Andrew Mitroussis 
was also arrested but was subsequently let free under the oondition that he 
would not refer to the authorities. The sohool teacher from Kato Hydrous si, 
Demetrius Foleologos and Stylionos Aavasides, teaohor at the primary school 
of Kolhiki, as well as a civilian named Avraam from Kolhikis, whan the 
ontartes had brought with them, were also found imprisoned in the village. 

On Friday after having forced the male inhabitants, 10-35 years of age, to 
attend a meeting, one of tho ontartes made a specoh encouraging them to 
follow the ontartes forces, AH the young men unanimously stated that they 
refuse to enrol. Finally tho orator confronted by this decisive denial of 
the young men, threatehed them that they would be taken away by force, 
their names having been taken fren the oaninunity registers. 

The next day, whilst all the inhabitants had been foroibly 
assembled in tho main square of the village and were listened to one of 
the ontartes explaining to them the aims of the organisation so as to persuade 
the inhabitants to follow them, shots were heard, undoubtedly fired by 
'■oproaohing Bulgarian detachment. The aimed guards, immediately answered, 
so as to draw-the attention of their comrades to retire. The panio 
stricken assembly dissolved itself and both villagers and ontartes dispersed 
themselves in t he surrounding woods. This act of the villagers was 
dictated by their fear of Bulgarian reprisals, and having seen Bulgarian 
conduct at the other villages of the distriots. All the antartes tbok 
a pre-arranged direction and met outside the village. Numerous villagers in 
order to save themselves, took shelter in the nearby villages of Aetos and 
Ano-Hydro us sa, In the meantime, the Bulgarians, having reached Flsmbouro 

by the road token by the fleeing inhabitants started a deadly fire on than 










not bothering to oxamino whether they v/oro firing on ontartes or on 
innocent villagers. Pour quiet and law-abiding young men were later 
found dead at this spot* Gabriel Broikos, Demetrius Bolaksis, Christos 
Gotsis and Filotas Tahou, all.four supporting nvmorous families were 
found bearing hideous marks of Bulgarian barbarism. The bodies were 
found unclothed and without boots* Gabriel Droikos was lying on the 
ground with his hands uplifted and full of bayonet wounds in the stanooh 
and head* His gold teeth had been removed by the Bulgarians* Christos 
Gatsis was found bearing numerous bayonet wounds in the stemaoh and 
fane* As testified by villagers passing dose by, the Bulgarians noticing 
that Gatsis had not been killed outright, returned and finished him off 
with thdir bayonets, Filotas Tahos showed numerous wounds fran bayonets 
below his lower jaw and on his neok* 

The inhabitants of the village saw all four raise their anas 

immediately as they saw the Bulgarians who recoived thorn with bayonet 

thrusts and with blows with their rifle butts* The ontartes on leaving 

the village took with them three sohool teachers who later, at a skirmish 

between the ontartes and a German dotaohnont, managed to escape thanks 

to the disorder that ensuod*

Tho abovementioned Bulgarian dotaohnont on their way to tho 
village met the shepherd Sotiron Kokarantzaa, who was looking after his 
sheep and goats* Kakarantzas and on old villager named Christos 
Mitroussides, found by the Bulgarians when entering Flambouro, 
were captured and their fate is unknown. 

Latest information states that both of them were executed by the 
Bulgars in the village of Aramohori* On the next day, the shepherd's father 
and mother, as well as Mitroussides' brother set out to firxl their 
relatives* Xenophon Mitroussides seems to have been captured on the way 
and is being tortured by the Bulgarians in Aramohori* Another Bulgarian 
detachment ooming from Cato-Hydroussi, oaptured on their way, John 
Styliades, Michael Styliades and Peter Petrios, who were hunting for five 
missing villagers and who according to the Bulgarian detachment, were 
lying dead on a near-by hill* The above three inhabitants were taken 
by the Bulgarian detachment and their fate is unknown. This detachment 
requisitioned soven animals with their proprietors and left in the 
direction of tho village of Aetos, Their fate It unknown* Half on 
hour after, the departure of the second detaohment, a third one, 120 
strong, arrived in tho village and stayed there for four hours. All 
the men were billeted in the houses of the villagers where food was 
offered to them. After the departure of this third detachnent, 
numerous other ones including a cavalry detachment, passed through the 
village. This last one displayed all its barbarism and cold-bloodedness, 
pillaging the houses in the most inhuman way, The president of the 
community was ordered by this detachnent to fill with grass, in half an 
hour, two carts accompanying the Bulgarians, The Bulgarians also 
took 20 sheep and a mule. Following this, the men of the detaohnent 
started a systematic pillage of the houses. Anything of ary value was 
removed including womens and girls dresses, ".7ith this last act the 
inhabitants of the village, having suffored unheard of barbarism by the 
Bulgarians will remain without clothes. 

The Bulgarians even removed a wrist watch fran a child. This 
detachment having considered the looting as finished, left in the direction 
of the village of Leptokoryes, taking with them the president of tho 
community, Constantine Nassis, the forrestor, Nicholas ElovariB and the 
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gamekeepers Lazar Galioa and George Tsakns. The fate of the above is unknown. 
As proved by various foots and inaidents, all the above Bulgarian brutalities 
were causod by the Bulgarian inhabitants of the near-by villages, who by 
treason and blaokmail accused the inhabitants of Flombouro of helping 
the antfirtes whereas in reality they had no relatioh with them and thus 
are not responsible and certainly cannot oppose themselves, unarmed as 
they are, to fully .aimed antartes bands* ' 1

The above Bulgarian inhabitants of the villages of Leptokaryai, 

Aete and Cato-Hydrouasi, Araraohori eto. nourish a hereditary Hatred against 
Plamboufe as well as against every Greek village, ui&x the sole excuse that 
the inhabitants of these latter villages possessed and possess a patriotic 
sense developed to s a very high degree. It was ommitted to state that 
the Bulgarians removed the Greek flag from the community building*

To-day, February 0, 1944, a considerable nunber of eye- 
witnesses arrived in Fiorina, from Flombouro, who reported the affair to 
the department office and from the testimonies of whioh, the present 
report has been drawn up. . .‘

Submission of Charges by Ethiopia , 


Note by Dr. J. LitawsldL, Legal Officer* 


1, The enclosed correspondence concerning the establishment of the 
War Crimes' Commission in Ethiopia, and the submission of charges arising 
out of the 1935 Itolion-Abyssinian War is circulated to members of 
Committee I for their information and consideration at its next Meeting. 

2. On July 31st 1946 in connection with the question raised then in 
Parliament, the Commission, acting upon the recommendation of Committee 
III, adopted the following resolution: (Doc. C. 217) 

"1, The United Nations War Crimes Commission has, up 
to the present, only dealt with war crimes (including crimes 
against peace and crimes against humanity) committed during or 
connected with, the present war. The Cemission con find no 
evidence that it is the wish of member Governments that the 
Commission should deal withvor crimes committed in any otter 
war. 

2. The Commission is not in possession of ary evidence 
to shew that it is the opinion of the Governments that ary 
direct connection exists between the Itolo-Abyssinian war and 
the present war". 


Prom the follca/ing correspondence it appears that the Ethiopian 
Government is not aware of the Commission's attitude and policy in this 
matter. 

3. Since the resolution was passed, the Draft Peaco Treaty with 

Italy prepared by the Council of Foreign Ministers for consideration by 
the Peace Conference in Paris has been published (Command Paper 6892 ), in 
which the following provisions regarding Ethiopia, one of the Allied and 
Associated Powers to this Treaty, are included: 


“Section V I . - ETHIOPIA . 

Article 27. 

Italy recognises aivl undertakes to respect the sovereignty 
and independence of tiie State of Ethiopia. 
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Article 28* 

Italy formally renounces in favour of Ethiopia all 
property (apart from Normal diplomatic or consular premises), 
rights, interests and advantages of all kinds acquired at any 
timein Ethiopia by the Italian State* 

Italy also renounoes all claim to special interests of 
influence in Ethiopia* 

Article 29* 

Italy recognises the legality of all measures which the 
Government of Ethiopia has taken or may thereafter take in 
order to annul Italian measures respecting Ethiopia taken 
after October 3, 1935 and the effeots of suoh measures* 

Article 30* 

Italian nationals in Ethiopia will enjoy the same 
Juridical status as other foreign nationals, but Italy 
recognises the legality of all measures of the Ethiopian 
Government annulling or modifying concessions or special 
rights granted to Italian nationals, provided suoh measures 
are taken within a year from the caning into force df the 
present Treaty, 

Article 31* 

Italy will restore all Ethiopian works of art, 
religious objects and objeots of historlosl value 
removed fran Ethiopia to Italy sinoe Ootober 3» 1935* " 


(The final text of the Peace Treaty with Italy is not yet to hand)* 


4* It is thought that Conroittee I or Canmittee III might 

consider it advisable to examine the above quoted provisions and their 
bearing, if any, on the Commission's resolution, especially in view 
of the statement made by the Commission in its Paragraph 2* 

Should the Commission's resolution of 31st July 1946 remain 
in force it is suggested that the decision embodied therein should be 
brought to the attention of the Ethiopian Government as itwould not be 
advisable to encourage that Government to submit oases arising out of 
the 1935 War, only to inform them upon reoeipt of such cases that 
nothing can be done by this Commission.

In reply I got a letter, copy of which is enclosed 
herewith. 

As suggested in that letter I have the honour to send directly 
to you the oermunioation mentioned above. 

May I add, on behalf of the Ethiopian War Crimes Commission, 
that as ooncems Marshal Badogliofe violations of the Laws of War, especially 
the intensive use of poiBon gas, and Marshal Graziani's crimes against 
..inanity, especially the great Graziani massacre in February 1937» there 
are apparently no difficulties at all to get evidence sufficient to 
justify the trial of these persons.

I. It is the purpose of this paper to submit to Committee I for 
consideration, and eventually for making appropriate proposals to 
the Commission, the suggestion as to the preparation, and its 
publication at 'a later date, of a Report on "VIOLATIONS OP THE IAWS 
AND CUSTOMS OP AAR - 1939-1945" . whioh at the same time will cover 
all the activities of, and the ta3k accomplished by Committee I. 

It is submitted that apart from a survey of the Committee's 
terns of reference, its rules of procedure, and that of the 
statistical aspect of the work accomplished, the Report should 
also present and discuss: historical precedents; all legal rulings 
established by the Committee while considering charges, end deoiding 
upon the responsibility for war crimes; a "Case Book"; and a commentary 
on. the most important cases submitted by the Governments. 

» 

Looking at the position as it is at present, the Commission 
has already listed well over 22,000 war criminals after their cases 
had been examined by Committee I. There were hundreds of these 
cases, especially in the first 18 months or so of its work, in whioh 
legal issues had had to be discussed and the necessary rulings deoided. 
It is highly desirable that all these rulings and other matters should 
be recorded and analyses made, not only in order to preserve the 
value of the work done by that Committee, but also to provide 
International lawyers and historians with a basic document on war 
crimes committed during the 1939-1945 war.

II. It is, therefore, proposed that the Report on the activities 
of Committee I and on all matters relative to its functions should 
generally be divided into the following seotionsi 

1. Historical precedent : 

the 1919 Commission on the Responsibilities of t he

III. It will be seen that in order to oover fully all the items 
and matters involved, the Report will'have to comprise several hundred 
pages, and that substantial time is required for selection of material 
and drafting of such a Report. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that the Report of 1919 Commission on the Responsibilities, 
the work of which lasted only just under 2 months, comprise 556 pages 
(French Edition, La Docunentation Internationale, La Paix de 
Versailles, Vol, 3, ResponsabilitSs des Auteurs de la Guerre et 
Sanctions) 

The most difficult task will be encountered in reconstructing 
all the decisions and rulings arrived at during the first 15 months 
when the most important of them were established, as for that period 
no Minutes or any other records of the Ccmraittee’s deliberations 
have, unfortunately, been kept. This would involve once more going 
through a substantial number of cases in order to find out what legal 
issues were involved. 


IV. At a later date it will have to be decided whether it will be 
possible or advisable to incorporate such an extensive Report into, 
and make it a part of, the general report covering all the activities 
of the Canmission, or else to draft separately a summary report for 
the purpose, which would cover only items 2, 3 and partly items if 
and 6 above, and so leave all the rest for a separate publication. 

It is submitted that the Report as envisaged in this paper 
should be separate from the historical report on the activities of 
the Commission as such, as in the latter probably only a summary 
report on the activities of Committee I could be included. 


V. It is proposed that the publication should be in English, and that 
a French edition should also be envisaged. 


VI. If the above suggestions are accepted, in principle, by the 
Committee, and eventually by the Conmission, it will be the task of 
the Legal Officei>-Socrctary to Committee I, to comnenoe the 
preparatory work, as well as the drafting of the Report, if practicable, 

without too much delay. 

Tho Draft Report or separate parts of it will bo submitted to

Note on Dutoh Case 3271* (Meana of Deception) . 

By Dr, J. Litawski. Legal Officer . 

I. The Dutoh Government charges two members of the Geman armed forces 
v/ith violating the "International rules of land warfare" in that one of 
the aocused, an officer, gave orders to the second accused, a soldier, to 
diBguise himself as a member of the Royal Mounted Police* The second 
accused obeyed those orders and both of them, aided by four other German 
3Qldiers, v*>re instrumental in taking a Dutch railway bridge on the Gemaxv- 
Dutoh frontier on the day Germany invaded Holland (10th May 1945)» by 
removing the explosive charges placed there, to forestall a German crossing. 

II. The act committed by the accused is an example of the application by 
a belligerent party of means of deception known in International Law a3 
ruses of war or stratagems. These are deceits employed in the-interest 
of military operations for the purpose of misleading the enemy, r Such 
deoeit is of great importance in war and the belligerent parties are allow¬ 
ed to employ to a large extent different sorts of ruses, Thi3 contention 
finds confirmation in Article 24 of the Hague Regulations which says that 
"Ruses of war and the employment of measures necessary for obtaining 
information about the enemy and the country are considered permissible". 

III. To means of deception belongs inter alia the use of th» national 
flag, the military ensigns and the uniforms of the enemy. As regards this 
kind of ruses, according to Opponheim's International Lav/, theory and 
practice are unanimous in prohibiting the use of ouch stratagems during 
actual attaok and defence, since the principle is considered inviolable 
that during actual fighting belligerent forces ouf^vt to be certain v/ho is 
friend and v/ho is foe. 

As to the relevant provision of International Law, in this respect 
reference is being made to Article 23 (f) of the Hague Regulations which 
reads as follows:- "In addition to the prohibitions provided by speoiol 
Conventions, it is particularly forbidden to make improper use of a 

flag of truce, of the national flag, or of the milltnrj r insignia and uniform 
of the enemyj as well as of the distinctive signs of the Geneva Convention". 
This provision should bo, of course, read in conjunction v/ith Article 22 v/hich 
says that "Belligerents have not got an unlimited right as to the choice of 
means of injuring the enemy". 

Commenting on Article 23 (f), the already quoted ‘authority on Internation¬ 
al Law stresses that this provision does not prohibit the use of these 
meah3 of deception without qualification, but only their improper use, thus 
leaving the question open what uses are proper and what are not. 

With regard to thi3 particular aspect, it i3 to bo pointed out that the 
use of Dutch uniform by the accused was effected at the time when Dutch 
territory was being invaded and actual fighting was going on, thus qualifying 
the accused's action as improper. 

The impropriety of this act is aggravated by the fact that at the 
material time Holland was attacked by Germany treacherously without any 
declaration of war, a circumstance which places the .act of the accused on the 
border of perfidy. Such perfidy, as distinguished from stratagems (ruses, 
means of deception) is prohibited as constituting a breach of good faith, 

Frau the foregoing it would appear as not controversial that the act

committed by the accused, constitutes a violation of the customary and con¬ 
ventional rule of the laws and usages of war u§ laid down in Article 23(f) 
of the Hague Regulations.

IV. There remains the question t/hethor a violation of the laws and 
usages of war such as alleged in the present case should be considered 
i- as a war crime. .

in support of a positive answer it may be mentioned that Oppohheim' s 
International Law distinguishes four different kinds of war crimes on 
acoount of the essentially different character of the aots, one of’them 
being "Violations of recognised rules regarding warfare committed by 
individuals who are members of the enemy armed forces". 

It is also to be recalled that the Royal Warrant of June 14-th, 1945> 
by which Regulations for the trial of war criminals wore issued, expressly 
provides that "'Y.'ar crime' means a violation of the laws and usages of 
war,. 

Exactly the same definition has been provided by the Charter of the 
International Military Tribunal in Article 6 (b) which roads as follows: 
"The following acts, or any of them, are crimes coming within the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal for which there shall be individual 
responsibility:- war crimes : namely, violation of the laws or customs 
of war . Suoh violations shall include, but not bo. limited to , murder, 
illtreatinent or deportation to slave labour, or for any other purpose, of 
civilian population of or in occupied territory, murder or ill-troatment 
of prisoners of war or persons on the seas, killing of hostages, plunder 
of public or private property, 'wanton destruction of cities, teams 
or villages, or devastation not justified by military necessity". 

Prom the latter port of thi3 article it further bn follows that 
not only crimes of the "murder type" but also violations of any other 
law or custom of war should be considered us a war ctime, even though 
such a violation might constitute a purely technical offence only, which 
is not exactly tte case with regard to this particular charge «ubmltted 
by the Dutch Government.

1, Since Document l/~j6 was circulated, the final text of the Peace Treaty 
with Italy has been published (Command Paper 7022).8imu2aneously an 
offioiol Commentary on this Treaty has also been made publio (Command 
Paper 7026), 

As compared with the Draft Fence Treaty, the final text contains 
a new and additional provision concerning Ethiopia which has an important 
bearing on the question of crimes committed against that country. 

The relevant artide, 30, reads as follows:- 

"The date from which the provisions of the prusont. Treaty 
shall become applicable as regards all measures and aots of 
any kind whatsoever entailing the responsibility of Italy or of 
Italian nationals towards Ethiopia, shall be held to be 
October 3» 193!)", 

The full text of all the final provisions regarding Ethiopia as con¬ 
tained in the Treaty is enclosed herewith in the Annex, 

2, The provisions dealing with Italy's obligations regarding the apprehension 
and surrender of war criminals in general ore set fotth in Article 45 v7hich 
reads:- 

"1, Italy shall toko all necessary steps to ensure the 
apprehension and surrender for trial of: 

(a) Persons accused of having committed, ordered or abutted 
war crimes and crime s against peace or humanity; 

(b) Nationals of«ny Allied or Associated Power acoused of having 
violated their national law by treason or collaboration with the 
eneny during the war. 


2, At the request of the United Nations Government concerned, 
Italy shall likewise make available as witnesses persons within its 
jurisdiction, whose evidence i3 required for the trial of the persons 

















referred to in paragraph I of this Article, 

i • 

3o Any disagreement concerning the application a' the provisions 
of paragraphs I and 2 of this Article shall be referred by any of 
the Governments concerned to the Ambassadors in Rome cf the Soviet 
Union, of the United Kingdom, of the United States af America, and of 
Prance, who will reach agreement with regard to the diffiou]ty : '* 


3, In view of the fact that Article 38 speaks of "all measures and acts 
of any kind whatsoever" it .is clear that also the measures dealing vdth war 
criminals (Article 45) must necessarily belong to those measures entailing the 
responsibility of Italy or of Italian nationals. 

Since Ethiopia is one of the Allied and Associated Powers to that 
Treaty and Article 45 does not contain any reservation or restriction as to 
those of the /JLlied and Associated Powers or of the United Nations which will 
bo entitled to request from Italy the apprehension and surrender cf war 
criminals, it follows that Ethiopia will have the right to demand extradition 
of any Italian "accused of having committed, ordered or abebted war orinos 
and crimes against peace or humanity" in Ethiopia during the 1935-1936 war. 


II. 

4o In the Meeting of Committee I held on 30th January 1947» the question 
arose whether Article 30 read in conjunction with Article 45 does not require 
the Commission to modify its resolution of 31st July 1946 on the question of 
the Commission’ 3. jurisdiction over war crimes committed in Ethiopia during 
the 1935-36 Italo-Abyssinian 'Jar (Document C.217), (reproduced in Document 
I/76)o 

, . » 

The Commission’s resolution is based on the assumption that no 
direct connection exists bet\/een the ItoV-Abyssinian Jar ani the present 
'war . 


5» The above question of direct connection between the two wars has already 
been discussed at some length in Document III/50 of 23rd July 1946, i.e, at 
the time when the Commission was called upon for the first time to consider 
the question of its jurisdiction over crimes committed in Ethiopia in 
1935-1936. 

It has been pointed out therein that before 1939 it was generally 
understood that the Italo-Abyssinian 7ar had been concluded by the debellatio 
of Ethiopia (doc also Oppenheim-Lauterpaoht, Volume II; page 468); that 
the annexation of Ethiopia by Italy was recognised by most Governments 
de jur^ and by all the Governments de facto ; and that the later events 
"(The recognition of Ethiopia as a free and independent state by the United 
Kingdom Government in 1942) did not amount to a reversal cf the position 
brought about in 1936, and are therefore not irreconciliable with the 
proposition that the 1935-1936 'Jar between Italy and Ethiopia was a war 
different from the Second Jo rid Var. 


6 , The question now arises whether this proposition in any way been 
affected by the present Peace Treaty with Italy in view of the foot that its 
provisions entailing the responsibility of Italy and their nationals towards 
Ethiopia become applicable as from October 3, 1935. In other words, the 










question is - which war is ended by this Treaty? 

In the preamble to the Treaty, it is stated that "Italy under the 
Fascist regime became a party to the Tripartite Pact with Germany and Japan, 
undertook a war of aggression and thereby provoked a 3tate of war with all 
the Allied and Associated Pavers and with other United Nations, and bears 
her share of responsibility for the war ". 

From the above declaration looked upon in connection with the fact 
that the Tripartite Pact between Germany# Italy and Japan was formally 
concluded in 1939# and also in view of fhe fact that for the rest, 
the preamble rehearses the main events of Italy's war career since 1939 
only, it would Appear that the Treaty with Italy will end only the present 
V/or, and not any other 'Jar in addition, and that therefore there is no 
direct oonneotioh between the two 'Jars. 

In support of this view, it may also be mentioned that the 
Commentary on the Treaty, while commenting on the territorial clauses, 
explains that Italy's frontiers in Europe will, with some exceptions, remain 
the some as before the outbreak of war . This, taken together with the fact that 
tbifc.relevantvprovisions spook of*.the frontiers as they existed Janvtary 
7-, ] J38 .indicates that the war withrhich tho present,Treaty is concerned is 
the war which broke out in 1939* 

7. ’ The question why Ethiopia is then a party to the present Peace 

Treaty with Italy is to be explained by the following reasons. 

Sinoe a treaty of peaoe is considered a final settlement of war, 
its aims lies not only in a restoration of conditions of peace and in a resumption 
of peaceful intercourse between the former belligerent^ but also in the 
disposal of territorial possessions of the vanquished# as desired by the 
victor,and in the settlement of all other questions outstanding between the 
parties at the time of the oandusion of the treaty*. 

Thus, the Treaty with Italy is also concerned with the settlement 
of all questions still outstanding as a result of the events brought 
about sinoe 1939 ("will settle questions still outstanding as a result 
of the events hereinbefore*, recited", the Preamble, paragraph 4)* 

To the questions still outstanding as a result of the events 
brought about since 1939 belongs also the c^se of Ethiopia. Sinoe her 
subjugation and annexation by Italy in 1936, a new situation occurred during 
the present war:inl94t3ehe has regained her freedom and independence* 
has been recognised ao a free and independent state'by the UndtedKlngdom 
Government; and concluded with the .latter a Military Convention in which she 
agreed to certain provisions "in order as an Ally to contribute to the 
effeotive prosecution of the 7ar" # 

This new situation required that Ethiopia should be 
formally recognised as a sovereign and independent state also by Italy 
as her former oonqueror, and this will be put into effect by the 
provision embodied in Article 33 by which "Italy recognises and undertakes 
to respect the sovereignty and independence of the state of Ethiopia". 

Consequently, the main concern of the other Treaty provisions 
regarding Ethiopia is .thus only "tho extinction of rights acquired by Italy 
as a result of her aggression in Ethiopia"(see the Commentary ), and her 










subsequent subjugation and annexation. It is also quite; _r?aar that 

suoh provisions must at the same time entail oertaih 

obligations on the part of Italy and Italian nationals towards Ethiopia* 

To this type of provisions belongs also the special political clause 
cohtoined in Article }D, The fact that this artiole puts back the 
date frcm which the provisions should bo applicable to a tlmo substantially 
preceding the outbreak of the present war is not on isolated one, and oannot 
be construed to the effect that thereby the present Treaty will also 
end the 1935-1936 War* There are many more similar cases in the 
Treaty in regard to other matters suoh os for instance the extinction of 
rights acquired by Italy from her position as one of thep»/*_aoipa?. 

Allied and Associated Powers at the last Peace Settlement, i*e., concluded 
after the First World 7/ar, or in the oase of special interests of China 

in whioh oase the Treaty goes even as far back as September 7# 1901*

III. ‘ * 

0. From the foregoing it appears that the question whether or not 
the terms of reference of the Commission are to be construed to the 
effect that they only cover war crimes committed during the present war, 
still remains to be not a question of law, but that of policy. 

In the official Commentary to the Peaoe Treaty, the following 
is said regarding the provisions dealing with war criminals in general 
as they have been embodied in Article 45: 

"The United Nations have concluded certain agreements 
between themselves for the bringing to justice of war 
criminals. Italy, once the Peace Treaty comes into force, 
would be under no obligation to assist in this matter. 
Provision is thus made in Article 45 that she should assist 
in the apprehension and surrender both of war criminals 
and Quislings"* 


The "certain agreements* which the United Nations have 
concluded .between themselves are probably the London Agreement of 8th 
August, 1945} the Agreement establishing the United Nations War Crimes 
Commission, of 20th October, 1943} and the Declarations and Agreements 
regarding the administration of Germany and Austria, including suoh 
documents as the Control Council Law No, 10, 

At the same time, by special provision laid down in Artiole 
38 the general provisions of Article 45 have been mode applicable with 
retrospective effect to war orimes, crimes against peace, crimes 
against humanity, committed during the Italo-Abyssinian War of 1935-1936, 

Aooording to Article 45" all the Power* dnd the United Nations 
concerned can avail themselves of the ri^vts accorded to them in respect 
of war criminals by direot action towards the Italian Government, and 
only in oases of disagreement concerning the application cf the provisions 
of this artiole the matter must be referred to the Ambassadors in 
Rome of the 4 Powers,who will reaoh agreement with regard to the 
difficulty. 

But, it is submitted, the terms of reference 0 *' the 4 
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Arabassadors are limited only to disagreements whioh might arise over the 

apprehension and surrender for trial of persons wanted, i,e. only over 

the technical question of extradition, and not over all other questions 

which might be involved. Thus a very important issue as to 

who will decide on the question whioh of the persons wanted should be regarded 

as war criminals and whioh not, has been left open in the Treaty, 

F r ora thi3 point of view, a two-fold.important 
discrimination between Ethiopia and all other nations oonoerned will 
at onoe ooour. Firstly, all nations, except Ethiopia, while 
submitting to the Italian Government their requests for extradition, will 
have not cnly Article 45 behind them, but also the moral support of tile 
United Nations War Crimes Comnission as an international body with whioh 
they are listing Italian war oriminals. Seoondly, the Ethiopian Government 
\dll acquire a privileged position as against all other nations, as it will 
be oalling upon the Italian Government to aot only upon ex parte statements, 
a possibility which undoubtedly will not bo in the interest of the international 
comnunity. 


9. As the original terms of referenoe of the Commission agreed upon on 
20th October 1943 do not oontain any express limitation to the effect that 
war crimes committed prior to the beginning of the present War should be 
exfiluded from the Commission^ jurisdiction, it appears that the question 
of its jurisdiction over war crimes committed in Ethiopia in 1935-1936 
is still open for decision by the member Governments of the Commission,

* I. 

1, Sinoe Document 1/76 was circulated, the final text of the Peace 
Treaty with Italy has been published (Comnand Paper X>£2), Simul¬ 
taneously an official Conmentary on this Treaty has also been made 
publio (Comnand Paper 7026). 

As compared with the Draft Peace Treaty, the final text 
of that instrument contains a new and additional provision oonoemlng 
Ethiopia, which has an important bearing on the question of 
Ethiopia’s right to proseoute Italian nationals responsible for war 
orimes committed in that country during the 1935-36 war. 

The relevant provision, Article 38, reads as fellowsr- 

"The date from whioh the provisions of the present 
Treaty shall become applicable as regards all measures 
and acts of any kind whatsoever entailing the responsibility 
of Italy or of Italian nationals towards Ethiopia, shall 
be held to be October 3, 1935"* 

The full text of the political provisions regarding Ethiopia, 
as contained in the Treaty, is reproduced in the Annex, 


2,• The provisions dealing with Italy's obligations regarding the 
apprehension and surrender of war criminals in general are set forth 
in Article 45 of the Treaty whioh reads 


"1. Italy shall take all necessary 3teps to ensure the 
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apprehension and surrender for trial of: 

(a) Persons aooused of having conmitted, ordered 

or abetted war oriraes and crimes against peace or 
humanityf... _ 

(b) Nationals Qf..any Allied or Associated Paver 
aocused of having violated their national law by 
treason or collaboration with the enemy during 
the war^

"2.- At the request, of the United Nations Government 
conoerned, Italy shall likewise make available as 
witnesses persons within its jurisdiction, whose 
evidence is required for the trial of the persons 
"referred to in paragraph I of this Article, 


"3. Any disagreement concerning the application of 
the provisions of paragraphs I and 2 of this Article 
shall be referred by any of the Governments concerned 
to the Ambassadors in Rome of the Soviet Union, of 
the United Kingdom, of the United States of America, 
and of Prance, who will reach agreement with regard 
to the difficulty \ 

3, In view of the fact that Article 38 speaks of "all measures 
and acts of any kind whatsoever " it is clear that also the 
provisions deeding with war criminals in general (Article 45) are 
necessarily included among the measures entailing the 
responsibility of Italy or of Italian nationals. 

Since Ethiopia is one of the Allied and Asspoiated Powers, 
parties to the Treaty, and sinoe Article 45 does not contain any 
reservation or limitation as to those of the Allied and Associated 
Powers or of the United Nations which will be entitled to request 
from Italy the apprehension and surrender of war criminals, it 
follows that Ethiopia will have the right to demand the extradition 
of any Italian "aocused of having committed, ordered or abetted 
war crimes and crimes against peace or humanity" in Ethiopia 
during the 1935-36 Italo-Abyssiniun War,

4* In the Meeting of Committee I held on 30th January, 1947 » 
the question arose whether Article 38 thus read in conjunction with 
Article 45, does not require the Commission to modify its 
resolution of 31st July 1946 on the question of the 00101113810^ s 
jurisdiction over war crimes committed in Ethiopia during the 
1935-36 Italo-Abyssinian War (Document 0,217), (reproduced in 
Document l/T6). 

As the Commission's resolution was based on the assumption 








that no direct connection exists between the Italo-Abyssinian V/ar 
and the present War, it is necessary to examine first the question 
whether the present Treaty has ary bearing on that proposition. 


5. This question had already been discussed at some length in 
Document III/50 of 23rd July, 1946, at the time when the Commission 
was called upon for the first time to consider the question of its 
jurisdiction over crimes comnitted in Ethiopia in 1935-36, 

It was pointed out in that Document that, prior to l"'-9, 
it was generally understood that the Italo-Abyssinian War had been 
oonoluded by the debellatio of Ethiopia (see also Oppenheim-Lautorpaoht, 
Volume II; page 468); that the annexation of Ethiopia by Italy 
was recognised by most Governments de jure and by all tb • Governments 
de faoto; and that the subsequent events (the recognition of 
Ethiopia as a free and independent state by the United Kingdom 
Government in 1942, eto,) did not amount to a complete and unqualified 
reversal, with retrospective effeot, of the position brought about

6, The question now arises whether this proposition has been in 
any way affected by the present Peace Treaty with Italy in view of 
the faot that its provisions entailing the responsibility of Italy and 
their nationals towards Ethiopia will become applicable as from 
October 3, 1935, In other words, the question is - which is the war 
that is terminated by this Treaty? 

In the Preamble to the Treaty, it is stated follows; 
"Whereas Italy under the Fascist regime became a party to ^he Tripartite 
Pact with Germany and Japan, undertook a war of aggression and thereby 
provoked a state of war with all the Allied and Associated Pavers and 
with other United Nations, and bears her share of responsibility far 
the war ,,,", 

From the above declaration taken in conjunction with the 
faot that the Tripartite Paot between Germany, Italy and Japan was 
formally concluded in 1939, and also in view of the faot that for the 
rest, the Preamble rehearses the main events of Italy’s war career 
sinoe 1939 only, it would appear that the parties have agreed that 
the Treaty with Italy will terminate the present War by, 
and not any other War in addition. 

In support of this view, it may also be mentioned that the 
Commentary on the Treaty, while commenting on the territorial clauses, 
explains that Italy's frontiers in Europe will, with some 
exceptions, remain the same as before the outbreak of war . This 
comment, taken- in conjunction with the fact that the relevant 
provisions speak of the frontiers as they existed on January 1. 

1222, also indicates that the war with which the present Treaty iB 
concerned is the war which broke out in 1939 . 


7, The question why in these circumstances Ethiopia is a party to 
the present Peace Treaty with Italy is to be explained by the 
following reasons. 
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Since a treaty of peace is considered as the final settlement 
of a war, its aims comprise not only the restoration of conditions of peace 
and the resumption of peaceful intercourse between the former 
belligerents, but also the settlement of territorial questions and of 
all other questions outstanding between the parties at the time of the 


conclusion of the treaty. 

Accordingly, the Treaty with Italy is also oonoerned with the 
settlement of all questions still outstanding as a result of the events 
brought about sinoe 1939 , (The Preamble states in paragraph 4 that the 
Parties "will settle questions 3till outstanding as a result of the 
events hereinbefore reoi+ed"). 

The questions still outstanding as a result of the events 
brought about sinoe 1939 inolude also that of Ethiopia, Sinoe her 
subjugation and annexation by Italy in 1936, a new situation had been 
created during the present war: in 1942 Ethiopia regained her freedom 
and independence, and has agreed as an Ally to contribute to the 
effective prosecution of the war. 

This new situation required that Ethiopia should be formally 
recognised as a sovereign and independent state also by Italy as her 
former oonqueror, and this requirement will be satisfied by the 
provision in Article 33 by whioh "Italy recognises and undertakes to

Consequently, the main concern of the other Treaty provisions 
regarding Ethiopia is "the extinction of rights •acquired by Italy 
as a result of her aggression in Ethiopia" and of her subsequent 
subjugation and annexation. It is manifest that such provisions 
must, at the same time, entail, with retrospective effect, oertain

only cover war orimes committed during the present war, oontinues to be 
not so much a question of law as that of policy.

On the one hand, all the nations concerned, except 
Ethiopia , when submitting to the Italian Government their requests for 
extradition, will have behind them not only Article 45, but also the 
moral support of the United Nations War Crimes Commission, as an 
international body, which is called upon to investigate and decide in 
eaoh individual case whether a prima facie oase of a war crime has 
been established by the Government concerned, and with whioh body these 
nations have been listing,inter alia,Italian war criminals. On the 
other hand, the Ethiopian Government will acquire a privileged position 
as compared with all tile other nations, for it will b<~ calling upon the 
Italian Government to aot solely upon ex parte statements. 


9. As the original terms of reference of the Conmission agreed upon on 
20th Ootober, 1943, (see Document 111/ 50), do not contain any express 
limitation to the effect that war crimes committed prior to the beginning 
of the present War should be excluded from the Commission's jurisdiction, 
it appears that the question of its jurisdiction over war crimes committed 
in Ethiopia in 1935-36 is still open for decision by the member 
Governments of the Commission,

In September 1944, a French village v/as bombarded by German 
artillery by way of reprisal, because 7 German 
soldiers had been taken prisoner by a F.F,I. unit. 


The accused have also been charged with wanton 
destruction of property, pillage, and torture. 

The case was abcepted on 6.12,45. 

1956 . In July 1944, a French hameau was bombarded by German 

artillery by way of reprisal for an attack on German soldiers 
by a partisan unit. 

Small damage was caused and one person killed. 

The oase v/as accepted on 6.12.45,. 

2078 . In June, 1944, a German artillery unit bombarded a French 
chateau in which a maquis detachment v/as stationed. 

The oase as regards this particular charge was not 
accepted . 


2259 . In August 1944 in view of the approaching Allied forces a German 
C,0. decided to defend a French town to the last. After 
'the uotual contact between the two forces had been 
established, and also during the subsequent siege he issued 
orders to destroy large parts of the town. This wa3 
carried out by way of heavy artillery bombardment from a 
nearby fortress.. Considerable destruction v/as caused 
part of which was effected during a suspension of arms 
and was hot necessitated by military reasons. Buildings 
dedicated to public v.orship, historic monuments etc, were not 
spared. 


The oase v/as accepted on 28,2.46. v/ith the reservation 
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that the Committee consider as criminal only those instructions 
issued by the C.O. which resulted in wanton destruction of buildings, 
not necessitated by the defence of the town, 

3469. In September, 1944, during a combat between a P,P, I. unit and a 
German detaohment the latter opened artillery fire on a village. 

The case was not accepted, 

4000 . As the charge of deliberate bombardment was not substantiated by 
any particulars the case in regard to this count was 
not aooepted . 

4226. This case as far as it deals with deliberate bombardment was not 
accepted* for the same reason as case 4000. 

4293 . This case ooncerns, inter alia, an aerial bombardment, carried 
out by the Germans during a large scale military operation 
against the Maquis, 

The case with regard to this oharge was not accepted . 


YUGOSLAV GASES. 

1003 . In May,1943, an Italian artillery unit opened fire on a Yugoslav village 
as they suspected that some partisan units were stationed 
there. "This suspicion was lncorreot" . The village suffered 
extensive damage, several persons were killed and seriously wounded. 

The accused have also been oharged vrith murder and systematic 
terrorism. 

The oase was accepted on 11,7.45# 

1010 . In July, 1942, an Italian unit of frontier guard shelled a Yugoslav 
village during a massacre carried out against its inhabitants. 

No particulars available. 

The accused have also been charged with a number of other 
crimes. 

The case was aooepted on 11.7..45. 

In September and December, 1943, i'V Italian air force bombed three 
Yugoslav villages. There were no military objectives in any of 
the villages, nor were any units~ oT the National Liberation Army 
present therein. The bombing resulted in the death of 2 persons 
and in the destruction of several houses. 

The accused have also been charged with murder and systematic 
terrorism. 

The case was accepted on 1,8.45. 
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In June to July,1942, several Yugoslav villages we re 
completely wiped out, inter alia, by aerial 
bombardment . This was carried out by theItalian air force 
during theso-called systematic"liquidation" action 
directed against a number of inhabited places in the 
mountains. 

The accused have also been chorgelwith murder, systematic 
terrorism and wanton destruction of property. 

The oase was acoepted on 1.8.45. 

3118 . Injury, 1943. "an Italian squadron ..... bombed the undefended 
village of Sosici, in Slovenia, and completely destroyed 
several buildings and damaged others. 16 bombs of 12 kg 
and 4 bombs of 50 kg were dropped. They fired 600 rounds 
of machine gun ammunition at the inhabitants in order to 
terrorise them, in spite of the fact that the village was 
undefended and on occupied territory ,n 



In order to substantiate the above statement, the 
Yugoslav National Office submitted a certificate issued by 
the Operative Department, H.Q., IV Arn\y, Democratic 
Federative Yugoslavia, stating that there was no 
concentration of troops in the localities on the days 
specified, nor were there any military objectives in the 
villages or their neighbourhood. 

The oase was accepted on 26.9,46, but it was deoided 
to list the aocuseTT^rmurder and not for deliberate 
bombardment, as submitted by the National Offioe. 



The reasons for which Conmittee I has changed the 
original legal qialification have not been reoorded.

These oases are similar to the preceding case 3118. 



3546 . In March, 1942, an Italian unit bombarded a Yugoslav 
village by artillery fire . No other particulars to 
substantiate this charge have been given. 

The case in regard to this oount was not accepted 
as from other particulars of the oase it appeared that the 
bombardment was presumably carried out during military 
operations against the partisan units. 
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II. 

Prom the foregoing it appears thac only a small number of oa3es 
alleging deliberate bombardment of undefended places has been submitted 
to the Commission by the National Offices, All this material is limited 
only to: a) bombardment of places during the military operations on land, 
and b) aerial bombardment. No cases alleging deliberate naval 
bombardment of undefdnded plaoes have been notified to the Commission, 

Although the instances of the bombardment referred to in Section I 
•• occurred during the military operations, it is, however, to be noted 
that all of them, except that reoorded under 2259 * were carried out not as 
a part of a real var in the technical sense of the term, but only after 
one of the belligerents had succeeded in occupying the territory of the 
other belligerent, and after the occupation of the latter's territory 
had been fully effected. 

While noting upon the individual charges, Committee I made a 
distinction between two typos of oases* 

2jLl. Cases where the alleged bombardment was carried out 
during the military operations directed either against 
the authorised irregular forces, or the partisan or 
guerilla units of the occupied country; or against the 
buildings occupied by 3uch forces or units. 

Cases of this type were not accepted on the ground that 
the bombardment was direoted against places containing 
military objectives, be it,as they were, the armea forces 
consisting of the inhabitants of the occupied country. 


b), Cases where the alleged bombardment was carried out 
against apparently peaceful civilian population and 
constituted an act of reprisal for the acts of warfare 
committed by members of the armed forces indicated sub a), 
a reprisal to which the occupying power resorted to in an 
illegitimate and indiscriminate application of the 
measure of collective responsibility, or which rro-carried out 
for the purpose of terrorising the population. 

Cases of this type wore accepted, onihe: ground that 
the bombardment was deliberate and direoted against places 
containing no military objectives , and thus constituted a 
violation of the laws and customs of war.

In reply to your document under No* 172 current yoor, we have the 
honour to bring to your knowledge the following: 

l) On your first question, being: "Whether, from order No, 1-17 dated 
the 11-1-19A4 of tho Bulgarian Army Staff, it derives that the Chiof cf the 
15th Bulgarian Division MARINOFF had boon alienated ccqpletoly from tho 
Command of the Dotatchmonts of his Division who in conjunction with Gorman 
Detachnonts exocuted tho war enterprise specified in said Order," 


That tho Bulgarian Ministry of War - Army Staff - having ordorod as 
they did for tho uso of Units of tho 15th Bulgarian Division by tho Goman 
Command, it is impossible not to have communicated this Order to the Commander 
of this Division, Tho assunption that this Order to tho Commander cf the 
15th Division has purposely disappoarod from tho records of Orders of this 
Division which havo beon deposited cannot bo oxcludod, or it nay be that, 
in tho communicated copy of the Ministry's Order as abovo, the 15th Division 
has boon purposoly omittod as a rocoivor of the Ordor, Wo therefore consider 
tho Commander of this Division as a rocoivor of tho Ordor to use his troops, 
and consequently as being in knowledge of this Order, Wo baso this on the 
fact that it is not possiblo for tho Commander of the Division to remain 
unmovod at the departure of his Dotachmonts without theso latter roprrting 
to him, whorj^all events tho Commander of tho Division should havo rocoived 
knowlodgo of tho Ordor by which his' Detachments romovo, at the nonont of their 
departure* , . 
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2) On your aocond question, being: "Whether it ia possible and militarily' 
undoratondablo for the Commander of a Division to bo ignorant of tho activities 
of hia Division troops in tho execution of a Military Order entrusted to hin, 
and this for hin to be irresponsible for the acts oennitted by his the 
Detachments belonging to his Division, by violating tho international laws of 
Military warfare". 

That the Commander of tho 15th Division is responsible for tho activities 
of tho dotaohod troops of his Division, as all the Military Regulations and the very 
logical soquonco inpose that the Ccranander of a Division koops tho nnterial 
and moral liaison of the detached troops of his Division oven go when it Is question 
of military war entorprisos notwithstanding tho fact that those detachments nro 
under foreign Command, It is not understandable that a Cunnander cf a Division 
is indifferent for the life of his soldiers who continuo to be under his 
Command for Administrative matters oven noro of othioal onos. Therefore, tho 
Ccnnandor did roooivo or in any case had received knowlodgo of the activities 
on tho wholS^of the lifo in general of his temporarily detached troops, Honce 
the responsibility for the activities on tho whole of his such troops. If he did 
not act as above, he should not be considered as a worthy Ocmmandor of a Division 
in which case ho nay have shown any indifference ho likod to his non,

Examination on Oath of witness Elias Aloxovoulos, Major of the Greek General Staff, 
Athens: February 10, 1947, 

Question: What's your name etc. 

Answer: AIEXOPOULOS, Elias, son of Christo, Major of AriLUoxy, I was boro at 
Calavryta apd I am living in Athens, 12 Va&aoritog Str, I am aged 39 and I 
am an Orthodox Christian, 

Question: Do you know and are you a relative) of 
Answer: 

Here, tho witness under examination swore on the Holy Biolo in accordance with 
and in virtue of article 124 of the Penal Procedure in case of his being 
preventod from appearing before the court. 

Before the withess was laid the ordor of tho War Offico (Gon. Staff of the 
Bulgarian Amy) under No, 1-17 of the 11th January 1944, and was askod if it 
appears frcm this order that the C. 0, of the 15th Bulgarian Division MARINOV 
had ontiroly given up tho Commandment of tho Detachments of his region, which 
in cooperation of similar German dotachnonts exooutod tho military operation 
fixed by this ordor. 

Answer: From this ordor it is clearly apparent, that after previous arrangement 
with tho Highest Gorman Command, in this case tho German Commandant of tho 
Salonica and Agean Area and tho High Bulgarian Command, i,e, tho Go no ml Staff 
of tho Bulgarian Arqy, it was decided to oxocuto a military operation the 
objootive of whioh was to dear up a certain area of Grook Macedonia from tho 
Greek partisans. According to agreement the operation was ontrustod to two 
military detachments, one of Gorman and one of Bulgarian troops, Tho direction 
of tho operations was entrusted to the Gorman General Fluschat, The powers 
of the Ccmnand of the German Gone ml, over the two dotachnonts according to tho 
acoeptod international Military rulos wr.s restricted to the preparation cf tho 
plan of operation and its execution. For all ether matters tho dotachnonts under 
tho a,n. General, continue to keop also during the operations their own 
oamanding hierarchy and dopondenoo, A consoquonoe of tho abovo principle is 
that anything whioh is outside tho execution of tho plan af operations 
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concerns exclusively and only the Ccmand of the detachment and the chiefs 
• oC \Lorarchioal order of each detachnont, with the additional explanation that 
oven tho contravention at the military order as far as control and sanctions 
are ooncorned, belong to the hierarchical chiefs as any contravention of the 
Military Laws and rules. In the order of the Bulgsrian General Staff, wo have 
in view, tho composition of tho group of the Bulgarian Forooe which took port 
in tho cporations/fixed. All tho detachmonts of the Bulgarian Army whioh 
compose this grovp conventionally called "x" belong to the organisation of 
the 15th Division to which, it appears, this order was not oonmunioated. 
neither is it otherwise apparent, how tho Artillery Roginont of tho 15th 
Division oould be order or advised that one of its Battories was to bo at the 
disposal of group W X H , Also this order which was comunioatod to tho Comanding 
Offiooro of tho 45th and 54th Infantry Roginonts and tho C,0, of tho 5th /ary 
in botwoon the 0,0, of the 15th Division is omitted, this order docs not appear 
to have boon communicated to him. All the abovo are not only militarily 
unadnissiblo but also logically it oannot bo upheld, for the reason that any 
novomont of any detachnont of a Division is not militarily ccnprohonsiblo 
without tho knowlodge of the C. 0, of the Division, but it is not oloar who was 
responsible for tbo transmission of this ordor of the Bulgarian General Staff 
to tho Artillery Regiment of tho 15th Division, Those only prove that the order 
wo have in view is probably defective (in copying) or counterfeited, Anyway 
fraa tho whole spirit of tho order it appears without tho slightest doubt, 
that this ordor has been duly ocmunicatod to the C, 0 . of the 15th Division and 
ho, according the right military perception, is tho man responsible to the 
Bulgarian General Staff for the execution of this ordor, which in feet concerns 
detachnonts at his own Division only. The Bulgarian Goneral Staff orders, by their 
order wo have in view, the daily submission of reports relating to the progress 
of tho operations. In this order the manner of submission of these reports is 
not settled, and that because, according to the military rulos, tho submission 
af reports follows the hierarchical degrees. In certain casos it is possible 
to infringe the hierarchy, but this must be mentioned without fail in the 
order. In this instance tho hierarchy is: the C.O. of the 15 th Division - 
C.O. of the 5th Army - Bulgarian General Staff, Consequently the C.O, of the 
15th Division was receiving daily roports from the officer at tho head cf the 
Group "X" Colonel Tzanof relative to the evolution and progress of the 
operations and facts generally. 

The C.O, of the 15th Division having completed thoso roports according 
to his lights submitted them to the C.O, cf the 5th Airy, 

Question: Since this is the moaning contained in the ordor cf tho Bulgarian 
Genorol Staff, placed before us, is it militarily possible for tho G,0. 
of tho 15th Division to be in ognorance of the doings cf tho detachments of 
his Division, in tho execution of the military ordor entrusted to him, and 
thus bo hold not responsible for tho doings, in transgroosion of tho 
internationally lawful execution of military operations, cf tho dotachnonts 
belonging to his Divisiont 

Answer: The answer to your quostion has boen given immediately and quite clearly 
in ansYAoring tho first question. But since you put me this quostion explicitly I 
am obliged to roport that the C.O, of the 15th Division, has not stopped even 
for a moment to exercise the command on tho detachmonts of his Division, 
composing Group "X”, Consequently ho had to, and he surely followed his 
abovo dotachraents in thoir every novomont and was informed at ovory moment af 
thb stato cf hiB detachments, with regard to tho discipline, supplios, state 
of health and wants generally. Moreover ho was obliged and surely ho must 
havo organized a system of transmission cf information of tho gonoral state 
of thoso detachmonts and the evolution and progress of tho operations. Surely 
every contravention of the international law and military rules would be brought 
to tho notice of the C.O, af the Division and he would have exoroisod the 
propor control and imposed the duo sanctions for evory deviation, if he *©re 
doing his duty scrupulously. Resuming my reply to your abovo question, I 
answer that it is not militarily comprehensible that tho C.O, of tho Division 
ha* not boen informed of the accidental transgressions of tho international 
lav; and consequently if such acts have been committed, and the C, 0. of tho 
Division emitted to impose the duo sanctions, he has failod in his military duty,

Axrj^ 

In Plraoua and in Hadji Kyria Keion Prison tho 5th Fobruary 1947. 

Quostion: Your nano eto, 

Tho witness declared hero that ha doos not spook Grook but spooks 
Bulgarian, fill owing which we appointed as interpreter Anastasios 
Anastasiou, Lioutonant of tho Greek General Staff who,, taking tho oath on the 
Holy Bible aooorcling to tho law swore that he would faithfully translate the 
Bulgarian text into Greok and vise vorsa. 

Reply. Ivon Ivanof Gologanof, I was born in Acro-Soohorl of SidorocaBtron 
(Krovasovon) and live in Sofia. I on 48 years of ago, an orthodox Christian, 
Colonel of .’ary Justice. 

Horowith tho witness swore on tho Holy Bible, according to article 124 
of tho Ponal Procedure, in tho event of his non-appearance in tho courts. 

Quostion: Do you know if etc. (hevas accordingly asked) 

Answer: I was obliged to cross the Grook frontier frcr.i Bulgaria because after 
tho Cannunists dominated qy country I was in clangor of , v life, not for toy other 
reason but that of oontrory political opinion. Together with nany other 
nilitary and civilians after tho domination of the Communists in Bulgaria wo 
were forcod to take to tho mountains where we ronainod 16 months and in the 
end an the 3rd Novonber 1946 I was forced to cross tho Grook frontier, as stated 
above, and tho following day, on the 4th Ncvembor, I gr.vo rysolf up to the polico. 
During the war I served as Legal Advisor of. Civil Mobilization with Sofia* as 
headquarters. During the course of the war I wont twice .to Monastir and SkCpla, 
travelling on loave in October 1942 and August 1943. At Monastir I not tho then 
C. 0, of the 15th Division, well known and friend of nine, Gonoral Marin of (Lt. 
Gcnorul) Ivan. I not hin sinply and as was natural wo did not discuss service 
or gonoral political natters, and oven if we did'discuss then I do not 
renombor now because I paid no attention to the discussions. Gonoral Marinaf 
when tho Government of Moraviof was formod in Bulgaria on tho 2nd Soptor.ibor 
1944, took ovor tho Ministry of War; after tho fall of Aoravief and the taking 
over by Goorgiev, who also declared war against Germany, Gonoral Marinaf took 
over tho Command of the Bulgarian army up to approximately Juno 1945, when ho 
took ovor the General inspection of the army of tor that was posted as Ambassador, 
in Paris, So far as I know before and during the war, officers, of tho 
Bulgarian army did not belong to particular political parties, with tho 
Governments of Moraviof and then Georgiov however tho greater part wore’attached 
to particular political parties. I am not avra.ro personally or from affioiol 
communications or documents whether the Bulgarian Government vras practising 
propaganda in Westorn Macedonia (Groek Macedonia) for political aims. I 
cannot however eoncoal that tho opinion was spread that Bulgaria was sooking 
tho annexation of Western Macedonia to Bulgaria and it followed naturally 
enough that she used appropriate moans of propaganda noccssary for the success 
of this purpose, I know that in Marinaf's Division at Honastir, Colonel 
Tsanof (also personally known to mo) vras sorving undor his orders, but I 
do not know if at the boginning of 1944 Tsanof, together with his regiment, 
vras ordered to ontor the Fiorina area which, at the timo, vras held by the 
Gormans, Colonel Tsanef is a very educated officer and he was considered 
oompotont to bring discipline to hie regiment, Cansoquontly, if Tsanof's 
roginont during his stay in Fiorina area, took to succoscivo and oontinuod 
acts of violonco burning vollages, killing poople etc. things which I am unable 
to ascortain, sinco I do not know af then, I must admit that thoso acts took 
place, with the knowledge of Tsanef, because it is not possible for no to rofuto 
that when Tsanef first had knowledge of then ho would not be able to stop then 
and establish discipline in his regiment. As I imagino, in evory army, so it 
is in tho Bulgarian, when onos section of the army is ordered oith r by the 
Ministry of Vfar or tho Gonoral Staff to act independently or to bo attached 
to another military unit, tho* Gonoral Staff will issuo orders to tho General 
in Command. Further, this last General in Command will give detailed orders 
to tho officer at tho head of tho unit vhich is dotachod which genorr.l and 
detailod orders tho officer in command is bound to conform. What orders tho 
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Ifc- < r stry of War or the General Staff gave to Marinof for Taanef'a regiment I 
am pot able to aay. Moreover I do not kn<X7 what further detailed orders 

Marinof gave to Taanef.I cannot however deny that if Taonof'a rogimont in tho 
Fiorina area in January 1944 ocnnitted crueltioa and that :‘in oonsoquonoe of 
theso ovon tho Germane aaked for hia recall, i nuat admit that those 
cruelties if thoy woro not committed bn Taanef's express orders thoy were done 
with his toleration and that Taanef showing suoh toleration must have been 
carrying out 2iarinaf 'a orders because he too had receivod then from Headquarters. 
In any case, knowing Marinof, his character was a go^d one and a mild one. 
Replying to your question, I must state that when I was infomod that Marinof 
was posted as Ambassador of Bulgaria in Paris it astonished me how ho, a 
military man, managod to become an Ambassador, My astonishment is justified 
by tho following - Before being made Ambaasadoo he was Inspector General 
of tho Airy, whioh post in Bulgaria is considered store docomtive than sought 
after and honourable. However, Marinof during the Boris regime was considered 
a royalist and not an anti-royalist like Genoral Stoitsof, who was posted as 
Ambassador in Washington. Stottsef from 1935 was retirod with the rank af 
Lieut, Colonel for his anti-rcyalist views. Consequently cy astonishment is 
Justified as to how Marinof was able to obtain a so sought after post, I 
therefore think, though I am not ablo to ascertain this, that he must have 
Joined tho SVENO party, 

I havo no more to state, !

Question: Name etc. 

Answer: LOLAS Petros, son of Antonios. I was born in Aotos of Mossinia and 
I live- in Athons, Bucharest Street 19, Age 40. Major of Gendarmorle, unraarriod 
and Christian, Orthodox. 

Ho took tho oath on the Holy Bible according to articles Nos. 121 and 1 21 
of the Penal Procedure in tho event of his non-appearanco in court. 

Question: Yfhnt ovonts and incidents led you to the conclusion that General 
Marinof is a war criminals, since tho 15th Bulgarian Infantry Division of whioh 
the C.O. was tho aforementioned General, did not occupy Groek soil? 

(The first paragraph of Document No, 5545-III“30-9-M> of tho Bulgarian Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs was road). 

Answer: It was shewn from every side that the General in question is a far 
criminal bocauso: 

a) From the tirao when ho was established in Hcnastir tho oforonenti.nod General 
Marinof became tho brains anu superintendent of tho other socrct arr.y of 
Bulgaria which, for four years, ccixnitted the most frightful atrocitios against 
the unarmed Greek population and the national aimed Groek rosistoncc against tho 
oonquorors in Greek (especially Western) Macedonia, 

Tho other arny of Bulgarin in question is as is known, tho agent and tho 
organ (Kcnitadjls and Ochronives) of the Bulgarian Komitate (v.M. R.0,) i.e. 
Intomal Macedonian Revolutionary Organisation - conspirators of the terrorising 
organisation of Ivan Michailof.., 

Tho fact that General Marinof was the representative of the Bulgarian 
Kcmitato, is made cloarly manifest, not from the writton orders of tho Genoral 
Army Staff of Bulgaria, bocauso tho II secret Bureau of this Staff would not 
make nown attempted plans etc. but is basod on certain ovents and incidents 
which, in short, I stato hereunder:- 







-/ comprised of 1.400 pro Bulgarian Koraittu^is, 

while General Marinoff personally proceeding to Kastoria 

r*. 

1) Tho official orgons of the Bulgarian Kcmitato, whioh appeared fran the 
Spring of 1941 in Western and Central Macedonia, as Lioutonant Kaltoof 
Captain and Professor of tho University of Sophia Dcutsof, Liout. Kostoff, 
Flight-Liout. Blontrenoff and hundreds of others, ceased thoir incursions into 
Salonica, and rarely from tho end uf 1942 and after, thoso of Western Macedonia . 
worked together with Major Mitkoff, Nirtseff etc. of tho Bulgarian Club in 
Salinica, because they all each wook visitod Marinoff in Monastir -

always worked together with General Marinof and with his diplomatic 

Counsollor D. Dimitrov sent to Monastir by tho Bulgarian Ministry cf Foreign 

Affairs, 

4) Tho proven criminal agents of the Bulgarian Comitate in murdering Grocks - 
as Salomboutis, Terpofski etcjiurdoreni of the Macedonian Captain Dailaki, 

were givon fugitive shelter by Kalstoff at Monastir, where they rocoivod highly 
honourod awards by tho servicos of Marinoff and thus avoided their capture 
by Greek Justice, 

B) It is shown that the aforementioned General Marinoff was tho representative 
of tho Bulgarian Kcmitate by the fact also that, whilo Major Nitkoff, dirootor 
of tho Bulgarian Club in Salonica, opposod the offers cf Kaltsoff, concerning 
the formation and arming by the ft alians of the fornod, in March 1943, Axis- 
Bulgarian Komitc.te /- the said Kaltsoff personally rocoivod tho approval of

Answer: Certainly - It was shown that in January-February 1944-, when the 
Bulgarian propaganda attempt for the foroed de-nationalisation of tho Greek 
people of Western Macedonia began to fail, because the Greek andartos had 
established themselvos masters of largo areas of Macedonia and when the victory 
of tho Allies showed on the Russian and Anglo-American fronts, then, through 
Kaltsof's operations with his German friends, tho 54th Regiment of the 15th 
Division under Colonel Tsanef was placed at tho disposal of its Gorman allies 
and tho Bulgarian Army wont fran Monastir to the Fiorina area* 

This regiment, owing to the fact that Colonel Tsanef was its C.O. and that 
he was superior in rank to the only thon existing in that area Gorman Major 
Kcnb and because the Bulgarian aim was to wipe out tho Groek population and at 
the sane tine to encourage the idea of tho Kcmitadjis and pro-Bulgarian 
Oohianitos inhabitants, operated indopondontly and at appointed distanoes from 
the Gorman armies 0 tho only one who simply acted as liaison between these armies 
(Goman and Bulgarian) was the DelegatoQCounsellor of tho OCHRANA organisation 
Lieut* Anton Kalstof, given that all foodstuffs, arms, changes of officers of the 
54-th Rogt, of Tsanef were referred direct to the Commander of tho 15th Division 
at Monastir, Genoral Marinof* Kalstef received the instructions and orders of 
Marinof in a manner that was both uneasy and troubloscmo, as ICalstef used to go 
daily from Fiorina to Monastir in a motor car de luxe covering tho distance 
in only 35 minutes - apart from Kalstef, two dispatoh ridCrs woro sent every 
afternoon to Monastir to kdop the C. 0. of the 15th Division in touch with 
Tsanef’s unit* 

Tho actions of Tsanef ’ s soldiers surpassed in their frightfulness all 
human mind arid thought - so much so that even tho Nazis, and their terrible servants 
the German S.S, , were aroused by tho appalling crimes of Tsanef s Bulgarian units, 
especially in they'illage of Flambouron, so that, without many formalities, 
the Gorman''Major Kcnb expelled from Groek Macedonia Colonol Tsanef and his 
”heroic" Bulgarian regiment* From the Judicial medical autopsies of the 
exhunod Greeks of tho village of Flambouror, killed by various and murderous 
instruments by Bulgarian soldiers, it was proved that the bodies of the 
"Greccuani” i. o. those who loved Groce had had their limbs cut off, for whioh 
the two lower-in rank Gorman officers present at the autopsy publipy swore 
against the Bulgarians, 

Tho protostatic ns of the Greek authorities and tho Greek people in no way 
moved ?iorinof and Kalstof - It is ovon not unlikely that . .arlnof praised those 
samo Bulgarian soldiers of Tsanef as these had carried out t’\© orders of tho 
V.H.R.O. and the Instructional Office of tho Bulgarian Genoral Staff, according 
to whioh they ought* To fight by the side of tho Gormans with the greatest 
determination until the onony (the Groek army) be destroyed or wholly taken 
prisoners” ”you must be pitiless in f®oe of the wiokod Greeks” oto. 
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Question III: Do you know whether Bulgarian «giments at any time oocupied 
the soil of Greek Macedonia west of the AXIOS river, and in this oase what do 
you know generally of their actions? 


(Hore to rood to the witness under exonination pare II of Doouinent No, 5545-111 
30-9-46 of the Bulgarian Ministry of Foreign Affaire addressed to the Vioe- 
Prosidont of the Allied Military Commission in Bulgaria), 

Answer: The entry and occupation by Bulgarian forces was not necessary in the 
region west of Axios of Greek Macedonia, because the irregular bawls of the 
Bulgarian army of the OCHRANA had been well organised by the Bulgarian Club of 
Salonioa which disposed of 50 active Bulgarian officers in uniform and at the 
head of these bonds of the OCHRANA, aotive all along tho rogLon west of the Axios 
wore Bulgarian officers despatched from Sofia (Bulgarian Gen. Staff via 
Monastir) and nearly all of these were under the ordors of Lieut. Kalstef who 
oarriod out tho duties of Delegate and Counsellor betwoon the OCHRANA and the 
German rogiraents and did not seriously take into account Hitsoff of the 
Bulgarian Club of Salonioa because he had Morinof as protootor and advisor - 
Also tho Bulgarian arty of occupation, east of the Axios and west of the Stryraon, 
were a worthy acquisition for the Gomans against Greeoo, as thus (end of 1943) a 
largo number of Gorman regiments wore dispensed with, and were transferred by air, as 
as has been proved, to the Eastern Front, against Russia, an Ally of Greece, 
given that at t e time the Bulgarians not yet oo-belligoronts of tho Allies, 
infliotod serious damage on the units of National Resistance noting under officers 
of tho Gendarmerie Tsantolouiag and Mitsou - Those units hod been fully 
organised with tho help of the British from the Middlo East, and thoy seriously 
disturbed and damaged the Oohranaitas and tho Germans - Unfortunatoly, however, 
thoy to re stopped booause thoy accepted (Nov. and Dec. 1943) a throo-porty frontal 
attack, from tho Bulgarian airy, the Gorman, reinforced by tho Ktaitadjis of 
the Oohrona, and finally by the andartos of tho SNOF in whose ranks those 
reignod, under tho < nask cf communism, a pro-Bulgarian olemont which come from 
the Ochronitos-KomitadJis of Kaltsof

feolingo of the inhabitants of that area, and its annexation, in due time, to 
Bulgaria, The Bulgarian officers who carried out this propaganda, under the mask of 
liaison officers with the Germans, were Marinof's tools; this lettor not only

Goneral Karinaff with whom the Comnittee was in ounstant touoh, oano to our village 
few days after some Slavo-Macedonlans of our village woro armed, and they became 
their chiefs, with the objoct of arming the other inhabitants against Greece and 
make then phanatic Bulgarians* Immediately they assumed service they mobilised 
all tho Slavo-Macodonians of tho village by force and supplied them with Bulgarian 
identity cards, they gave them an unlimited liborty and big authority to treat badly 
every Greek, They deprived us of our liberty and did not porrnit u r to cone out of 
cur ho. os without a perr.ission* They requisitioned many Greok housos as well as 
r\y houso which they transformed into a guard-house and so I remained in the streets; 
they obliged us to pay very heavy taxes in kinds which wore oolloctod by a 
Cccimdttoo whom they appointed with the nost phanatic Bulgarian speaking man of our 
village as chiefs of the comnittee, for the feeding of their aruod forpes* They 
made afton researches in our homes to find out partisans, and they plundered our 
fortunes, arrested without any reason Greeks, Imprisoned than and treated them 
badly. They firod at ry child Evanghclcs many times without killing him, and had 
he not hided himself he Would be lost. For the most hard obligatory work of the 
armed foroos they took and used us, work which we did ocnotines with cur oattle and 
sonetinos with our own hands, from fear, because they threatened us with the pistol 
in tho hands; they did whatever thoy liked, considered no one, they terrorised 
tho Greeks so much that we could not even go to our lands which we left 
uncultivated, nor could we work outside, and so they condemned us to death from 
starvation. In their gatherings thoy tried to take out of their hoorts all sign af 
Greek feeling, they told us that hero is Bulgaria, that Grcooe is henceforth dead, 
and your interests ore only with Bulgaria, Macedonia haB boon taken for Bulgaria 
of which the Committee also fixed the boundaries, and that within a short tine a help 
oomposod of Bulgarian soldiers would arrive on the spot,

Bearing of the Italian Peaon Treaty on 
the position of Italian v/ar criminals, 

(Note by the Seoretary to Comnittee III, on a 
conference with Monsieur Maillard), 




Today I received the visit of Monsieur Maillard, who asked 
fear my opinion on the following questions: 


1, Will the Contoission oontinue listing Italian war criminals when 
the Italian Peace Treaty oomes into foroe? Will the lists of Xtalian 
v/ar criminals be communicated to the Italian Government? The exact 
date of this communication. 


2. What is the value of listing Italian war criminals by the Commission 
in view of the now machinery envisaged in the Italian Peaoo Treaty? 


3. Can, when the Italian Treaty oomes into force, Italian prisoners of 
war be tried by Allied authorities in whose custody they are without 
the approval of the Italian Government? 


4. Can, when the Italian Peace Treaty oomes into foroe, Italian war 
criminals, who are in the custody of States different from the State whiah 
demands them and who are on the United Nations War Crimes Commission lists* 
bo handed over by the custodian Government to the demanding Government 
without approval of the Italian Government? 


I replied to MonsieuiMaillard's questions in my personal capacity 
as follows: 

Regarding 1 : I believe the Conmission will oontinue listing persona 
of Italian nationality acoused of war crimes. 

The question whether the existing lists of Italian v/ar criminals 
and future lists, if any, are to be comnunioated to the Italian Government 
is q question of policy, not a question of law, and will have to be 
deoided by the Conmission. 


Regarding 2 : The value of listing v/ar criminals consists, under the 
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prooodure envisaged in the Peaoe Treaty, in the fact that the four Ambassadors 
in Rome, who decide disputes concerning the application of Artiole 45 of the 
Peace Treaty, have no machinery for t’ae examination whether there is a prina 
faole case of a war orime and will certainly find the examination of 
individual oases by the Commission useful in arriving at a final decision. 

Regarding 3 : Artiole 71 of the Peace Treaty provides that Italian 
prisoners of war shall be repatriated as soon as possible in aooordanoe vdth 
arrangements agreed upon by the individual Powers detaining them and Italy. 

In my view this provision must be interpreted as subjeot to the 
exception which is irapliod in Artiole 45, namely, that persons aooused 
of war crimes in the wider sense need not be repatriated, if they are being 
tried for war crimes or serving a sentence therefore. If Italy is under 
the obligation to apprehend and surrender for trial persons accused of 
having committed, ordered or abetted war orimes, even if they are under Italian 
jurisdiction, it follows that Italy has not the right to insist on the 
repatriation of such persons if they happen to be in Allied custody. Any 
other interpretation would lead to the absurd result that an Italian prisoner 
of war, who is, e.g,, in French custody, would have to be repatriated by France 
to Italy under Artiole 71 of the Peace Treaty, in order to be then surrendered 
by Italy to Franoe under Artiole 45.

Note by the Secretary to Caanlttee III on a conference with

To-day I received a visit from the Greek representative 
Monsieur Dinitsas, who asked for r.\y opinion on the question to 
whom requests for the extradition of Bulgarian war criminals will 
have to be addressed when the Bulgarian Peace Treaty comes into 
force. 

The relevant provision is Art. 5 of the Bulgarian 
Peace Treaty, which corresponds to Art. 45 of the Italian Peace 
Troaty. 

In paragraph 1 of Article 5 it is provided that 
Bulgaria shall take all necessary stops to ensuro the apprehension 
and surrender for trial, inter alia, of persons accused of having 
ca.nit ted war crimes. The second paragraph of Article 5 says that 
at the request of the United Nations Government concerned, Bulgaria 
shall likewise make available as witnesses persons whoso evidence 
is required. Particularly from the word "likewise", used in 
paragraph 2, it seems to follow that it is Bulgaria (i.e. the 
Bulgarian Government) which has to moke available the persons 
concerned and to take the necossary steps. The Peace Treaty 
providos, therefore, in my opinion that request for tho surrender 
of war criminals will have to bo addressed to the Bulgarian 
Government. 

Disputes arising out of Article 5 of the Peace Troaty 
will bo decided under its paragraph 3, by tho Heads of the 
Diplomatic Missions in Sofia of tho Soviet Union, tho United 
Kingdom and the Unitod States, 

I agroed with Monsiour Dinitsas that it vrould bo 
appropriate to discuss this question in the meeting of the Co.mission 
to be held on the 26th March 1947, in connection with tho 
related problems arising out of the Italian Peace Troaty which 
aro being dealt with in the Joint Report by Co nittees I and III,

I quite understand that the Commission’s decision in no way 
prejudges the guilt or innocence of General MARINOV, and that he has 
simply been entered in the list of persons accused of war crimes. 

Nevertheless, I venture to ask you for certain explanations 
regarding the legal consequences of this decision, 

1, Is the Greek Government entitled to institute proceedings against 
General MARINOV for a war crime only if he has first been entered on the 
list of persons charred with being war criminals, or can the above- 
mentioned Government institute them independently of such a decision? 

2. Is the Greek Government, founding itself on a decision of the 
Commission, entitled to demand the extradition of General MARINOV cnly 
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from States signatories of the Convention of St. James's, or also from 
States regarded as former satellites of C rmany? 

As regards the final paragraph of the Commission's reply, 

I believe that I am interpreting it oorreotly as meaning that the 
Commission's decision is not final and that it was only adopted having 
regard to the present position of the question. If, then, at any time, 
General MARINOV or the Bulgarian Government should be in a position to 
submit documents to the Comnission in reply to the accusations made by 
the Greek Government, is it the oase that the Conmission would still be 
disposed to examine them, to reconsider the question, and to nullify its 
deoision, if the documents submitted were such as to convince the Members 
of the Commission?

I, Field-Marshal- General Maximilian Freiherr von Y/EICHS, at present in 
Nuremberg Court Prison, aged 65 , am cognizant that I shall render myself 
punishable if I make an untrue affidavit. I declare in lieu of oath that 
my statement oorrespcnds to the truth and that it was made for the 
purpose of being used as proof before a oourt. 

Uhen the German Army entered Yugoslavia in April, 1941, I was 
commander-in-chief of the 2nd Army. The troops moving in the direction 
of Belgrade were in iqy area of command. 

In the plan of campaign it hod been provided that the regiment 
"Grossdautsohlond" under the leadership of Colonel Hunold von Stookhausen 
should capture or oocupy Belgrade. Contrary to the given orders, however, 
the SS Division "Das Reioh" pushed forward and oaptured the capital. 

Immediately on the news hereof I was notified that a number of 
sentries of the SS Division had been shot overnight by civilians and that 
the SS Division thereupon had proceeded to take severe oounter-aotion. 

I was particularly interested in having the SS Division leave 
Belgrade again. The order was given that the regiment "Grossdeutsohland" 
should enter Belgrade and relieve the SS Division, This order was carried out. 

As far as I know, no death sentenoes against inhabitants of the 
oountry nor shootings of hostages were ever carried out by the regiment "Gross- 
deutsohlond". whether the possible execution of death sentences whioh had 
been passed by courts of the SS Division took place in the period during 
whioh the SS Division was Just being relieved by the regiment "Grossdeutsohland" 
is not known to me. If this was the oase, Colonel v. Stookhausen 
certainly did not have anything to do with these executions. The S3 oourts 
were independent. They were not even placed under me as coranander-inrkshief 
of the Army but under the Reichsftihrer SS directly. The regiment Gross¬ 
deutsohland" was an elite troop of picked officers and men. This regiment 
was in every respect under my control, also with regard to Jurisdiction,

St. got a fracture of skull. After this aooident, he was unconscious for 
several hours. In the following days, memory had absolutely gone and he 
oc'ild not remember any events that happened just before. The injury of the 
brain has been very hard. Some days later, an effusion of blood arose below 
both his eyes - as a sign of a bone fracture of the basis of the skull. 
Hearing on the right ear was impaired. The patient suffered from sleepless¬ 
ness, sensibility in a high degree, degradation of his memory,, permanent 
head aches, and vertigo in turning his head.

By repeated and solid medical examinations, specialists stated the fracture 
of the right temple bone (os petrosum), - The left radius-reflex has been' 
inoreased and disturbances of the deep sensibility and of equilibriisn were to 
be found out. 


On account of his injuries of brain, (brain contusion!) whiflh have been 
objectively and olearly prooved, Mr. v. St. has been classified to the group 
of "heavy wounded", degree of injury III. 


By these different hurts of the skull, as well of the brain, memory and 
ability of concentration are diminished and creased in a high degree. 

Psyohio alterations have been observed also during his stay in our hospital. 

According to medical opinion, Mr. v. St. will not be able to take part in a 
difficult discussion longer that, one hour with attention. Furthermore he is 
not able to follow a orosa-examination.

Dr. Gassauer seems to bo on the list of War Criminals and 
his extradition .appears to be demanded by the Czechoslovak Representative 
in London, on the United Nations War Crimes Cormission. 


Dr. Gassauer is an Austrian subject, born on September 12th, 

1901, in Tschermich, Czechoslovakia. Up to 1936 he was employed in a 
lawyer’s office in Austria and on May 9th, 1936 he moved to his father- 
in-law in Czechoslovakia. There he fell sick and went to Munioh to 
relatives of his, \Aiere he worked until April, 1930 as a clerk with a welfare 
organisation. In 1938 he was appointed assistant judge, on August 1st, 

1939 he became "Antsgerichtsrat in Zivilsaohen", He was employed with 
the oensorship authorities and had to censor the mail of Czechoslovak 
prisoners as he is conversant with the Czech language. He treated the 
Czechoslovak prisoners in such a manner that ho was comonly called the 
"ondol z Mnichova" (angel of Munich). He employed them for instance at 
#orkB at the Menagerie Iiellabrunn, gave their relatives frequent permits 
of visiting them, allowed them to receive parcels, etc. He was hailed 
by the prisoners wherever he net then at their outdoor work. 


He con refer to rvmy witnesses who v/ould confirm his statements. 

One of the witnesses is Mrs. Karla Dufkova who con testify that her father 
was transferred on Dr, Gassauer ’3 instructions from the prison in Munich to 
the prison in Landsberg a/Lech in order to delay his prosecution. She oan 
further testify that he allowed her to speak to her father, althou^i he had 
been expressly forbidden by tlic superior authorities to grant 3uch 
permission. 

Against hi3 wish he was ordered on MarAa 4th, 1942 to serve in 
Czechoslovakia, He was v^ry helpful to the Czechoslovak prisoners there as 
well. A Czechoslovak officer called Mr. Dudak dedicated a picture to hin as 
a token of hi3 gratitude. A Czech policeman called Snevajs was aoquitted by 
Dr, Gassauer inqpite ol .'.aotmctionj to the contrary.

This pole on the 26th 
May 1942 had knocked down rnv husband on our yard from behind with a 
heavy iron ohain (coy chain) seriously irjiring him on the baok of 
the head. 

The pole had already repeatedly given reason for oomplaint 
on aooount of his violent character. It was already intended to lay 
him off, but due to hia requests he was finally not dismissed. Again 
on the 26th May 1942 he adopted a threatening attitude towards myself 
as he was dissatisfied with a slioe of white bread forming part of 
his provision, one side of which hud begun to dry. I called mv 
husband who was in the cow house for help. My husband very aunty 
said to the pole: "Leo 3 top that noise. If you don*t like the 
sausage brfcad you go to the acre without it. H With these words my 
husband left the kitchen and the pole was expeoted to aooornp&ny him 
to the acre. On crossing the yard the pole walking behind my husband 
caught a heavy iron cow ohuin and with it struck my husband over the 
baok of the head 30 that he oollapsed streaming with blood. The pie 
ran away to the open country but was brought to a stand by several 
people two hours later. 

The mean assault on nay husband became known in the village 
very soon and the pole was arrested by a polioe official whose name I 
believe was PAULY and who had been informed by the population.

informed the police station nor any authorities of the incident* Only 
one month later my husband was cross-examined on the assault by a 
Kriminolrat (criminal adviser) whose name was* as far as I remember* BACH, 

Then* about 10 months later* this pole was hanged by the 
G e stapo Aachen in the presence of the Kreisleiter of Erkelenz* the 
Ortsgrvqppenleiter BAUMANNS of Holzweiler and numerous political leaders* 
as well as the poles engaged in the district. 

Now, after my husband’s arrestment people here say: "How 
is it that the innocent Henncs (ipy husband) is arrested while it is 
BAUMANNS fault.

• During the war Dr. Niethommer thought himself bound to do 
military servioe. As he had not been accepted by other formations 
cxiring to his advanced age, he finally vent to Waffen • S3 after he 
had been assured that ho should be detailed to a motorised unit. He 
was convinced that at Waffen - 8S regular military servioe was done. 

But, as it were, Dr, Niethanmer, after having been given pre lim i n a r y 
military training was detailed to the guard-personnel at Auaohwith 
Concentration Comp in Poland. He immediately protested against this, 
pointing out that suoh an unworthy task oould not be exaoted from 
him. By his protests he succeeded, after a short while, in being 
given a longer furlough for soientifio work. When his leave was over 
and he was called back to Auschwitz, he was given, on his urgent request.

oamps. All who know Dr. Hiethammer assure from deepest convict ion 
that it was altogether impossible far him to have taken part in any 
notion which could justify a punishment far a orirae against humanity. 
That Dr. Niethnnmer, himself, had a good oonsoionoe results from 
the following faots; after the war was over Dr. Niothanmer applied 
to Military Government by intermediation of Dr. von Jordans, 

Director of the Zoologloal Museum at Bonn, pointing out, by his own 
free will, that he temporarily had been at Auschwitz. He was 
advised to go into a oarap in order to have his oase cleared xp. 

Enclosed I submit a oortifloate issued on 5 March 1947 by the 
Intelligence Section, Bonn, from whioh results that Dr. Niethanmer 
on his own free will reported on 320 Field Security Section. There 
will hardly be a better proof for a good oonsoionoe. 

As a matter of fact Dt. Niethanmer was delivered to the 
Polish Government in November 194-6. I have already submitted the 
exonerating proofs, as attached to this letter, also to the Chief 
Publio Prosecutor at the Highest People's Court at War show, reference 
no. Prok NTN. 1077/47* i.V. Dr, CXHIIAN, and I have reoeived his 
confirmation that the documentary proof vrould be given consideration. 

If I once more apply to tho United Nations War Crimes 
Cotnission all the same, I would ask not to take this as if I have 
doubted the falmeBS of jurisdiction in Poland. I have the oenfidenoe 
that the Polish Courts will pass judgment on the principles whioh are 
observed by all civilised states, in spite of tho special 
psychological situation of the Polish people, 

* ; . r , t • 

If I oonsider the exonerating documents for Dr. Nlethamoer 
I can look with confidence to the Trial ahead. But still the decision 
might be brought about quioker if the United Nations War Crimes 
Oanmlssion, too, would give this oase a special turn. If the 
examination of the oase of Dr, Niethammer should confirm that a guilt 
cn his part oould not bo proved, it is dosirqble that Dr. Niethamner 
be sent book to Germany as soon as possible. Dr. Niethonnser will 
be sentenced in Gemany in so far he belonged to an organisation 
whioh was declared as criminal by the Judgnent of the International 
Court at Nuremberg. I am convinced, however, that he is not to be 
sentenced for a Crime .against Hunonity, oonmitted against Polish 
nationals, and that for this reason his return to Germany should be 
given consideration. 

Of all the written evidence attached I would ask to give 
special attention to the written ovidenoo given by Dr. VON JGRDBJ3 
and dated 8 February 1947 from which it fe seon that numerous British, 
Belgian, and Amerioan scientists stand up for Dr. Niethammer.

It appeared to 
me so lnjust that I, precisely, the youngest should stay home (two 
of my elder brothers had already taken part in the first world-war) 
that I thought it was my duty to volonteer for a front-line-employment. 
Being a former sports-pilot I put myself to the disposal of the Qeitaan 
Air Foroe. I was not' aooepted however because the German Air Fores ~ 
nod & sufficient number of airmen. Later lateiln 1959 or early in 
1940 I once more offered my seryioes as a pilot, that was on the adrioe 
of a men I knew directly to the Uinistery of Aviation of the Reich. 
FTon them I received a letter datod 6 March in whioh my application was 
turned down, i.e. in the following words: "Answering your application 
dated 51 January 1940, subject training for a pilot or on assistant 
observator you are informed that, though oredit is given to your 
readiness for the war-effort, it must be refused to take you into 
training os an aviator owing to your having passed the limit of age. ■ 

i I am In possession of the original of this letter from T&eichsaiaiater 
er Luftfahrt und Oberbefehlshaber der Luftwaffe" - Minister of the 
Reich for Ablation and Supreme Commander of the German Air Faroe".) 


Meanwhile I got an appointment os chief of department at the 
Museum for Natural History at Vienna, which I overtook on 1 April 1540. 
There, i tried far the last time to be aooepted by the German Air Faroe, 
but in vain this time too. Therefore I made up my mind to apply to 
another of the three services. But I was neither admitted to the ao.&o* 
nor to the infantry. At the beginning of June I accompanied a friend 
who joined the ao.ao. at Aspem, With the oonsent of the o.o. of the 
oonpany I joined this company, but was sent home the very next day 
on the protest of the batallion-oonraander as my transfer was not made 
in the official way by Wehrbezirkskommando. 


Shortly after I was informed by people I knew that Waffea*S0 
admitted volunteers. As all ny endeavours had been vain hitherto 
X now applied to Waffen-S8 for a front-line-employment at whioh occasion 
it was expressly promised to me that I should be detailed to a motorised 
unit. On this application 1 received, an order to report to Oranienburg 
Concentration Camp in the end of September 1940 . When 1 arrived 
there on 15 October 1940 I was moved the very some day to Ausotsrits 
Concentration Comp of whioh I not even knew the name at that time. 

There X was given preliminary military training in one of the oaapenlo* and 
thereafter, I was sent on Christmas-leave. Although our company had 
been premised by our superior offloers (even up to OberfUhrer GLUCKS) 
several times that, after the preliminary training had cane to on end, 
we should be transferred from Ausohwits to a regular unit, we were kept 
back at Auschwitz, even early in the year 1941, and were employed, the 
others as well os I, far guard-duty at Auschwitz Concentration Camp In 
spite of ny having appliea for service in a motorised unit and in spite 
of ny repeated inquiries to that end. For this reason I at once 
took my yearly leave of a fortnight whioh I was entitled to (that was 
from the end of January to the beginning of February), and thereafter a 
work-leave of four weeks (i was not allowed a longer leave) in order to 
continue ny work with the Manual of German Ornithology ("Handbubh der 
deutsohen Vogelkunde") .at Vienna Muaerjn. When I had to return to 
Ausohwits at the end of March f "suggested to ray superior officer to 
let ms do soientifio work (in ornithology), in exchange for whiah X 
undertook to set up a collection of local birds for the school. T^is 
was approved. 


From May 1941 I oould completely dedicate myself to the 
ornithological exploration of the district of the Woiohsel-Sola. collecting 
birds also for the Museums at Bom and Vienna and being exempt from any 
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kUA of guard-duty. Nevertheless X endeavoured to be given '***" 
leave at often at poeiible In order to oa ipl ete my K#n»l of Gernan 
Ornithology". In this X succeeded for teveralUntt (September 
and Noveaber 1941 to the end of February 1942). 

During tuoh a work-leave X took up oantaot *(tth the n Xai#er- 
WUheln Xnetitute for Biology at BerUn-Dahlem", director Prafettor 
7 r its v, WETT STEIN who tuoaeeded in having me detailed from Ausoherits 
to the German Supreme Command of the Armed-Toroes (O.K.W.), Scientific 
Divieion for the poriod between 1 April and 31 August 1942.. K®re 
I wag seoonded at a zoologist to a ReBeareh-Detaohmen t tor Biology fog. 
the Paloponneae being busy, from April to July 1942. at omlttolQfd.it 
in Greece. After haring returned to Vienna I started ray publioatioit 
about tbia work,

In September 1942 X had tojsturn to Auschwitz onoe more 
and took up ny ornithological work there again. But as early at at

During the two years, when I was tied to Ausohwitz, I had issued 
to publications about the ornithological world of the distriot there: 
Observations about the Ornithologioal World (Peobaohtunger flber die Vogel- 
welt von AusohvTitz) in the Annals of the Museum of Natural History at 
Vienna, Vol, 52, 1941. and Supplement to the Ornithologioal Observations 
in Eastern Higher Silesia ("Naohtrag zu den Ornitholog. Beobaohtungen 
in Ost-Obersohlesien), published os above Vol. 53 1942. In addition 
I finished the III. and last volume of the Manual of German Ornithology 
at that time. 


In October 1942 I left Auschwitz holding the rank of an 88- 
Sturmann (equivalent to Lance-Corporal), I had not been promoted 
tblere, incite of, or possibly beoause of my soientifio work, not even 
after these two years. 




At the speoial team "K" at Er. Sohfifer I now became 

- whloh means "oxport offioer" - (Faohftfhrer) 
and was promoted to 88-Obersturmftthrer (?) on 1 May 3 
on the grounds of ny position as a scientist, This rank, however, I 
held as zoologist exclusively, for the rest I remained 8S-8tumann 
of Waffen-3S. 


Dr, Sohtffer gave me leave, to begin with, for the ornithologioal 
preparations for an expedition to the Kaukasus Mountains, I oonpiled, 
only from printed sources, an "Ornithology of the Kaukasus" (Vogelwelt 
des Kaukasus) whioh was never published in print owing to the look of 
my personal experiences and Observations, For meanwhile the Kaukasus- 
Mountains were eve cun.ted by the German troops, and the Speoial Teem "K" 
oould not start. Thu Team however oontlnued to exist and was allowed to 
do soientifio work during that time.

I, myself, used this time to continue my work on the birds 
oolleoted on Crete and on the Feleponnese, about whioh I published the 
following nrtioles:

At that time I sent a special oopy of the latter 
publication to a British oolleagae who had been on Crete and now 
was a prisoner of war at Eiohstedt-Comp, Franken, Gemary, (2nd 
Lieutenant Buxton). My publication came to England via Ltn* 

Button and the Red Crows where it was conmented in an ornithological 
Review. 

Several minor publications of zoology followed. Eventually 
at the beginning of the year 1945> I published a larger work of 
about 100 pages which was in its main parts based upon live observations 
made by the late zoologist Rud. Zinwermann: "The ornithological 
world of the District of Lake Neusiedel" ("Die Vogolwelt des Neusiedlcr- 
Seo-Gobiot3"), published 1944 as a special volume of the finals of 
the Museum of Natural History at Vienna. 

In May 1944 when the special team "K H was to be dissolved 
I was transferred to Berlin as zoologist to the Institute of Hygiene 
of Waffen - SS whore I was riven the task to collect snakes in 
Bulgaria for the production of serum against snake-bites far the German 
and Bulgarian Forces, Besides, I collected in Dulgarla, during the 
summer 1944, small mammals and birds . I wrote two essays, apart from 
minor publications, about the results, a work whioh kept me busy until 
Christmas 1944-. 

"Zur Systematik bulgarisoher SiCugetiere" 

"Zur bulgarischen Vogelkundo". 

B 0 th publications were not published in print any longer, 

In January 1945 I was sent to Trieste in or$Ler to examine the 
caves of the District of Karst with regard to its fauna and to find 
out their suitability for the accomodation of troops and the storing of 
provisions for the troops. 

In April 1945 I was to report to Berlin hut I could not get 
there as the way was blocked in the meantime by Amerioan and Russian 
troops, 

I therefore reported to a unit of the T7ehrmacht in Zaxony 
(269 Division, Regt. Althoff which was originally a unit for smoke 
screening but which was employed here as infantry). From 22 April 
to 8 May I took part in the fighting against Americans and Russians 
in the district of Mittweider-Dtfoeln-MtlgeIn. After the armistice I 
drove to western Germany on a bicycle. 

Outside Germany (in Greece and Bulgaria) I always had 
purely scientific tasks like during the whole of the war with the 
above mentioned exceptions (military training and, in total, about 
6 weeks, guard-duty and fighting at the end of the war). 

I joined the N.S.-Farty in 1937. This was approved not 
only by my next higher superior, Dr, v. JORDANS (now director of 
Jjonn Museum) but he fourel it justified, in the interest of a prosperous 
development of the work at the M u seum. Besides I was a member of 
the NSKK from the end of 1933 to 1936, but was discharged owing to 
constant absenteeism. Therefore I only was an NSKK-Sturmann, Within 
the party I had no office whatever, not even as a deputy# I had 
not even a ticket of membership. 

Twice it was suggested to me to apply as an expectant for a 
commission at Waffen-SS (SS-Offioer), under the condition that I 
went out of the church. I refused. Likewise I was told at the 
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SSWfcerabaohnitt Nieder-Donau, when I applied, in 1940, for admittance 
to 'TOffen-SS* that I ahould. be taken over by the General SS after the 
vrar in view of n\y standing as a well-known ooiontist, and that I 
was considered rn applicant up to then. 

As a former airman I ahould be taken over by the NSFK. 

Here, however, I have never been on duty nor Have Ipaid fees so that 
I do not know whether if has oorae off at all, 

I have never had anything to do at all with other 
organisations of the party (with the exception of HAP and NSV),

CROWCASS was set up under SHAEF to be a main registry and 
information agency to assist War Crimes Investigation and Security 
Servioes. It eventually had, in Paris, a 3taff of 10 offioers:- 
1 Colonel, 1 Lt. Col., 1 Major and 1 Capt.- American, 1 Lt. Col., 

1 Major and 2 Captains - British, 2 French Polioe Officers and 350 
French employees. 

Shortly after reoornaenoing operations under the Legal 
Directorate Alliod Control Authority in Berlin it built up a staff of 
6 Officers:* 1 Lt. Col. 1 Major American; 1 Lt. Col 1 Major and 2 
Captains British; 12 other Ranks (American and British) and 185 
German employees. Once the Back-Log of some 70,000 documents hod been 
cleared the policy was to reduce staff by means of streamlining operations, 
and inproved methods of processing incoming reports and information. 

Despite an average inflow of 3one 12,000 documents a month 
it has been possible to reduce the staff to 3 Offioors:- 1 Major, 1 
Oapt. British and 1 Capt. American, and 9 other Ranks (5 British and 
4 American) and 80 German employees. There ore in addition Amerioon 
and Frenoh liaison officers with small staffs attached. These 
liaison officers have provod to be very valuable and have greatly 
helped CROWCASS and tho War Crimes Groups they represent. 



The target date set by the American and British Military 
Authorities for the conclusion of War Crimes trials, is Deo 31st 47 
with a possible extension of 3 months to Mar 31st 1940. 

Tho United Nations War Crimes Commission is also contemplating 
the closing down of its major activities in late 47» or early 1946* TftLS 
is at present under discussion by the United Nations W a r Crimes Comnisalon 
and it is hoped to get a definite answer in the near future. The 
foiled Nations War Crimes Commission are also holding discussions with 
the United Nations Organisation on the eventual use and disposition of 
the U n ited Nations V/ar Crimes Caunission and its dossiers. 

As the V/ar Crimes Gr'Aips of the American and British a- thorities • 
and the United Nations War Crimes Commission arc the three main using 
agencies of CROWCASS (accounting for 75$ of the Organization's work) it ifl 
thought that the eventual disposition of CROWCASS records should be 
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seriously discussed nor. This should be done In order that, before 
the withdrawal of British and American military personnel who new operate 
CROWCASS, the neoords may be set up in such a form that they ore readily 
available for easy reference and that oopies of its reoords are placed 
in the hands of suoh organisations as may be deemod necessary*

Since reoomenoing operations in Berlin, CROWCASS has 
processed 155,000 documents. 

CRQ7CASS records are complete and up to date, and the 
organization is dealing w ith all inooning requests, reports, information 
letters, eto., which as previously stated average 12,000 a month, 
without building up any Daok-Log. 


(It) FUTURE OPERATIONS AND OUTLOOK. 

The tempo, at the moment, is hi$u and will probably increase 
over the next few months, as the British and Amerioan authorities 
increase the pressure of their uporations to oloar up War Crimes trials 
and investigations. The French Authorities are also now carrying out 
an extensive progrnme in connection with War Crimes which inoludes 










screening all their P.O.W, against the CR0WGA53 Consolidated Wanted 
List* . This trill add to the inflow of work, but, together with the 
efforts of the British and American Authorities, should reduce the 
number of persons wanted for War Or lass very considerably. (The 
Soviet do not use CR0.7CASS at present and it is doubtful whether they 
evex will), 

CR07GASS trill follow up its' Consolidated Wanted List with 
SUPPLEMENTS at regular intervals giving additional names of persons 
wanted and amendments to the Consolidated Wanted List in the form of 
names of persons sinoe detained, no longer wanted or otherwise disposed 
of. Then in October it is hoped to publish a further Consolidated 
Wanted List whiah would be the last but one. 

The final Consolidated Wanted List should be published in 

Jan 1946. 


Detention Lists will also be published from time to time as 

neoossary. 

Normal information will continue to bo provided to all using 
agencies and War Crimes Groups of all Allied Nations, the United 
Nations War Crimes Cocmission, Office Chief of Counsel for War Crimes, 
Nurriberg, Intelligence Division^/Branohes, Publio Safety (Special Branch), 
I.A., and 0. Divisions, Combined Travel Board, and other Interested 
Authorities. 

It is anticipated that by the end of 1947 or early 1946 
the major work of CR0W0ASS will have been aooaaplished and It will be 
possible to set it up in a smaller form with a very small staff to 
provide suoh information ns will be required in the future. The 
best form would probably be a single alphabetical card index containing 
all the names now separately contained in the GROWOASS Wanted and

(o) It is considered that those.War Criminals still at large 
in the world constitute a threat to the peace and safety 
of the world. Therefore it is felt that the eventual hone 
for GRO./CA2& records should be in the United Nations 
Organization as they must be finally responsible for 
insuring that the world is rid of persons who because of 
their criminal activities in connection with War Crimes, 

Crimes against Peaoe and Crimes against Humanity are a 
menace to U.N.O. and all its* activities in pursuit of 
World Peaoe. 



In conclusion it is our opinion that:- 

(a) CROWCASS records in their present form, possibly together 
with the United Nations War Crimes Commission dossiers, 
should be handed over to U.N.O. in 1943. 

(b) CROWCASS Should set up a single alphabetical oard name 
index for use of the Allied Control Authorities in 
Germany. 

(o) Zone Coaaonders in particular and all Allied National 
War Crimes Authorities should be pressed to inform 
CRG'CASS as quickly as possible of the names of all 
persons wantod and detained by them so that CR0WQAS3 
may be of the greatest possible service to all in 
expediting the oonoluBion of War Crimes Investigations 
and trials.

In 1941 I was on Oberloutnant and Ordonnansoffisior in the 
regimental staff of the Regiment "Groasdeutsohland". In April 
1941 the Regiment belonged to the XQQTZ Pansorkorps. She S3» 
Division Tieioh" was part of the above-named Korps as 2. Division,

After the marohing into IUgosl'avla the Korps oooupled the Ban&te. 

Our Regiment lay in the area from Kikinda to the Danube, The 
regimental centre of command lay in Fanoevo. 

During the first days of the occupation of Fanoevo. several sentries 
of the SS-Divleion "Reich” were shot at ni£it. She S3 - if I 
remember oorreotly - thereupon arrested 16 Zoetnik-leaders in 
Fanoevo. A court-martial of the Division "Reioh" passod the 
sentence of death on those 16 prisoners. The condemned persons 
were also executed. 

Neither one of the members of the Regiment "Grossdoutsohlond" nor 
its commander, Gol, von Stookhauson had anything io do with this 
matter. According to my oonvintion Col. von Stockhausen did not 
have the possibility either to prevent the measures ordered by the 
83-Division “Reioh” or to influenoe the course of the events in any 
way.

By request, I on making tho following voluntary affidavit. 

In April, 1941, the X2XXI Fonzer-Korps occupied the Ban&te after 
the Invasion in Yugoslavia, The Regiment Grossdeutsohland had 
ocoupled the area from Kikenda to the Danube. The regimental 
centre of command lay in Panoevo. in the occupation of the 
Banate the 2nd Division of thdXXXXI Panzer-Korps, the S8-Division, 
"Roioh" overlapped with the Regiment "Grossdeutsohland" but with 
its bulk held the Y/e stern Banate, 

In Panoevo there were also parts of the SS Division "Reich", 

During tho first days of the occupation of Panoevo several 
sentries of the SS Division "Reioh" were shot at night. As far at 
I remember, about 16 Zcetnik-leadera in Panoevo were arrested as 
a retaliating measure. A court martial of the SS-D1vision 
*TReioh" passed the sentence of death on these Zootnik-leaders, 

As far as I remember 9 persons (among them 1 woman) were hanged 
and seven persons were shot. 

To my knowledge, the then commander of the Regiment "Gj.ossdeutaah- 
land", Oolonel von Stookhousen had nothing to do with this 
matter. The arrests and court-martial were carried through by 
the SS Division "Reioh", As far as I remember the execution was 
carried out by the so-called "Volksdoutsohe Folizel", 

In tho lost days of April 1941 the Regiment "Grossdeutsohland" 
was transferred to the area Troppau/Sudotcn^nu. 

I was at that time with tho staff of the Regiment "Grossdeutsoh¬ 
land" as a technical advisor,

I am directed by Mr. Secretary Bevin to refer to the 
case of the German Colonel Hesselmann, who was arrested in the 
British Zone of Germany on 13th February, 1947, because his name 
was Included an the United Nations War Crimes Commission lists -on 
a charge brought by the French Government in connection with 
the murder of the French General Mesney, who had been abducted 
from the Konigstein Prison Camp of which Hesselmann was 
Commandant. Hesselmann was handed over to the French authorities 
in aooardanoe with the established procedure on 23th February 
1947* It is understood, he died la-custody in the French Zone 
on 25th March 1947, 

Representations were made to H.M, Government regarding 
Colonel Hesselmann by Lord John Hope M.P. in the House of Commons 
on 6th August 1947, and an undertaking was given by the Under 
Secretary of Stato for Foreign Affairs that any evidenoe, which 
Lord John Hope could produce, as to the character and iimooenoe 
of Colonel Heiselmann, would be forwarded to the United Nations 
War Crimes Ooemlssion, with a request that the oase should be 
reoonsidered. 

Enclosed are a oopy of an affidavit made by Colonel 
Hesselmann 1 8 widow, stating that he was ill in hospital at the time 
of the death of General Mesney, and an affidavit by the Earl of 
Hopetoun, testifying to Colonel Hesselmann’s good treatment of 
prisoners of war. 

I am to request that the United Nations War Crimes Ocnmission 
should, in the li^\t of this evidenoe, reoonsider the case of Colonel 
Hesselmann, and if satisfied as to his innocence, remove his name 
from the lists.

for your consideration of the case of Doctor HANS BAUER

2, As former agent of the Deuxifeme Bureau, apprehended 

in Vienna by the Geheimstaatspolizei of the 7th. of July, 

1939, and subsequently sentenced to death by the Volkgerioht 
on the 2l8t. of January, 1941: I beg to testify to the 
chivalrous and humane treatment I received at the hands of the 
said Doctor Hans Bauer, then OberatflrmbahnfUhrer. 

(a) On the 12th. of April, 1945# Dr# Bauer 
effected the liberation of eighteen political 
prisoners under sentence of death, this, in con¬ 
travention of explicit orders from Herr Himmler‘a 
chief adjutant, von Alvensleben. 

(b) On the 13th. of the same month, he 
attempted in company vdth myself and one Feldwebel 
Hoeller to reach LOsohen KZ in order to disband 
the guard. 


(o) Finally, in consideration of ray not very 
robust physical condition, he drove me from 
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Torgau to Halle where I was within a few 
hundred yards of the advanced units of the 
United States Forces, 

3, In amplification of the above, may I point out that the 
party of eighteen, amongst whqn I numbered, was comprised of 
various nationalities - 2 Frenchmen, 4 Norwegians, 6 Czeohs, 

5 Germans and myself - but one and all had been ocnvioted for 
major activities against the Reioh. In short, we were not 
of the category of prisoner whose execution oould have been 
regarded as a contravention of the Hague Convention, I 
stress this point for obvious reasons, 

4. The fact that ho took the trouble and risk of helping me 
to reach the safety of the Allies' Lines, although a small 
point in itself, is I think, proof of a nature not content with 
complying with the bare essentials of humanity, but one dis¬ 
posed and determined to aid the helpless, 

5« In conclusion, may I point out that Doctor Bauer was 
not a member of the SS» by choice, but was drafted into it; 
a circumstance resulting in his present predicament but a 
circinstance, none the loss, to which I and my seventeen com¬ 
panions owe our‘li^oo. And I on persuaded that numerous 
Yugoslavs are indebted in the same rospeot to that Fate which 
.sot Doctor Bauer in a position to exorcise his authority in 
the cause of mercy, 

6, The adjoining lettor is a tostament that Doctor Bauer's 
humane activities were extended to Yugoslavians and though 
anor\ymous, its veracity appears to be corrorated by my personal 
experience.

Dear Sir Robert, 

Referring to the case of Johann Major or Mayer listed by 
Poland (5164/P/(V'256) and dealt with in Document 3/91, dated 
23rd July, 1947, I have reoently received from the Polish 
Mission for War Crimes in the British Zone of Germany full 
affidavits of the witnesses Wladyslaw Pec and Eugeniusz Qybulakl, 
which I am enclosing together with the official report of the 
execution of the victim, Loo JaworsldL. 

As oan be seen from the available affidavits, it seems clear 
that it was certainly dire to the influence of the accused and 
his desire for revenge that the execution took place, although 
the public opinion even of the Gorman population was against 
such a measure. It is difficult at present to discover how 
much truth there is in the statements of the witnesses for the 
defence, quoted in the Document 1/91. Surely it is the duty 
of the court to decide this charge, taking into account all 
material in favour of the accused, as well as against him. 
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It must be emphasised also that the conditions of slave 
labour in Germany were auch that the fate of the enslaved 
workers depended absolutely on the employer. 

In view of the above information and tho affidavits enclosed, 
it seems reasonable for tho Commission not to roconsider this 
cose, but to retain the name of tho accused on its lists. 

I should like to point out also that tho Polish government 
is not interested in the extradition of Mayor and will be satis¬ 
fied if his cose is heard before any other court, as long as 
punishment is assured for thi3 alleged war criminal, should he 
bo pronounced guilty of the execution of the Polish slave 
worker Jaworski.

After having been informed of the criminal responsibility 
of submitting false evidence and upon taking oath in accordance 
with the legal procedure, the witness stated tho following: 

Prom 8th May 1940, until September 1944, I worked as a 
forced labourer in Germany with a German Hurz "einrich, village 
Koyenburg 40, Erkelonz District. 

At the same village- .a Pole named JA’.YORdKI Leon was working. 
He was aged 30, came from Warsaw, and arrived for forced 1 about 
four months aftAr me. He was employed on the farm of a Gorman, 
Johann MAYER, at 65, Holzweihlor Street, Keyonberg. Tho said 
German was a very uctive member of the Nazi party and cruelly 
persecuted all foreigners, Poles In particular. He treated 
Jaworski as a slave, provided insufficient food, forced him to 
work regardless of the condition of his health and ill-treated 
him constantly. Because of the very hard conditions, 

Jaworski wanted to leave Mayer and to look for another 
employer. 
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During the harvest period, I sliould think in July 1942, I 
saw ^eyer beating Jaworski in the yard. .ir tiding Jaworski by 
the throat, he beat him on the face and body. Being perfectly 
innocent and trying to protect himself, Jaworski got hold of a 
chain and waved it in order to keep Moyer at a distance. 
Mayer,together with his brother-in-law, kept on attacking 
Jaworski, vising big thick sticks. Seeing his attackers coning, 
closer, Jaworski hit Mayor-over the head with the-chain. As 
a result- of this blow Mayer received v wound on his head. 

During the.-fight Mayer 4 3 wife tried to keep "iworsld away and 
pushed him. After having struck Mayer over the heachwdth the 
ohain, Jaworski fled to the fields but was followed by Mayer 
and his brother-in-law. When they caught Jaworski, they beat 
him up murderously, so cruelly that aworski. gave in and ceased 
to offei any resistance. I saw Jaworski, his face bleeding and 
Jboth his hands, bruised and swollen, being escorted by Mayer and 
a policeman. Jaworski was first taken to the police station arv> 
then to a prison in Aachen. Ever since then Jiothing was heard 
of him. 

After eight montns, I believe it war in February 1943 and 
anyhow in winter 1942/43; all German f ain.e.'.s wlie employed Polish 
workers were notified by the Police that all Poles had to report 
to the Sheriff's office, from where we were taken by the polioe 
to Holzweihler, situated 4 kms ; from the heyeriberg village, 
where we saw in a field behind the village. a gallows and a 
body harj&Lng on it. I saw at once that the man hanging was our 
friend Jaworski. There were about 1,000 of us gathered and we 
listened to the verdict read out to us. It was read in Polish, 
and said that Jaworski had be~n sentenced to death by hanging 
because of the serious injuries which he inflicted on Johann 
Mayer who had twelve wounds, and because of the defeatist 
propaganda spread by Jaworski in which he had said that Hitler 
would be defeated. 

After the verdict v/as read out to us, one of the Germans 
said that ary Pole who attacked hi3 employer or who indulged 
in politics or read leaflets would share tho fate of Jaworski. 

The verdict having been read out and the above speech having 
been completed, one of the SS men picked out four Poles (I was 
one) and ordered us to take Jaworski down from the gallows and 
bury him. Being terribly upset, I criod, and was kicked twice 
by an SS man, who also drew out a pistol because I said something 
in Polish. The coffin with Jaworski's body was loaded on to a 
lorry which made off in an unknown direction, a>jd we were ordered 
to disperse and return home. 

I am not aware of ary trial having beer, conducted against 
Jaworski nor do I know about Jaworski having been sentenced to 
death by any court of law. 

At my employer'* (,'Iurz i; einrich) there was 1 .uch talk about 
the decision of the whole village to ask for the release of 
Jaworski and his transfer to another employer. Johann Mayer 
was the only one who opposed that decision and ’/ho insisted on 
Jaworski's execution. 

The record having be*n read, :.t was approved and signed.

1. The German police military courts (Standgericht) were intro¬ 
duced by Prank’s orde .’, dated 13th Ootober, 1939 (Verordnung 
zur Bekaempfung von Gewalttaten in Generalgouverneraent - 
Verordnungsblatt des Generalgouverneurs ftlr die besetzten 
Polniechen Gebiete - 1939 - No, 2 - Page 10), 

2. The German police military courts operated in the area of the 
G.G. . In accordance with the criminal law which applied to 
both Jews and Poles in the annexed territories, the Governer 
(Super-President) could if he so ch03c, introduce military 
courts also in ^ne area administered by him, 

3. The German police military courts did not observe the usual 
legal procedure and thus:- 

a) Indictment was not served on the accused, nor was he 
otherwise notified of the charge. 

b) Counsel for the lefenco was not 'allowed at the "trial 1 ’, 
nor v/as mhe accused permitted to defend himself in accordance 
with the normal procedure adopted at trials. 

c) There were case:, when "sentences" were passed without 
any preliminary investigation, that is to say, without sub¬ 
mitting documentary jroofs of guilt 0 . examination of 
witnesses, or submission or reading during the trial of any 
records relating thereto. 
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4, The only regulation adhered to by the German Military courts 
was the following: 'The names of judges, of the accused and 
of the witnesses upon whose evidence the sentence has been 
passed as well as the definition of the crime oomnitted and 
date of sentence passed and executed should be taken down in 
writing". 

Taking the above facts into consideration the Oojanission 
states the following:-* Being deprived of legal character because 
of the procedure adopted, the German police courts which operated 
in the territory of Poland during 1939-1945, are considered illegal 
in the light of the law. 


THE EXTRACTS FROM THE CASE OF GREISHR BEFORE 
THE SUPREME NATIONAL TRIBUNAL. 

3. The Penal Law Against the Poles. 

The Counoil of Ministers for the Defence of the Reich, 
considering the adoption of penal sanctions as envisaged in the 
decree of 6th June, 1940, and as introduced in the "annexed 
territories" inadequate, issued on 4th Deoeraber, 1941, a new 
decree concerning penal law against both Pole 3 and Jews for the 
"Eastern Annexed Territories", The essential part of this law 
envisaged the death penalty (and, only in minor offences, loss of 
freedom) for Poles and/or Jews who showed a hostile attitude to¬ 
wards Germany through instigation to hatred and in particular through 
either usage of unfavourable expressions relating to Germany, or 
tearing down proclamations of German authorities, or through any other 
action which rrd^it harm the respect of the German Reich and German 
nation, Los6 of freedom was enforced through confinement in 
either an ordinary penal camp for ten years or a special camp for 
15 years. Rigid discipline and long hours of unpaid work (one or 
two hours longer than in hard labour) were introduced in those, 
camps. One Sunday of each month was an "austerity" with a hard bed 
and no food. 

In respeot of the criminal procedure the following 
principles were adopted. The courts as well as the prosueutors 
were at liberty to create the procedure, at their discretion, on the 
lines of the German legal procedure. The decree deprived the 
Polos of the right to representation at a trial and prohibited the 
submission of either on appeal or a personal charge. 

The Executions. 


In the whole area ruled by Greiser executions without 
trial were constantly carried out among the local population. There 
is hardly a place whiefer does not bear evidence of such executions or 
is free from the graves of murdered persons. Those facts were 
proved beyond doubt by an inquiry conducted by the Main Commission 
fbr Investigation of German Crimes in Poland, 

The main personal responsibility far issuing orders to 
this effect rested with Greiser. 

Greiser's letter, reference No, 206^/41, dated 22nd July, 
1941, marked "Secret Matter of the R e ich", which laid down the 
formal basis of his personal legal competence in this respect 
provided legal sactions for the actual position already existing. In 
this letter, addressed to all his subordinate high-ranking officials, 
(■reiser stated the following:- 







Hitler has ordered that in respect of the administration <tf 
justice Greiser be given special authorit/ to whatever extent 
may be specified by Greiser himself,. 

In oompliahce with thi3 order, the Minister of the Reich, Dr, 
Lamers, issued an instruction to all his subordinate departments 
to the effect that, in accordance with Greiser*s wish, the latter 
wa3 given the right to set up military courts. 

In view of -che above, in case of an offence or a crime conmitted 
against the German reconstruction effort in the Wartbegau area, 
Greiser was to decide whether the case to be tried by a 
military court. He, therefore, ordered that, in case of 
sabotage on political grounds, a report should be submitted 
directly to him for decision as to the procedure to be adopted. 

The military courts thus set up were at liberty to pass either 
a death sentence of a senteno of deportation to a concentration 
camp, whereupon Greiser, through a direct oral or a telephonic 
"procedure of appeal" would be free to exercise his right and 
either comiute the death sentenoe into a deportation sentence 
or vice versa. 

From that date onwards poles sentenced by military courts for 
political offences conmitted in Greiser's area, were subject to 
the law as administered by him. 

If for any political reason, Greiser should consider the- 
execution of death sentenoe by hanging passed by an ordinary 
or military court necessary, he would issue the relevant 
instructions.

4. As there is a certain amount of doubt in this oase, and os 
the charge is expressed in ver" general terms, it would be 
appreciated if you ’vould forward to this KQ ary details you nay

4, It is requested that you will inform this HQ if there are
